The Garfield Park. club, the association 
which conducted the race track on the West 
Side until the place was suppressed by Gen- 
eral Superintendent of Police McClaughry, 
seems to have few notes in the gamut of 
crime and vice to strike before it finally dwin- 
dies out of existence, and is buried in the 
grave of infamy prepared for it by 
public opinion and the statutes. Yesterday 
morning Justice Woodman declared from the 
bench that an attempt had been made to 
bribe him in the disposit.on of cases affecting 
the club’s race-track, and as a climax to this 
sensation declared that no other than Michael 
C. McDonald, was the would-be briber.

pause while his coming was awaited. Justice 
Woodman ended the suspense by turning over 
to Inspector Lewis the bundle of greenbacks, 
which he repeated had been given to him by 
McDonald to bring about his prostitution as 


an officer of the law. 


Men in knots discussed the development in 
whispers all about the court-room. Justice 
Woodman sustained his position on the bench, 
stolid as a sphinx, but evidently relieved by 
the utterances he had just made. The attor- 
neys, both for the gamblers and the city, 
seemed amuzed at the declarations from the 
bench. 

Stephen A. Douglas let loose a smile. and 
said something to Mr. Himes in a whisper. 
Alexander Sullivan seemed stunned for an in- 
stant. He is not a man easy of surprise or 
lightly thrown off his guard. He was the 
first one to aadress the court. He said: 

“‘Are you assured that Mr. McVonald did 
not give you that amount by mistake in mak- 
ing payments for the bail bonds?’”’ 

‘I have not seen him since that night,” re- 
plied his Honor, laconically. 

Mr. Sullivan continued to argue that per- 
haps Mr. McDonald had made a mistake 
in giving the Justice the money, and said sthe 
whole affair was a great surprise tohim. He 
thought it would have been only fair for the

Justice Woodman said, “ We will not dis- 
cuss the matter any further now.”

JUSTICE WOODMAN TALKS FREELY 
Details of McDonald’s*Two Visits and the 


Alleged Payment of the Money Given. 


Justice Woodman yesterday decided that the 
statute of 1877 covers pool-selling “and horse- 


duwn the stairs before I could count it. I 
thought the matter over a good deal and the 
next morning I concluded to consult with 
some of my friends as to how I should dis- 
pose of the money. That day, Wednesd I 
turned it over to Inspector Lewis. 

“Thursday evening at about the same hour 
the door bell rang again, and pretty much the 
samme circumstances were gone through with. 
My daughter went to the door; McDonald 
gave his name as Mason and came up-stairs. 
He canvassed the same ground that he went 
over the night before, but ‘was considerably 
freer with expressions regarding certain peo- 
ple, whose namesI will not disclose now, 
whom he said were ‘all right.’ He gave the 
names of two Judges who were ‘all right’ 
and would issue the injunction. I did not on 
either occasion give him definite answer 
or intimate to him in any way what my de- 
cision would be. The fact of the matter is, I 
had as little as possible to say, and let him do 
the talking. On the second visit no reference 
was made either by McDonald or myself to 
the money he had given me Tuesday evening. 
He talked in the same assuring way about his 
ability to secure me a reappointinent as 
Justice of the Peace under Altgeld and he was 
just as confident as on _ the previous 
evening that the Democratic candidate 
for Governor would be elected. He spoke 
of Judge Altgeld’s Elgin speech, and of the 
canvass that the Democratic candidate was 
making in the State, He also assured me that 
there was no doubt as to the way Cook 
County would go. 

* This is the substance of the conversation. 
I cannot think of giving the names of the peo- 
ple he referred to in his conversations as will- 
ing to ‘ do right,’ but if Iam called before the 
grand jury I will give them, and I will relate 
the conversations as near as Ican remember 


them.”’ 
Witnesses the Visits. 


Justice Woodman was asked if there was 
any one who could testify as to having seen 
McDonald on either occasion he called, and 
he replied:

Notwithstanding Juste Woodman’s decision 
went against the Garfield Park people yes- 
terday it was stated on good authority 
last night that an effort will be made to- 
morrow to get an. injunction preventing 
police interference. Whether McDonald, 
Hankings, et al. have knowledge that this in- 
junction will be issued is not known, but they 
were exceedingly confident that they would 
carry their point and that Supt. McClaughry 
would bé pleced in a position where he could 
not interfere. Whether these applications 
were to be made to ome of the two Judges 
whom McDonald claims are “all right,” of 
course is not known, and it may be that the 
talk of obtaining an injunction is only a bluff, 
as in the light of subsequentevents it would

tion,, They then resorted to a game of bluff, 
and employed the anonymous letterwriter to 
convey their threats to those in authority. 
They even threatened to kidnap the children 
of the men who were in authority and blocked 
the rying out of their nefarious calling.

Others were 
approached and some were offered sums 
aimounting in individual cases to as much as 
$10,000 if they would be successful in 
getting the Superintendent to tender his resig- 
nati The fight was carried on in this way 
for several months, but was as unsuccessful 
as the first attempts. . They next resort- 
ed to the courts and instituted heavy 
damage suits against the Mayor and Superin- 
tendent of Police.’ These suits now aggregate 
several hundred thousands of dollars. When 
the latter plan failed an attack was made upon 
the ences. of the Superintendent, and no 
stones have been left unturned to accomplish 
their lawless purpose. It is quite evident that 
they are considerably demoralized by the 
events of the last few weeks and that the 
authorities have. succeeded in forcing them 
into a corner where they will make their hope- 
less fight as bitter and as lasting as possible, 
As was shown in the last meeting of the 
Council it will bring this element into the 
fight, and will endeavor to handicap the 
Mayor and the Superintendent of Police at 
every corner it can.

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The Garfield Park club began its career by 
- §nducing the moral scruff of the community 
to become its guest by issuing tothe worst 
elements in the city thousands of com- 
_ plimentary tickets.. From the beginning of 
its iniquitous career under its present man- 
agement, hordes of the vicious have made 
~ headquarters at the club’s track and terrorized 

and disgraced the portion of the West Side on 
which the resort is located, until self-respect- 
ing men and women and even chil- 
dren were deprived of the pleasures 
of visiting one of the city’s tinest breathing 
and pleasure spots, Garfield Park, for fear of 
contamination and possible violence. The 
history of the proceedings of the police in 
suppressing the club’s track is still new, and 
the blood of two murdered police officers has 
hardly dried after the tragic affair that came 
out of the fight of the Garfield Park race 
track outlaws against the officers of the law. 

The Grand Jury to Act. 

No grand jury can begin the avengement of 
the death of these two murdered policemen, 
for the murderer is dead, but a grand jury can 
and will seek to mete out punishment to the 
man or men who struck the last note in the 
association’s gamut of crime in the attempted 
bribery of a magistrate sworn to administer 
the law. State’s-Attorney Longenecker says 
he will act in the matter as soon as the case is 
brought before the grand jury now in session. 

Justice Charles W. Woodman of the Des- 
plaines Street Station Police Court is the ac- 
cuser of Michael C. McDonald. His accusa- 
tion, given in a crowded court-room and ac- 
companied by a challenge to the accused to 
step forward and deny the accusation, was 
one of the most sensational scenes ever wit- 
nessed in a Chicago court-room. Every 
species of Garfield Park frequenter was in 
the court-room yesterday morning to 
hear the decision of Justice Wood- 
man. The trial had lasted several days, and 
was marked by bitter invective against the 
police by Alexander Sullivan, attorney for the 
gamblers. Much interest in the forthcoming 


decision grew out of the recent holding of- 


Justice Glennon in a similar case, that he 
could not impose fine without inferentially 
passing judgment as'to the constitutionality 
of the statute under which the prosecutions 
' Were conducted. 

» Alexander Sullivan was ‘there early. His 
clients awaited the décision, some of them in 
the court-room and others in the saloons 
about the station. Stephen A. Douglas and 
Assistant City Prosecutor Himes were there 
to represent the city. 

Produced a Roll of Bills. 

‘ Shortly after 9 o’clock Justice Woodman 
took his placeson the bench, and to the evident 
surprise of the ganibling contingent fined sev- 
eral of the principals of the club $100 each, 
discharged others, and gave small fines to the 
inmates captured at the time of tne last 
Taid. Alexander Sullivan gave the usual 
notice of appeal, and lawyers, witnesses 
and loungers were making ready to leave the 
court-room when the Justice, assuming much 
dignity, motioned for order. Banliffs rein- 
forced him in his demand, and the crowd 
seemed to thinks tliat something sensational 
. Was due. : | 

The Justice pulled a document from his 
Coat pocket and spead out its folds. He mo- 
tioned again for silence, a precaution that was 
‘Untiecessary, as the crowd had been silenced 
_ into a stillness that was oppressive. The Jus- 

tice drew something that the crowd could not 
Make out from another pocket, and then, 
holding the document in his left hand, he read 
from it as follows: 

It behoves me, as a public officer, to make a 
public statement in this case. I have been a pub- 
lic magistrate for about eleven years, and in that 
. time I have tried over one hundred thousand 
Cases. This is the first time in that period that a 
bribe has been offered to influence a decision. 
The other night, while. at home, a man came to

Justice Woodman talked freely in regard to 
McDonald’s visits, and he has the big gambler 
in a place whence it will require a good deal 
of skill to extricate him. There are witnesses 
who know McDonald and who saw him go and 
come on both occasions, and they are willing 
to go before the grand jury and testify. Mr. 
Woodman will produce these people and ap- 
pear before the grand jury whenever called 
upon by the proper authorities. 

‘“*T have been Justice of the Peace for a 
good many years,”’ said Justice Woodman, re- 
ferring to the matter, ‘‘ but this is the first 
time that a man has ever attempted to bribe

me. For some time I have been fully aware 
of the recklessness with which the Garfield 
track people were’endeavoring to carry their 
points, and I can hardly say that I was much 
surprised when McDonaid was ushered into 
my presence Tuesday evening. I think it was 
8 o'clock when the door bell rang, and my 
daughter went to the door. The caller asked 
whether this was where Justice Woodman 
lived. My daughter told him that it was, and 
he replied that his name was 
Mason and that he would like to see 
me. She showed him up-stairs into the 
room where I was sitting, and then 
left the room, I recognized the person at 
once as Mike McDonald.. McDonald said 
he thought that he would come over and 
talk with me regarding the Garfield Park 
club cases. He said that it was exceedingly 
importart for the association that these cases 
be aisposed of at once and said that they de- 
sired to resume racing as soon as possible. 
He also had something to say in regard to the 
shooting of Col Jim Brown and expressed re- 
gret that the affair occurred, as it created a 


sprejudice against the club. I had little to say, 


and returaimg to the cases in court he em- 

phasized the importance of their being dis- 

missed in order that racing might be resumed. 
Wanted the Cases Dismissed. 

**In so many words he asked that I dismiss 
the cases, and as an argument stated that two 
Judges had agreed to grant an injunction re- 
straining the Superintendent of Police from 
raiding the track if I would dismiss the cases, 
He then turned the conversation to politics 
and said there. was no doubt in the 
world that Altgeld would be the next Governor. 
He talked as ifhe had great influence with 
Mr. Altgeld and practically assured me that I 
would be reappointed Justice of the Peace. 
He also said that the election of a 
Democratic Governor would insure the 
election of a Democratic Mayor next spring, 
and that there would be no doubt about my 
being reappointed under such circumstances. 
After talking along in this strainfor a min- 
ute or two he returned to the cases before me 
again and remarked, as he got up to go, that 
he believed he owed me some money for sign- 
ing bail bonds for the men who were arrested 
the day preceding the shooting at Garfield 
Park. He hurnedly handed me a roll of bills 
and left the house. 

‘* Ethink the amount dve me for signing 
these bail bonds was $17, and when I unrolled 
the bills and counted them I found $300 in my 
possession. I had no opportunity at that time 


to return the money, because he was out and 


and who were previously acquainted with him. 
I cannot at this time give the names of these 
witnesses, but I will give them at the proper 
time, and they are willing to go before the 
grand jury and testify. Therewas no one in 
the room during our conversation and no 
one saw him give me the money. He 
did—_ not say that he gave -me 480 
much more than he owed me in order 
that he might influence my decision, but 
previous to giving me the money he asked me 
to dismiss the cases, While he did not speak 
of bribery, it was plain enough in his actions 
what he intended. I do not know why he 
called a second time unless he entertained 
some fear that his arguments.on the first oc- 
casion had not been strong enough. 

‘*l have known McDonald for a number of 
years and have seen him more or less during 
that time, but have never had any dealings 
with him. His course was exceedingly bold 
to say the least. There is nothing, however, 
which the Garfield Park club management 
would not resort toto carry its point. The 
events of the last few weeks clearly de:mon- 
strate this.’’ 

Justice Woodman was asked whether he in- 
tended to call upon State’s-Attorney Longe- 
necker and lay the matter before him. 

** No, I hardly think that I will do that, but 
I am perfectly willing to give the grand jury 
any information in my possession if 1 am 
called upon to do so,”’ 


M’DONALD CALLS IT NONSENSE, 


He Denies the Story and Is Sorry He Was 
Not in Court. 

M. C. McDonald’s version of the Justice 
Woodman interview materially differs from 
that of his Honor. Yesterday, when ap- 
proached by some newspaper men, he was in 
company with Alexander Sullivan, his attor- 
ney. When asked a question in relation 
to the charges made by Justice Woodman, 
Mr. Sullivan put in and suggested to Mr. Mc- 
Donald thatit might be weil to talk with him

before saying anything to the newspaper re- 
porters. Mr. McDonald declined to comply 
with the suggestion. McDonald was disposed 
to treat the matter with considerable levity. 

**So Altgeld is elected all but the shouting, 
is he?’’ he remarked when the scene of Jus- 
tice Woodman’s court was related to him. 
‘“*T am glad of that. We have said he would 
carry the State, now we'll inaugurate him.”’ 

**How much truth is there in the statement 
made by Justice Woodman?”’ 

**There is no truth in it.” 

**How much money did you give to Justice 
Woodman ?”’ 

**I didn’t give him a cent.”’ 

**Who paid the bail bonds in those cases be- 
fore him ?’’ | 

**Some were paid by me and others by my 
agent.”’ 

‘**Did you ever pay any of these personally 
to Justice Woodman ?”’ 

““T did not.”’ 

Mr. McDonald admitted that he had talked 
politics with the Police Court Justice on sev- 
eral occasions; but when asked if he had vol- 
unteered to assist Mr. Woodman in his ascent 
of the political ladde: became a little indig- 
nant. 

“The Governor,” he replied, ‘t does not 
appoint the Justices of the Peace. Woodman 
seems to think he does. He assumes that Alt- 
geld is elected, and that I have con- 
siderable influence with him. I 
haven’t seen him but once in almost a

MR. LONGENECKER READY TO ACT, -

Will Take Up the Case When Properly 
Presented—McDonald in a Bad Light. 
State’s-Attorney Loagénocke? was seen yess

The grand jury is now in 
session, and this case could properly be 
brought before'this jury. _I would not like to 
express an opinion as to how strong the case 
against McDonald is, owing to my imperfect 
knowledge of the affair. Attempting to bribe 
an officer is a serious offense and one that 
should receive all the investigation possible. 
Coupled with this is an intimation that higher 
officers have been approached, and that suc- 
cessfully. Justice Woodman cleared hiinself 
of all blame and removed all suspicion by his 
course this morning.”’ 


WAS ALTGELD’S ORIGINAL BOOMER. 


The Position the Judge Is Placed In by 
Boodler Mike, 

John P. Altgeld, the Democratic candidate 
for Governor, in all probability will not be 
well pleased with the manner in which Mr. 
Mason, alias M. C. McDonald, has used his 
name. There is, however, no disguis- 
ing the fact that McWonald has _ had 
a .great deal to do with placing Alt- 
geld at the head of the . Democratic 
State ticket. McDonald has taken a promi- 
nent part in Democratic politics for a great 
many years. In fact, he has been the most 
conspicuous of the Democratic leaders in 
Cook County, and has occasionally taken a fly 
in State politics. Heis at present a member 
of the State Central committee and isin a 
degree responsible for the State campaign. 
He is also exceedingly active in his efforts to 
secure the election of the county ticket, and 
it is upon his advice that almost 
every move of the campaign is made. 
McDonald’s connection “with the Altgeld 
movement dates back to atime considerably 
previous to the State convention. He was 
caught on the Altgeld boom before the 
winter snows had melted away, and was in- 
strumental in solidifying the ranks in Cook 
County for the millionaire statesman. He 
was conspicuous in the convention that’ se- 
lected the delegates to Springfield, and helped 
to quiet what little opposition there was in the 
party ranks. There was more or less gossip 
at the time about money having been spent 
freely in Altgeld’s behalf, and it was in- 
timated that the man now in trouble had a 
good deal todo with it. This goes to show 
that Mr. McDonald speaks to some extent by 
the card when he says that Woodman could 
secure an appointment of Justice of the Peace 
in the event cf Aitgeld’s election. There can 
be little rooin for doubt that Mr. McDonald 
has improved every opportunity from the time 
that Altgeld began his gubernatorial candi- 
dacy to place the ex-Judge under obligations 
to him. 


NEVER SO HARD A FIGHT. 


Supt. McClaughry the Most Stubborn Me- 
Donald Has Met—The Tactics Used. 

It has been a good many years since the Mc- 
Donald syndicate was organized, but it is 
doubtful whether it ever came up against such 
astubborn Superintendent of Police since 
Mike McDonald began his career in Chicago. 
rhe metnbership of the syndicate has changed 
from time to time, but it has always had the 
saine head, and the same directing mind has 
moldea its policy, shaped its fights, 
and carried out its schemes. Since 
Supt. McClaughry assumed the position 
of head of the Repartindint of Police the fight 
between the department and the gamblers has 
been continual. At times the battle has been 
more vigorous than others, but it has been on 
from the start. The gamblers have vot hesi- 
tated to resort to any tactics from the use of 
money to threats of violence. As is always 
the case, their first effort was in the direction 
of a liberal use of large sums of money. But 
this, they soon discovered to their as- 
tonishment, was utterly useless. ‘They 
began with moderate amounts and rapidly 
doubled the sums until they reached a point

LIBERAL RACE TRACK OFFICIALS, 


How the “Contingent”? Fund Was Dealt 
Out to Justice Lyon and Policemen. 

Garfield Park officials were always liberal 
with their money. It was ‘“‘ come easy go 
easy.”’ 

The day of the biggest haul at Garfield by 
Inspector Lewis, when nearly. or quite 200 
men were put under arrest and the patrol 
wagons were kept busy carrying thein to the 
Harrison Street Station, where they were 
charged with disorderly conduct and being 
inmates of a gambling-house, Justice David 
J. Lyon came on duty at 6 o'clock 
and took up his work. He re- 
mained until the bail of the last. man 
had been made out, and had received the 
signature of M.C. McDonald and Al Hoff- 
many Then Justice Lyon reckoned up the 
amount he was entitled to for his services. 
There 167 men arrested under two charges 
each. That made 334 bonds at $1 each, or 
$234. Al Hoffman and Sid McHie had re- 
mained to attend to this part of the proceed- 
ings. Hoffman took outa roll of money and 
couted out $350 in bills and thiswoll was handed 
to him by either Hoffman or McHie. Lyon 
started to make change. ‘* That’s all right,” 
said Hoffman and McHie together, and the 
$350 went down in the tower right-hand pocket 
of Lyon’s buff-colored waigtcoat. 

Sid McHie took a roll from his pocket, 
“skinned ” a $10 bill from the outside, rolled 
it up like a ball, and threw it across the 
counter in front of the Desk Sergeant, and it 
landed directly in front of Lyon. Lyon never 
turned a hair. He picked up the bill 1a an 
absent-minded way and chucked it in that same 
waistcoat pocket. Then Sid McHie “* skinned ”’ 
off another bill, either a $5 or a $10, and 
handed it to the Desk Sargeant, who wore 
eyeglasses, and who said: ** Thank’ee, 
thank’ee.”’ or something to that effect, and 
the bill disappeared in his pocket. Then a % 
bill was rolied up and handed to another 
police officer sitting ata little desk between the 
Desk Sargeant’s high stool and the windows 
looking out on Harrison street. The second 
officer made a profound salaam, and said: ** I 
thank you.”’ That bill also disappeareu. 

There seemed to be a’ sort of contingent 
fund among the officers and employés of the 
Garfield Park Club, which was for immediate 
use and for which ro accounting was to be 
Mike McDonald was at Harri- 
until a short time before 
the accounting made with Justice 
David J. Lyon. He expressea a 
desire to eat a steak and askea where he 
should go to wait for the others. Kinsley’s 
was decided upon, and as McDonald was start- 
ing he asked for some money from some of 
his companions.

in the first-class steam jaunch race. Now 
Then, a second-class steam launch, was 
awarded the prize intended for the winner of 
the first-class steam launch race, namely, a 
set of colors worth $15, as winner of the soc- 
ond-class launch race. a 

With a light wind blowme off ‘shore and a .- 
steam launch races could not have at et 
under more auspicious circumstances. The ie 
sea was specially favorable to the smaller 
steam launches. It was undoubtedly an occa- 
sion that will be memorabie in Chicago yacht- 
ing circles as a success in itself and a marker 
for bigger events in future years. 

Long before the time scheduled for the 
races the pleasure boats at Van Buren street 
street dock were comfortably filled with those 
who turned out to witness the races. A steam 
yacht race with eight contestants was a sight 
worth seeing. Every boat had its backers. 
Opinions on the comparative merits 
of Alcyone and Buena were evenly 
divided. The steam launch Wilber 
had many friends who said the boat 
was a‘sure winner, and the doughty little 
Cricket had numerous admirers. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock the whistle on the 
judge’s boat gave three blasts and the craft 
began to assemble in the harbor. The Alcyone 
and Buena steamed out side by side and a 
pretty sight they were, with their white hulls 
and brass decorations flashing in the eun- 
shine. The Alcyone and the Buena stood on 
the line running east and west through the 
beacon on the breakwater off the government 
pier ready for the start. The Buena was en- 
tered as a first-class yacht, although virtually 
entered in the second class. This was because 
the Mina had failed totake its place along- 
side the Buena as its owner, L. N. Giddmgs, 
had promised. The excuse given by the 
Captam of the Mina was that his engineer 
had stuck for higher wages at. the 
last minute when it was too 
late to secure another man. However, 
many of the o!d salts laughed significantly 
and the report went the rounds that the Mina 
was afraid to try speed with the. Buena. In 
that case it was necessary to put the Buena 
alongside the Alcyone or have no race of first- 
class yachts. Accordingly there was a race of 
first-class boats and none fur second, as the 
Buena and Mina were the only boats entered 
as second-class. | 

At precisely 2 o’clock 26 minutes and 41 
seconds the brass cannon on board the judges’ 
boat was fired as asignal that the yachts of 
the first-class were to be off, and away sped the 
Alcyone to the northward, The Buena steamed 
away from the line forty-four seconds later. 
A fleet of sailing yachts, participants in the 
Lincoin Park regatta, put out from Lincoln 
Park just as the steam yacht race was on. The 
bosom of the lake was alive with craft of 
various sorts. Nearly every pleasure boat in 
harbor came out with flags galure. A dozen 
boats followed in the wake of the yachts, 
with everybody on board cheering. 

First-Class Steam Launches. 

The steam yachts were fairly under way 
when the whistle on the judges’ boat gave 
three blasts as a signal for the first-clase steam 
launches to assemble on the starting line. 
The Cricket drew up upon the port side of the 
Wilber, with the Duchess on the starboard 
side. ‘The first start was false, and several 
sharp whistles from the Clara Belle called 
the beats back to the line. A few munutes 
later the boats were off in the following order: 
The Wilber, 2 o’clock 35 minutes and 47 sec- 
onds, the Cricket 2 o’clock 35 minutes and 49 
seconds, the Duchess 2 2’clock 36 minutes and 
18 seconds. Thethree steam launches sped 
away after the yachts. 

Meanwhile the Alcyone and the Buena were 
far away towards the inside Lake View crib. 
‘The Alcyone took a good lead and kept it, round- 
ing the inside crib at 3 o’clock and 20 seeonds, 
while the Buena made the round thirty-five sec- 
onds later. The outside Lake View crib was 
rounded by the Aicyone four minutes and 
twenty-five seconds later, the Buena making 
it at 3 o’clock 5 minutes and 19 seconds. 

At the outer Lake View crib the Alcyone and 
the Buena were joined by a long, slim, dark 
looking steam yacht. A hundred magnifying 
glasses went up and everybody asked what 
the craft was. It was the Thistle, and a right 
smart bark it proved to be. The Thistie shot 
quickly past the Buena and pressed the Alcy- 
onehard. The old saltson the judges’ boat 
remarked that Henry Warnington, owner of 
the Thistle, was on the boat aad that be would 


ma 


show the Alcyone what apeed was, even if he 
had not eritered the race officially. Sure 
enough, the Thistle was gainingon the Alcy- 
one and soon sped past the latter. This bit of 
racing that was not on _ the  »pro- 
gram proved to be one of the features 
of the day. The neck of every person on the 
pleasure boats and on the Ciara Belle was 
craned in the effort to watch the exciting race 
between the Alcyone and the Thistle. The 
_ jatter, a new boat, was 19 feet over all, 14 

feet beam, and 78 feet on the water line, while 
the Alcyone has al4-foot beam and 70-foot 
length on the water line, making the two 
boats quite evenly matched. When the outer 
Lake View crib was reached the Thistle had 
a big lead and retired from the contest, leav- 
dng the Alcyone leading the Buena southeast 
towards the four-mile crib. 

At this juncture considerable amusement 
was furnished the watchers in the shape of 
races between Black Jack Yattaw’s crait and 
the ' Belle with other nondescript barks. 
Black Jack was left way in the rear and the 
Belle sailed proudly away. The Lurline, a 
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Dunham, John Prindiville, and Cyrus Sin- 
clair. The timekeepers were: Joseph Ruff 
and W. A. Paulson.

CLOSING REGATTA OF THE SEASON. 


Second and Third Class Winners in the 
Lincoln Park Yacht Club. 

The closing regatta of the Lincoln Park 
Yacht Club for second and third clase yachts 
belonging to the club was close and exciting. 
The wind and sea were just right for the small 
boats, and the sailing showed. good skill 
throughout. A capsize with no more serious 
results than the wetting of the crew and the 
loss of a prize added to the interest, 

The winners were: Second class—First 
prize, Viking; second prize, Dragon. Third 
class—First prize, Lois; second prize, Period 

The start was made in fine shape, and the 
three boats of the second class and the five of 
the third got away in a bunch, They held 
close together all the way to the old water- 
works crib. Midway the steam yachts came 
flying from the south and ran -right through 
the fleet, but fortunately the yachts were en-

big and beautiful yacht from New York, was 
much admired as it steamed out to the scene 
of the race with a select crowd of passengers. 
But where were the first class steam launches? 
The Wilber had given its companions, the 
Duchese and Cricket, a hard chase from the 
start as the three boats sped away on the 
* game twenty-seven-mile course taken by the 
Buena and Alcyone. The Cricket came to 
grief off the Erie street pier. -A hot box made 
it necessary for the little craft to cast anchor 
for twenty minutes. 

Everybody thought the Cricket was out of 
the race. But it wasn’t. It recovered and con- 
tinued the race after the spectators had gone 
on. These steam launches made a flying turn 
of the inner and outer Lake View cribs and 
chased on after the contestants in the steam 
yacht race. 

In the meantime the Clarkdale, Bonita. and 
Now Then had begun the race for second- 
class launches. The Clarkdale e¢rossed the 
starting line at2 o’clock 3° minutes and 82 
seconds. The Now Then started two seconds 
later, and the Bonita was off at 2 o’clock 
. 89 minutes and 44 seconds. It was 
a good, fair __ start, promptly on 
the signal from the gun. The engines on the 
little boats puffed hard enough to rend the 
hulls, and the race was hotly contested from 
the start. The course in this race was differ- 
ent from that of the two preceding races, in 
being’only 9.46 miles. The run was from the 
starting line to the breakwater; thence to the 
old crib; thence to the four-mile crib; from 
that point a course being taken due west to 
the starting point. 

While small launches were puffing 
around ir course the Buena and Alcyone 
had rounded the four-mile crib, and were lit- 
erally out of sightdown towards the Hyde 
Park crib.. When the two boats »assed out of 
the sight of the spectators the Alcyone was 
in the lead and bets on. the Buena 
were a. adiscount. But the unexpected hap- 
pened down near the Hyde Park crib, which 
turned the course of the Alcyone’s fortune. 
The latter yacht blew out a steam joint near 
the crib and lost twenty-four minutes. This 
was the Buena’s opportunity. Buena took it 
and proved ‘a faster boat than its rival, which, 
in all justice be it stated, was heavily handi- 
capped in_having an old boiler. H. F. Balch, 
the Alcyone’s owner, is negotiating for a new 
boiler and was loath to let his yacht enter the 
race. Everybody was surprised to see the 
Buena speeding in towards the harbor, with 
the Aloyone nowhere in sight. Of course it 
was understood when the news came of what 
the Alcyone had done, 

Before the Buena reached home intense ex- 
citement was caused by the finish of the 
steam launch race of the second class. The 
Clarkdale and Now Then came in from the 
old crib asif the old sea god was chasing 
them. Half of the time the two boats were 
bow to bow, with the Bonita a few lengths be- 
hind. It was atoss-up for sevéral minutes 
between the Clarkdale and Now Then. The 
former boat came in first, but Now Then won 
when the time allowances, based on size of 
boat and horse power, were figured up. Great 
cheers went up when the two boats crossed 
the line, the Clarkdale having made the 9,46 
miles in 1 hour 20 minutes and 12 seconds, 

_ and Now Then in 1 hour 20 minutes and 34 
seconds. The Bonita made it in 1 hour 26 
minutes and 57 seconda. 

The next event was the incoming of the 
Buena, which made the twenty-seven-mile 
course in 2 hours 36 minutes and 52 sec- 
onds, winning the race. Twenty-four minutes 
and forty seconds later the Alcyone, after its 
hard luck, came in. The judges decided that 
it would not be fair'to the Alcyone to consid- 
er it as having raced at all, and its time, as 
compared with tne Buena, figured on time al- 
lowances, was not officially estimated. De- 
ducting the twenty-four minutes said to have 
been lost by the Alcyone, its actual running 

time was three hours and two minutes. : 
. The Plucky Cricket. 

When the excitement over the Alcyone’s ar- 
rival had subsided two white specks on the 
lake were sighted coming in towards the fin- 

ishing line. The Wilber and the Cricket were 
the white specks, The Wilber’s host of 
friends cheered when the judges announced 
that the Wilber hada big lead. But every- 
body was surprised to find the Cricket in the 
race, The Cricket had suddenly appeared 
and the Duchess had dropped ont of the 
race down by Hyde Park and gone home. 
The spectators applauded the plucky Cricket, 
which had recovered from its difficulty ex- 
perienced at the start and was giving the vic- 
torious Wilber a. hard chase. The cheers of 
. the crowd mingled with the toots of tne boat 
whistles when the Wilber came in a winner, 

having made the twenty-seven miles in 3 

hours 4 minutes and 34 seconds. The Cricket, 

after having lost twenty minutes, made the 

same course in 3 hours 8 minutes and 31 


seconds, 

The craft were entered as follows: Buena 
by the Buena Park club; Alcyone, H. F. 
Balch; Wilber, M. D. Wilber; Cricket, Charles

They had much trouble with one 
another, and several times got foul of spars 
and rigging. At last all got round, and then 
came the rush to the outer Lake View Crib.., It 
was arun with the wind, and all the canvas 
which could be found anywhere on board was 
thrown to the breeze. Surprising it was, too, 
how much white cloth some of, the smaller 
yachts could exhibit, All kept pretty well to- 
gether, and at one time five were abreast, The 
Blade, with an oversized mainsail and spin- 
naker to natch, overtvuok the Viking and got 
in the lead. At the turn the Blade was still in 
the lead. 

Then came the true test of sailing, The 
next three miles were dead ahead. There 
was a good deal of marine jockeying in 
the attempts to blanket the other fellow and 
some very sharp sailing also. Most of the 
boats took in their topsails, but the American 
Girl kept everything standing except the spin- 
naker. Several times the boat lay over on its 
siae, with its pole at an angle of forty-five de- 
grees and its lee rail way under water. The 
crew were determined to carry that canvas if 
they got wet forit. Finally, as the American 
Girl was ‘on the last tack, not a quarterof a 
mule from the finish and the second prize, it 
went over. The air compartments in the bow 
kept the boat from sinking, but the stern 
dropped to the bottom. ©The crew held on to 
the rail and the rigging until they were taken 
off by the steam-yacht Nancy. 

The first to cross the line wag the Lois, with 
the Period next. It was queer that the third- 
class boats had beaten those of the second. 
The Viking was next. The Dragon, which got 
the second prize, was far behind, and owed its 
victory to the mishap on the American Girl.

WORK OF BRUTAL BRIGANDS IN SICILY. 


Report of a British Consul That Confirins 
an American's Statements. 


Palermo, in his report to the Foreign Office, 
gives startling details regarding brigandage. 
The whole islaud of Sicily, he says, is in- 
tested with bands of robbers who capture 
large ianded proprictors and rich merchants 
and hide them in caves in the mountains un- 
tilthey are ransomed. Farmers are plun- 
dered of horses and cattle, while peasants 
who are suspected of being informers are 
persecuted, tortured, and murdered outright. 
Great land-owners living within four hovrs 
of Palermo are afraid to remain on their es- 
tates unless they are surrounded by private 


mounted guards. 

The band led by a brigand named Samauwa 
is the most terrible of'all the numerous bands 
in the island. The outrages verpetrated by 
them call for speedy vengeance, and their im- 
munity from punishment is due entirely to 
supineness of the government. This band has 
committed many murders characterized by 
the greatest cruelty. Even children havo not 
escaped the members of the gang of thieves 
and murderers. They have beheaded little 
boys and girls, cut their bodies in halves, and 
then thrown the mutilated retnains about the 
country for dogs and hogs to eat. Many land- 
owners who have incurred the enmity of the 
brigands have been treacherously assassi- 
nated, while others who have fallen into their 
hanas have been condemned to death by slow 
torture. 

The difficulty met with in trying to sup- 
press these murderous bands, 1f any really de- 
termined attempt is ever made, is due to the 
fact that 4 large number of the people pro- 
vide the brigands with supplies at high prices, 
and are therefore unwilling to give any in- 
formation that would lead to their capture. 
In other cases where the peasants might give 
information they are terrified by the threats 
of veugeance made by the brigands them- 
selves and their friends, and consequently 
when they are questioned they declare they 
know nothing about the bands of robbers who 
are devastating the country. 

Some time ago the American Consul at 
Palermo made a report similar to the above 
to the State Department at Washington, 

Af life and property rights are to be safe in 
Sicily it is imperatively necessary for the 
Italian Government to awake from its leth. 
argy regarding brigandage and dispatch a 
force sufficiently strong to sweep the island of 
the pests that now infest iti There is no 
doubt whatever that if protection was guaran- 
teed information could be gained that would 
lead to the positive identification of the 
robbers, many of whom pursue their nefar- 
ious occupation under the guise of small 
farmers and merchants. When it became 
known an American Consul had made 
the report above mentioned the Italian Gov. 
ernment immediately denied his statements 
and privately demanded of the United States 
Government that he be recalled. This de- 
mand was complied with. No one acquainted 
with the facts has the slightest doubt that the 
report of the Amerivan official was correct in 
every particular. |

Islip Board of Health Orders the Sheriff 
to Take Possession—Gov. Flower Directs 
the Soldiers to Resist—~Two New Cases 
of Cholera Just as the Authorities Be- 
lieved the Pestilence Was Stamped Out 
—No More Cases in New York City—Plea 


for Hamburg. 

New York, Sept. 17.—P. T. Wall, who is in 
charge of the Surf Hotel at Fire Island, sent 
Dr. Jenkins at 9:20 p.m. the following tele- 

ram: 

— received this afternoon from the Board of 
Health of Islip a notice to vacate the 
premises ‘within three days and that 
would call on tne citizens of the county to stop 
the landing of baggage. Capt. Cochrane, com- 
manding the militia here, says that all steamship 
baggage received here will be properly protected. 
We are in every way prepared to give them a 
warm reception. 

Dr. Jenkins said: “Our men down there 
are advised of the situation and will be pre- 
pared to resist such action on the part of the 
citizens of Islip, There are thirty-five State 
quarantine police, all provided with revolv- 
vers, and 125 militiamen under the command 
of Capt. Cochrane. Deputy Health Officer 
Vought has left for Fite Island.”’ 

Dr. Sanborn, who returned from the 
lower quarantine tonight, reports that a 
new case had developed on board the 
Scandia. The patient is Regina Weiss. 
kopf, 65 years of age, and Dr. Byron 
transferred her to Swinburne § Island 
today; she -is very sick with cholera 
and unlikely to live through the night. Dr, 
Byron has'‘received news of a new case of 
cholera vn board the Bohemia. The patient’s 
name is Jeanette Chaimowitz, 28 years old. 
She was removed today from the steamer 
where she was ailing and taken to Swinburne 
Island. 

**The. backbone has been broken,”’ sen- 
tentiously remarked President Wilson of the 
Health Board. *‘ It wasa weak bacrbone at 


that.”’ 

There is no cholera in New York City nor 
has there been any for several days. It has 
been determined by bacteriological examina- 
tion that Hoppe and Callahan, who were ac- 
counted the sixth and seventh local victims -of 
the plague, died from other causes. Even the 
sick Irish girl, Mary Connerty, who was said 
to be dying from cholera, is recovering, and, 
moreover, her illness is now known to be _ the 
result of something very different from 


cholera. 

Another passenger from the infected Bohe- 
mia has died, Chags Bass, a woman, aged 
28, a native of Russia. 

‘he following tulletin was issued 
Health Bureau this afte~noon: 

No cases or suspected cases of cholera have 
appeared in this city since the last bulletin. The 
total number of deaths from cholera to date have 
been five. The first was on Sept. 6, and the last 
on Sept. 13.

HARBINGER OF THE MILLENNIUM. 


Views of an Indianapolis Clergyman on the 
Cholera. 

InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 17.—[Special. ]— 
The Rev. Dr. Jencks of this city, in an iuter- 
view today, declares his belief that the cholera 
epidemic now sweeping over the world is a 
warning of the near approach of Christ’s sec- 
ond coming. 

**T believe this plague has been sent to warn 
us,” said he, *‘and awaken us to a perception 
of the prophecies in the Bible concerning the 
fearful phenomena that are to precede his 
coming.”’ Dr. Jencks declares the world is 
much more wicked than it was twelve months 
ago, and as time roils on the world will be- 
comme more and more debased. From this 
time on plague, war, and famine are to multi- 
piy, and the minds of mortals will be as- 
tounded by the violence of these visitations. 


WHERE PESTILENCE MIGHT RAGE, 


Filthy Spots in Detroit —Smugyling Immi- 
grants Across the Border. 

Derroir, Sept. 17,—({Special.]}—The house 
to house inspection has shown up some unsus- 
pected plague spots. In the lower quarter of 
the city, around Hastings street below Gra- 
tiot avenue, where as many as twenty*people 
are in some cases buddled together in a single 
shanty, the filth and stench are terrible. 
One ofthe latest phases of the quarantine 
against immigrants coming from New York 
is the euueene of the suspects across the 
river from Windsor. Over twenty have been 
brought across at night in row boats and are 
now probably scattered about the city, A 
river patrol will be appointed. 


FLUX RAGING AT GARNER, KY. 


Twelve Deaths in Two Days from the 
Awful Disease. 

Riverton, Ky. Sept. 17.—Reports received 
late this evening from Garner, a farming com- 
munity twenty miles back, state that flux is 
raging there to such an extent that the entire 
community is alarmed. Twelve deaths 
occurred during the last two days 
and others are hourly expected. Phy- 
siciauns seem unable to cope with 
the disease, as the patients get no relief from 
the treatment given them, The victims are 
seized with horrible pains in the bowels and 
consequent purging an? vomiting, which con- 
tinue until death, which usually occurs in 
from three to tive days. In some cases the 
screams of patients, forced by theirjagony, can 
be heard half a mile. 


QUARANTINE AGAINST NEW YORK. 


Proclamation Issued Yesterday by the Can- 
adian Government. 

Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 17.—An extra edition of 
the Canada Gazette was issued today contain- 
ing a proclamation of quarantine on the Can- 
adian border against passengers and merchan- 
dise from the City of New York. 


Successfully Passed all Quarantine Stations. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 17.—Elias Levin, a 
Jewish peddler, returned from a visit to 
Germany last Wednesday and joined his 
family at No, 216 Woodland avenue. Levin 
spent three months in Europe, and for ten 
days of that time was contined in a hospital 
at Hamburg. He passed through every port 
between that city and Cleveland, evading in 
some way all quarantines. Even his baggage 
was not once examined. Levin was taken 
sick last night. A doctor advised that the 
baggage be burned. The physician says the 
man is suffering from gastritis, not cholera as

ENGLAND TO BLAME. 


‘DR. J. E. GILMAN CHARGES IT 
| WITH THE CHOLERA PLAGUE. 


In an Address Before the Hahnemann 

_ Clinical Society He Arraigns Britain 
for Not Stamping It Out at Its Birth- 
place—-To Fumigate Drummers’ Sam- 
ples—Danger from “ Sweat Shop ” Goods 
~Immigrants Subjected te Rigid Inspec- 
tion—Will Aid Health Officers. 


a “Cholera and Its Treatment’’ was the sub- 
ject discussed at the meeting of the Clinical 
Society of Hahnemann Hospital, held at the 
Great Northern Hotel last night. Dr. R. 
Ludlam presided, and the subject was 
opened by Dr. J. E. Gilman. The strong 
and most remarkable point of his address 
was his declaration that upon the shoulders of 
‘England rested the responsibility for the 
ravages which cholera had made since it first 
found its way from its home in India to the 
western world, carrying destruction in its 
course. His accusation was based upon the 
fact that England was responsible for the 
government of its Eastern Empire, and that it 
had done nothing for its extinction in its 
birthplace, He said: 

_ England in becoming the ruler of India has as- 
‘summed the moral responsibility fer that country in 
the family of nations, and on England's shoulders 
rests the weight of destruction and desolation 
wrought by the cholera, not alone in India, but 
‘throughout the world wherever its contagion is 
conveyed. What steps, if any, has England ever 
made to prevent the outbreaks of the pesti- 
lence after the great _ religious pilgrim- 
age gathe at Hurdwar, J uager- 
naut, or Benares? What process of disinfec- 
‘on or guard was instituted to destroy the chol- 
‘era in its birthplace or check its onward move- 
‘ment on the great caravan roads? Had England 
made such efforts as the sanitarian of today de- 
‘mands the present panic at its threshold would 
have been aver and the victims of the pesti- 
lence in the long march of the disease throu 
Asia and Europe might still be in the land of the 
living. On England rests the disgrace of allow- 
‘ing the cholera to exist and to England belongs the 
‘blame for its spread beyond the region of its 
home. If there were no communicating links 
tween one country and another, if it were possible 
ito pave a Chinese wall of perfect exclusion, an 
embargo of trade and of emigration, the cholera 
would cease its travels and we should need have 
ino fear of ite ravages. 

| The worst epidemics are, I believe, due to a 
general contamination of the water or food sup- 
| ply The cholera germ requires for its fuliest and 
freest development. heat, moisture, and filth to 
be present. Cold weather interferes, and if in- 
tense cold could reach all germs it might possibly 
destroy them. But I do not believe that it is pos- 
sible for a widespread, active, general epidemic 
of cholera to spread over the whole of the large 
cities unless the water supply is contaminated 
with the cholera germ. Quarantine is 

itheory, but while in some instances a perfect 
quarantine and isolation have succeeded in keep- 
ing the disease from gaining an en- 
| the track of commerce 
quarantine seems attainable.

The water supply should be looked after and 
the people notifiea that a thorough boiling of the 
drinking water destroys germ life. If there are 
wells in use that are foul or objectionable the 
‘water should be made distasteful by the admix-

linfectant. Crowded tenement houses should be 
looked after and if the proper cleanliness cannot 
ibe qe on account of the numerous denizens 
‘of the buildings, a ey out of the population 
and removal to a more suitable place is needed. 
A knowledge of how the contagion is developed 
land under what circumstances it is most likely to 
spread, and the measures, public and personal, 
t are most potent in prevention, should be 
printed in the different languages apaken OF the 
citizens and distributed widely, so that may 
know the right. 


CHOLERA GERMS IN SWEATER GOODS, 


Samples Brought West by Traveling Men 
Should Be Thoroughly Fumigated. 

A communication has been received at Tue 
TriBuneE Office calling attention to the danger 
of carrying cholera germs throughout the coun- 
try in the samples of goods from “sweater 
shops’ carried by commercial travelers. It 
also suggested that these be thoroughly dis- 
infected immediately upon arrival. 

This was shown by the Health Department 
authorities yesterday. The chief inspector 
said the suggestions contained were excellent 
ana that he would at once write the New York 
authorities concerning it. ‘“‘ Such goods 
ought to be inspected in thatcityifit is 
known that they come from shops in the tene- 
ment district. It would béa matter of great 
difficulty for the officials in the interior cities 
to make anything like a thorough 
examination, because there would be no data 
other than the traveling man’s word to help 
discriminate between “sweater” goods and 
other stuff in his baggage. 


RIGID INSPECTION OF IMMIGRANTS, 


A Number of Germans, Swedes, and Danes 
Arrive—All Healthy and Clean, 

Four cars of immigrants arrived yesterday 
in a special train by the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad. The railroad company promised to 
notify the health office the time of the train’s 
arrival, but there was some delay about this, 
and the Health Department did not hear of it 
until a few moments before the depot was 
reached. Dr. Montgomery, with inspectors 
Norris, Harrigan, and Quinn, met the train at 
Grand Central Station, locked the doors of the 
cars, and inspected the immigrants. There were 
240 people in the party, 114 of whom were 
children. The majority of the men 
and women were young, exception- 
ally well dressed, and . perfectly clean. 
Forty-tive of ‘the number were Chica- 
goans who had been visiting home. The re- 
mainder were from Saxony and other parts 
of irae and from Sweden 
and Denmark. They sailed from Bre- 
men Aug. on the North 
German Lloyd steamer Wiemar, bound for 
Baltimore. The vessel was halted at the 
Chesapeake Capes by a revenue cutter and 
the passengers examined by a surgeon from 
the United States Marine Hospital Corps. 

They landed at Baltimore Sept. 15, were re- 
inspected, and each person was furnished with 
a certificate of health. Part of the emigrants 
remained in Chicago. The rest were destined 
for points in lowa, Nebraska, Kansas, Wis- 
consin, and California, 

Six emigrant passengers from the steamer 
Belgenland arrived in this city over the Fort 
Wayne road yesterday morning. They were 
provided with certificates from the New York 
quarantine, but were reinspected by the city 
health officers. Three of the emigrants re- 
mained in town. All were healthy. 


CHICAGOANS ARRIVE FROM EUROPE, 


John J. Knickerbocker and Peter Van 
Schaack Were Detained by Quarantine. 
John. J. Kuickerbocker, who aailed for 

Europe July 28, arrived in Chicago yesterday 

morning, after a visit to points in Germany, 

Belgium, and France. He sailed on his re- 

turn trip from Havre Aug. 27 on the steamer 

La Bourgogne, the vessel that was detained in 

quarantine in the bay at New York five days.

Decrease in the Number of New Cases; In- 
» crease of Deaths Reported,

Hameavure, Sept, 17.—T wo hunflred and sev- 
enty-six new cases and 136 deaths were report- 
ed to the Statistical Bureau yesterday, of 
which thirty-nine cases and thirty-eight deaths 
occurred the previous day. These figures 
show a decrease of thirty cases and an increase 
of eight deaths. The police yesterday con- 
veyed 201 sick persons to the hospital and 
buried sixty-five bodies, an increase of thirty- 
two sick and eight deaths. In Altona yester- 
day there were four new cases and three 
deaths. ; 

Prof. Koch, accompanied by the Director of 
the Imperial Sanitary Board, has made a tour 
of the various hospitals in this city. The pro- 
fessor expresses his satisfaction with the meas- 
ures adopted for the transportation and treat- 
ment of patients suffering from cholera and 
other diseases, A joint commuttee of Sena- 
tors and members of the House, of Burgesses 
finds it will be impossible to discontinue toe 
use of the Elbe water until provision has been 
made for obtaining a water supply from an- 
other source. 

StockHoLM, Sweden, Sept. 17,—Sweden has 
officially declared the United Kingdom to be 
free from cholera. ‘

PAYING DEARLY FOR THEIR FOLLY, 


Cholera and Starvation in Russian Districts 
Where the Doctors Were Mobbed. 

Sr. Perzrsspure, Sept 17.—There were re- 
ported in St. Petersburg yesterday forty-eight 
new cases of cholera and tifteen deaths. ‘This 
is eleven less cases and seven more deaths 
than were reported Thursday. Sixty cholera 
patients were disvharged from the hospitals 
yesterday, they having recovered, 

The ignorant Russian workmen are now 
reaping the fruit of their attempts to prevent 
proper sanitary measures being taken to check 
the spread of cholera and their efforts to drive 
the docturs away. Riots, growing out of 
superstition and ignorance, oc- 
curred at Hughesofka, in the government 
of Ekaterinos'av, and in their*%lind frenzy the 
workmen destroyed factories and shops, with 
no thought that upon these places they de- 
pended for their living. Now there is great 
distress in the town and hundreds of the in. 
habitants are on the verge of starvation, They 
have been compelled by hunger to eat of all 
manner of refuse, with the result that cholera 
is now raging among them worse than before. 
The disease is causing such ravages that all 
the workmen who are ableto do so are leav- 
ing the place. 

Hughesofka is a town on the Sea of Agu. 
It is the seat of the extensive iron-works, col- 
lieries, and rolling-mills of the new Russian 
sotapang which was founded by the late John 
Hughes. These works gave ta coy to 
thousands of men, while other industries fur- 
nished work for many more. If the whole. 
sale exodus now is on continues it is 
feared it will be difficult to get hands to run 
the works. : 


EXPECT AN EPIDEMIC NEXT YEAR, 


Cholera Emergency Committee in London 
Will Not Disband for Some Time. 

Lonvon, Sept. 17.—A meeting of the Metro- 

politan Board was held today, at which the 


cholera commission recently appointed stated 


that 110 litters and 1,600 beds could be pro- 
vided for patients in an emergency. The 
Chairman urged that the committee should 
not be disbanded, as the cholera epidemic was 


likely to appear early in 1893. 


The Times today publishes another letter of 
its series on cholera written by well-known 

hysicians, who are studying the disease in 

ussia and Germany. Today’s letter de- 
scribes the inspection and disinfection craze 
in Germany. The writer says that inspection 
and disinfection have become epidemic, and, 
while pee wy ene ay to prevent the disease, 
are nearly ds harmful in their effects as cholera 
itself. Every frontier town, village, and hamlet 
bristles with impossible regulations, which the 
local officials interpret according to 
their own views, The whole wmove- 
ment, the writer adds, is the work of 
the German press, which rushed into a frenzy 
of excitement over the epidemic in Hamburg. 

The Hanover magistrates deny that twenty- 
four cases of cholera have occurred there. 
They say that there have been only two cases 
there. In one case the patient recovered and 
in the other death resulted. Both persons at- 
tacked came from Hamburg, .

Naw Yor«, Sept, 17.—[Special. | Six thoy, 
sand worshipers of muscle and brawn, men 
and women, went to the Madison Square 
Garden tonight to gaze upon the def 
heavyweight champion of the world, Jom [, 
Sullivan, and to tender ‘im their homage 
upon his retirement from the prize-ring. The 
arrival of the fighters was accompanied’ by g 
howl. Sullivan made his way through the 
crowd accompanied by some friends, He 
amiled as he realized that he was still a hero, 
It resembled one of the Sullivan receptions 
of old, and there was nothing to show that the 
enthusiasm was being expended on a loser, 
Those who had placed money on the big fej. 
low forgot any feeling of resentment for tha 
time being. 

Sullivan climbed into the ring for the firgt 
time in the presence of an acknowledged , 
superior. He wore a green jersey and blac, 
tights. There was no sign upon him of tne 
punishment he got at New Orleans, and there 
was not a trace of the split nose. A big basket 
of flowers was handed up to him, and as he 
took them there was @ renewed roar of ap. 
plause. Master of Ceremonies Dunn vainly 
appealed for order, but he was met with cheer 
after cheer in honor of the big fellow. Sullivan 
went toward the center of the ring and bowed 
repeatedly. ge Sullivan came forward to 
speak Corbett stepped :nto the ring. Theold 
champion and the new shook hands warmly, 
Corbett wore a pair of new white box 
gloves and had on a_ pair of white tights 
with green stockings. His appearance started 
the yells afresh, and the cries of the master af 
ceremonies of * Order, please,’’ were in vain, 
After the crowd got tired of yeiling Sullivan 
began his speech. His left hand was on his 
throat, and there must have been a big tump 
there. The ex-champion came very near 
breaking down. 

‘* Ladies and gentlemen,” he said in a loud 
voice, “I thank you one and all very kindly 


my defeat. 1 have nothing to say but the best 
of good honors for the present champion, and 
if he will continue in the right path he will 
hold it for the same number of years I have. 
Beimg an American I want to see him hold it, 
{More cheers}. I have no excuses to make on 
my defeat. was defeated. Any man who 
makes excuses makes the mistake of his life, 
therefore I have none.” 

The house did not settle down to quiet for 
alongtime. When it had doneso it broke 
out into loud yells for Curbett. Mr. Duna in- 
troduced him as “The now recognized 
champion, Jim Corbett.’”’ Corbett, smiling 
at the hearty reception, said: 

‘Ladies and gentlemen: It affords me 

at pleasure sparring here tonight at Mr. 
Sullivan’s benefit. I know that he deserves 
it, and, as he says, he hopes I will hold it as 
long as he did. If I can i shall be very 
lucky. 

Then they howled. Raising his voice, Cor. 
bett shouted¢s* Ill try to hold it, anyhow,” 
and went to his corner, after which the spar- 
ring began, 

Corbett waited until Sullivan’s gigantic 
white glove shot out towards his collar-bone. 
Then he sent out his left fist as straight and 
swift asa bullet. It caught Sullivan on the 
cheek. Neither man gave ground. The pair 
stood toe to toe, each tapping the other swiftly 
but lightly on the cheek, the chin, and the 
breast with the left fist. There was no effort 
to hit hard. 

Again the tumult broke loose when the box- 
ers sprang from their chairs for the second 
round. ey sparred lightly a moment. Cor. 
bett landed both hands on the stomach and 
his left in the face sé swiftiy that John L. 
could not guess where they came from. He 
jumped back and ducked when Corbett had 
fini the attack and was far out of the dis- 
tance. Then, if not before, men could see 
how marked was Corbett’s superiority. He 
came in smiling and drummed away, ducking 
and stopping John L.’s blows, Sullivan 
tapped Corbett’s cheek with his left and Jim 
popped over a right cross-counter on the face 
as quick asawink. John L. was puffing and 
in less than two minutes he turned away 
grinning and went to his corner. :

Substance of the People Devoured. 


The ple are in poverty. Their substance is

duction. This is a matter of serious concern to 
the whole people. The leaders of the heretofore 
dominant parties are, everywhere controlled by 
the great monopoly and money centers, and mani- 
fest utter disregard for the wants and wishes of 
the people.

Owen A. Wells Given the Congressional 
Nomination After 469 Ballots. 

Osuxosn, Wis., Sept. 17.—[{Special. ]|—After 
more than a week the deadlock in the Sixth 
District Democratic convention was broken 
today by the nomination of Owen A. Wells of 
Fond du -Lac for Congress.

Assistant Postmaster Browne of St. Joseph, 
Mo., Allegedly Assessed Employes.

Tame Rally Held by Democrats at Map-

The Republican Campaign committee oc- 
cupied the new headquarters in the Guarantee 
Building on Washington street yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Those headquarters are not quite 
fitted up yet, but as they stand they area yvreat 
improvement onthe dingy rooms at No. 79 
South Clark street. When completed they 
will be admirably suited to the purpose of the 
com mittee. 

Seldom in the history of the party have the 
local leaders been .-more confident of 
success than they are this fall. They 
have an excellent ticket to work for. 
The candidates are all active young 
men. They are spending much of their time 
among the voters and are making an excel- 
lent impression. The Campaign committee 
will devote its time mostly to the work of nat- 
uralization and registration. The new Elec. 
tion law insures an honest vote if there is an 
honest registration. With an honest vote the 
Republicans are confident of success, The 
Republicans czarried the county four years 
ago for all the county offices.

Last Wednesday morning he 
drew his pay at this place‘and left with a re- 
volver belonging to the proprietor. Byrne’s 
widow is living at No. 44 Laflin street and she 
has known little of the man’s whereabouts for 
several months. 

_ Wilson Waller, tawyer, was taken from the 
Pear!

'LAMPLIGHTER WON IT 


THE GREAT COLT EASILY CAPT- 
URES THE FIRST SPECIAL, ~ 


Monsieur Herelle, the French Bookmaker, 
Learns a Costly Lesson in American 
Betting Tactics—Ajax Won the Alge 
ria Stakes—Aloha, Nomad, Girofle Colt, 
and Equity the Other Gravesend Win- 
ners—Monday’s Entries and Louisyille 
Pooling—Gloucester Racing Results. 


New York, Sept. 17.—[Special. ]—A French 
bookmaker named Herelle, tecently arrived in 
this country, hung up his slate in the ring at 
Gravesend today and proceeded to do business 
by laying up against the favoritos. He had 
probably not learned that Pierre Lorillard’s 
colt, Lamplighter, is the best 3-year-old of the 
year, and did not understand that in the First 
Special, at a mile and a quartor, the fourth 
race on the card, he was meeting his op- 
ponents on even terms, scale weight for 
age. So M. Herelle forthwith essayed to 
‘plug’? Lamplighter, laying up against him 
from beginning to end. Other bookmakers 
got6to5 from him and aiterward laid the 
money off at 4 to 5, but Horelle dia not 
catch on. After the race he was a 
wiser man. Sims got away in front 
with Lamplighter, but straightaway pulled 
back and permitted Demuth to go out and 
make the running. The pace was moderately 
slow and none of the others tried to catch the 
leader until the last turn for home. There 
Lamplighter jouned Deinuth, raced with him 
for half a furlong, and then shook him off. A 
furlong from home Strathmeath, who had 
come from the rear, was dangerously near 
Lamplighter and Sims had to shake him up 
a little. With this he drew away and won 
quite comfortably by a length, with Strath- 
meath second, threa parts of a length in 
front of Banquet. M. Herelle would not dis- 
close the amount of his losings on Lamplight- 
er, but the line of men with winning tickets 
to be cashed behind his box had not vanished 
by the time the next race was run, 

The Algeria Stakes for 2-year-olds at three- 
quarters of a mile furnished a rattling con- 
test between Sir Francis and Ajax, who were 
both heavily backed at 7 to 5 and 9 to 5 re- 
spectively. Bergen rode a Waiting race on 
Ajax, allowing Sam Weller, a stable mate of 
Sir Francis, to cut out the pace for a halfa 
mile. He then gave Ajax his head and the 
colt coming fast on the inner rail won by a 
neck in an exciting contest with Sir Francis, 
who came with a rush on the outside. Cordu- 
roy was a poor third, ahead before Sam 
Weller. 

Aloha Won the First Race Easily. 

The great half-holiday crowd selected Fairy 
to carry their money in the mile handicap, 
making her favorite at 6 to 5, but the shrewd 
backers plunged on Aloha at7to 5. There 
wasalong delay at the post, followed by a 
bad start, in which McCafferty on Aloha got 
much the best of it, beating the flag by about 
two lengths. With the exception of a furlong 
on the backstretch, when Van Buren poked 
his nose in front, Aloha won all the way, pass- 
ing the judges first by a length from Fairy, 
who was none too well ridden by Taral. Miss 
Dixie was a badly beaten third. 

Although Nomad was the popular selection 
at 9 to 5 for the selling race at three-quarters 
of a mile, his owner, Mike Dwyer, would not 
bet on him, preferring to put. his money on 
John McCafferty’s horse Fred Taral, straight 
and place. In this way he lost $6,000, for 
Nomad won in adrive by half a length from 
Fred Taral. Waicott, who was also well sup- 
ported by the talent, was third, a length and a 
half away. 

Gideon & Daly took more than $10.000 out 
of the ring by the victory of their Girofle colt 
in the scramble of five and a half furlongs for 
inaiden 2-year-olds. They had secured Taral 
to ride, and backing the colt with full confi- 
dence sent him to the post the hottest favorite 
of the day at4to5. It was no ‘sure thing,” 
however, for Young Arion, a 10 to 1 shot, .was 
pressing the Girofle colt hard at the finish, 
and it took all of Taral’s strength to get the 
favorite home winner by a scant neck. Mar- 
cellus, a rank outsider at 30 to 1, took third 
place. 

All the clever people on the track were down 
on the California colt Humer, favorite at 8 to 
5, in the last race of the day at a mile and a 
sixteenth, and they were so enthusiastic ove1 
hitn that it looked as if he could not lose. 
But lose he did, for altbough he led into the 
homestretch he could not stand the final 
squeeze, and Kquity, a 3 to 1 chance, won 
easily by a couple of lengths, while Strephon, 
who was entirely overlooked, at 80 tol, beat 
Homer out for the place.

Maria Delucca’s Pursuit of Her Husband, 
Who Killed Her Mother. 

New York, Sept. 17.—[Special. }|—Maria 
Delucea is going back to Italy to find her hus- 
band, whom she will.prosecute for bigamy 
and abandonment. He is Angelo M. Delucca, 
a sculptor, and they were marricd in Rome 
twenty years ago. The pair lived with her 
mother, Maria Vicehia. After five years of 
married life Delucca killed his wife’s mother. 
He was arrested, but discharged. His wife 
worked up sufficient evidence, however, to 
cause his rearrest. He was convicted and 
sentenced to fifteen years. After serving ten 
years he was released and came to this coun- 
try. Maria followed him to thiscountry. In 
1889 Delucca married Constanza Salamina in 
the Italian church in North Eighth street, 
Williamsburg, and a faw months afterwards, 
it is alleged, sold his wife to Joahnness Pecci 
for $40.

FOR VIOLATING RIGHTS OF TREATY. 


Arrest of Gonzales Consignor of the South 
Portland—Anarchy in Venezuela. 

New York, Sept. 17.—[Special.]—Francis- 
co Gonzales, consignor and consignee of the 
steamer South Portland; was acrested today 
on complaint of representatives of the Vene- 
zuelan Government that the vessel was to car- 
ry munitions of war to the Venezulan in- 
surgents. The South Portland has been de- 
tained in the harbor for a week pending inves- 
tigation by United States Attorney Edward 
Mitchell. Gonzales has been in this country 
a month. He is a merchant in Caracas and 
has a branch house in Port of Spain, Trini- 
dad. It was by agreement with his lawyer, 
Louis C.  Raegener, that Gonzales, 
for whom a warrant had been issned 
late Friday afternoon, appeared in the United 
States District Attorney’s office this morning 
and surrendered. He was accompanied by 
Frederick Wagner, President of the Union 
Square Bank, and they were taken before 
Commissioner Alexander, who fixed the pris- 
oner’s bail at $7,000, which Mr. Wagner fur- 
nished. Commissioner Alexander set the ex- 
amination for Monday. The warrant was 
issued on the complaint of Charles C. Bolet, 
Secretary of the Venezuelan Consul in this 
city, and the son of Nicanor Bolet-Peraza, the 
Venezuelan Minister to Washington. It is 
based on See. 5,283 of' the United States Re- 
vised Statutes, which applies to the arming of 
vessels against peoples at. peace with the 
United States. This is termed a 
high misdemeanor and is _ punishable 
by three years’ 
$10,000 fine or both. If a vessel be condemned 
under this statute half of the proceeds of sale, 
under condemnation, goes to the informant 
and half to the United States. 

‘*All is anarchy.”’ Such was the reply of 
one of the passengers of the Red “D” line 
steamer Philadelphia, which arrived at her 
Brooklyn dock today from La Guayra and 
other Venezuelan porte, to a question as to the 
state of affairs in that republic at the time of 
sailing. 

‘There is no order anywhere,” he went on 
tosay. ‘The couttry has degenerated into a 
lawless state that is without precedent. Noth- 
ing is legal or constitutional, not even the 
government.” »

The home of Mrs. Nelse Er- 
chenbach was in flames and her four children 
were being consumed, Had an alarm been 
given more promptly their lives might have 
been saved.

Fire in the Brooklyn Navy-Yard Causes a

New York, Sept. 17.—A fire at the Brooklyn 
Navy-Yard about 3 o’clock this morning de- 
stroyed the engines for the cruiser Cincinnati, 
valued at $309,000, and destroyed property 
worth at least $100,000 additional. ‘he fire 
broke out in a frame extension and soon 
spread because of the failure of the navy-yard 
fire apparatus.

The Steamer Vienna Sunk. 


SAULT. STE. MARYFE. MICH., Sept. 17.—The 
steamer Vienna. Capt. J, W. Nicholson, went down in 
sixty tathoms of water near Whitefish Point. last 
night, the result of a collision with the steambarge 
Nipigon. in command of Capt. A. C. May. The 
Vienna, with the Mattie U. Bell in tow, was coming 
down ore-laden from Marquette. The Nipigon, tow 
ing the schoouers Melbourne and Delaware, was 
bound up. The weather was fair and the night clear. 
Asthetwosteamers mettour miles from Whitefish 
Point, both whistied for the port side. They seemed 
to be passing all right, but the next instant they 
caine together, the Nipigon striking the Vienna on 
the port side. The Nipigon’s stem and forefoot were 
badly crushed, but it is not leaking much. The 
Vienna was sinking. Both steamers dropped their 
consorts and the Nipigon took the Vienna in tow for 
the shore. When within a mile of shoal water, after 
being towed for an hour, the Vienna sank. Its crew 
jumped aboard the Ntpigon as it went down and 
were all saved together with their effects. They ar- 
rived here on the Nipigon at 4 o’clock this morning. 

The tug Merrick has been sent for the schooner 
Bell and the two consorts of the Nipigon are lying 
under Whitefish Point. The cause of the collision is 
as yet amystery. The Vienna was owned by the 
Orient Transporation company of Cleveland, and 
was valued at 46.000. It was built by the Quayles 
at Cleveland in 1873. 


CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 17.—The Vienna, sunk off 
Whitefish Point. was owned in the office of M. A. 
Hanna & Co. Thisisthethird boat of the Orient 
line. which was composed of three eteamers and 
three tow barges, sunk in collision within a year. 
The first two barges, Verona and Halena, were 
raised but abandoned to the underwriters as total 
losses. The Helena was sold to Wolf of Milwaukee, 
and Gilchrist of Vermillion bought the wreck of the 
Verona. The Vienna was fully insured and the 
owners are probably satisfied to letit go, so long 
as the crew escaped. All boats of the line were for 
sale last winter. ;

To clinch this conviction 
they were shown Dick Pigott’s clumsy forger- 
ies and wheedled into the belief that their buy- 
wing them ata big figure and publishing them 
to the world would give them an impérishable 
place among British patriots. Acting on this 
they embarked the Times upon that calami- 
tous, discreditable adventure which eventuated 
in the Parrieli Commission. 

It is astrange commentary upon the ways 
of human government to recall that only five 
-years ago English political judgment was en- 
thusiastically tagging around at the tajl of 
the Zimes, taking all its absurd blatherings 
about “Parnellism and crime”’ for a new 
gospel and cheering to the echo that journal’s 
dictum that coercion was Ireland’s natural, 
heaven-ordained state. It was the Times which 
hterally forced the Coercion bill through Par- 
lament. | 

The “Times ” Cvuntrolled., 


Its manager swore in the witness box that 
he timed the publication of Pigott’s first 
forgery to influence the second reading of that 
measure in the Coinmons. Every man in 
politics here knows that there were saner and 
wiser counsels in the Tory Cabinet which 
urged a more temperate course, but were 
drowned out by ithe clamor of the TZimes. 
That was only five years ago. 

Since then there has followed Pigott’s sui- 
cide, Parnell’s aberration and death, and the 
practical destruction of the Times as an orig- 


* {nal political force. Now the Coercion act is 


brushed off onto the rubbish heap, ana we are 
free to start all over again. 

I think that Ireland is, on the whole, in a 
better position to make this stand now than 
she was five years ago. She has still hur mis- 
chievous group of malignants who cal] them- 
selves advanced and really belong to the later 
stone age. But even they have been civilized 
beyond the point, say, of the Phoenix Park 


“tmurders. Now, the general political sense of 


the island is distinctly stronger, clearer, more 


_tilf-reliant’ than it was in the days of 
Parneli’s “absolutism. He hated democracy 


and stamped: out every manipulation of a 
leaning toward representative institutions 
which showed its head. Things are greatly 
changed now. Surface observers may de- 
plore the absence of that sweeping centralized 
power which used on occasion to make all 
Ireland move as one man. Those who look 
Ceeper see that Ireland is in a healthier, more 
humanized condition without that power. It 
can take care of its own cranks and fakirs, 
too, with much less trouble than of old. 


Only a Corner-Stone. 


Easy-chair statesmen here talk as if the sus- 
pension of the Coercion act had at once re- 
stored good government to Ireland. In 
truth, itis only the necessary commonplace 
preliminary to the laying of the very founda- 
tions of decent government there. It may be 
doubted if in some particulars the Coercion 
act is not an improvement on the earlier in- 


_ stitutions which now are once more in work- 


ing control. The real work to be done is to 
cut these down, root and branch; to purge 
Dublin Castle of its old crew of Whig place- 
men; to knock the grand juries, Sheriffs, 
and the whole ancient county machinery o 
the *“‘aseendency gang’”’ into splinters and to 


_ clear the ground for the Irish people to build 


up their own local institutions in their own 
way. It is perhaps natural that this work 
should seem to be rather lagging in perform- 
ance. The English are’ proud of going at 
things slowly and cautiously; they carry their 
respect for tenure of officeholders, even when 
they are exasperating partisans, to exasperat- 
ing lengths. It makes Dublin tired, for ex- 
ample, to see men reappointed or con- 
firmed in office who for 
years have been using those offices to 
the injury and insult of the Nationalist cause, 
simply because English riotions of civil serv- 
ice continuity run in that direction. Our own 
civil service reform experiences will help 
Americans to comprehend this phase of the 
situation. Only tney must remember that, 
‘instead of one Presidential term of four or 
five years, Dublin has been waiting 700 years 


to “turn the rascals out.”’

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has done no quarantining whatever, had no 
scare, and got no cholera. 

During the last month there has been an 
elaborate investigation set on foot throughout 
Russia by means of the Rabbis and Jewish 
commercial officials as to the mortality by 
cholera among the Jews. While it cannot be 
pretended that the inquiries are complete they 
cover at least as much ground as the official 
bulletins of deaths by the plague throughout 
the empire. The result ig there can only be 
traced home forty victims out of a’ total 
amounting toward a quarter of a 
million, This does not include Lublin, 
in Poland, where I believe the Jewish 
quarter is suffering somewhat, but it is ex- 
tremely interesting from both the racial and 
dietary points of view. The original theory 
that Jewish immigrants brought the contagion 
to’ Hamburg is now entirely exploded and 
abandoned. Some of them caught it there 
and carried it elsewhere, but in ‘Russia they 
have been startlingly free from it. 

A study of the routes taken by the cholera 
through. Russia willexplain this Hebrew im- 
munity and give us some helpful facts about 
the peculiarities of its distributing methods. 
In no case has the epidemic been carried by 
railway. It is everywhere spread by rivers 
and canals. It came originally from Asia by 
water fastened upon the swarms of workmen 
and tramps who in summer time go southward 
to the lower Volga district for employment. 
When they returned northward and westward 
to their homes they carried cholera with them. 
Wherever they went their routes 
were chiefly the valleys of the 
Rivers Volga and Don. These were ali fierce- 
ly devastated by pestilence. Whenever they 
left the maim course of water travel and 
tramped overlana into the interior, there also 
cholera went. It reached St. Petersburg by 
river and canal from Nijni-Novgorod, but as 
this big annual laborers’ migration does not 
stray so far west as the Dneiper 
River no cholera came into Little 
Russia, and this protected the Pale of the 
settlements. The fact that it has not been 
transmitted by the railway is at once curious 
and reassuring. Moscow, for example, was 
expected to suffer hideously, and has not been 
troubled at ali, and this is true of most other 
big towns not in water communication with 
infected river routes. Yet there are some ex- 
ceptions, but in these cases the government 
itself did mischief by the incredible stupidity 
of sending prisoners from cholera regions 
into healthy ones, - 

Was Willing to Resign. 

Wishnegrad’s retirement from the Ministry 
of Finance marks a new phase in Russian af- 
fairs—not for tne better lam told. The im- 
mediate cause of his retirement is that in one 
of his gambling adventures with the price of 
the ruble he embarked a considerable block 
of imperial funds, and came out with a loss of 
10,000,000 rubles of the Czar’s own money, 
which created a coolness. Even without this 
he must have been aaxious to withdraw from the 
post. Heisarich man, getting on in years 
and. poor in health.

Not 
only is Russia internally bankrupt, but the

His successor will not even 
try to right it, and is indeed not expected to 
attempt much of anything, except to drift 
with the tide and pick up such wreckage as he 
can against his old age. 

There seems to be nothing in this fresh talk 
about a Franco-Russian treaty being signed 
beyond the intelligible desire to keep the 


diplomatic pot boiling. There are numerous 


letters and signs of activity among the Rus- 
sian agents, small fry, which deserve and ub- 
tain notice. But they cannot be said as yet to 
point to anything definite. All three parties 
to the Triple Alliance bid fair to pass the win- 
ter in tasks less congenial than that of watch- 
ing Russians. There is going to be a 
heavy parlimentary battle to fight 
alike in Berlin, Vienna, and Rome 
over the problem of the augmented forces 
and increased taxation. These engagements 
threaten to make everything in that line 
which has gone before mere trifling skirmishes. 
It is difficult to believe that Germany will es- 
cape a ministerial crisis, and as for Italy, that 
is the mildest possible feature of her outlook. 
Doubtless in the long run those who are re- 
sponsible for #he new demands will get the 
substance of ‘what they have asked and 
doubtless also the Triple Alliance will 
weather the storm. But the excitement over 
these coming Parliamentary struggles shows 
that we are getting very near the danger 
point. The people of these allied nations will 
not support much more in the way of burdens, 
nay cannot. Just now their anger is still 
chiefly directed against the Russians and 
French whose armaments compel these sacri- 
fices. But a very slight shift of circumstance 
or sentiment may turn this bitter feeling 
against their own rulers. 
More Suspensions Talked Of. 

The run on the Birkbeck Bank during the 
week has been an extremely unintelligible 
manifestation of that prevalent anxiety about 
the whole financial situation of the building 
societies which these dispatches have reflected 
for the last month. There hardly has been 
any other bank in London better titted to 
withstana the strain of a run than the Birk- 
beck, and finally the frightened depositors got 
ashamed under the jeers of the bystanders and 
the panic died a natural death. But on the 
morrow. another building bank where actually 
some of the Birkbeck’s depositors had brought 
their money, withdrawn during the run on the 
latter, closed its doors, and still other sus- 
pensions are talked about today as coming 
next week. : 

For the moment Gibbons and Moran are 
the only two representives of the entire Eng- 
lish-speaking race in the College of Cardinals, 
ahd at the coming Consistory there will prob- 
ably be four or five new creations: for the 
British Isles.

Blueist of the biue~-in -blood, handsome, 
wealthy, exceptionally gifted as a linguist and 
with theearly training of a guardsman in 
fashionable London, he had a later experi 
ence asthe resident medium between the 
Vatican andthe English Catholic nobility. 
He is admirably portrayed in Disraeli’s 
‘‘ Lothair’”’ asthe Cardinal. He went mad 
some six years ago, and it was deemed better 
to bring him to England,where, for a time, he 
was kept quietly in a London suburb, but latter- 
ly at Brighton, where he died. His mania was of 
an amiable kind, ever jocund at periods, but 
throughout he sternly insisted on being clad 
entirely in red, and fought tooth and nail 
once when his attendant brought him black 
stockings. He 1s to be buried in the famous 
Fitzalan Chapel in Arundel Castle, where a 
long line of Norman ancestors lie. Mar. 
Stoner, also of a patrician family, has of late 
years borne the social semi-political duties in 
Rome which Cardinal .Howard once per- 


formed. Probably he will now continue them 
as a Cardinal Harowp FREDERIC.

Sarah Bernhardt 
will wear in Oscar Wilde’s one-act play, “ Sa- 
lome,’’ which, by the way, was forbidden to 
be produced in London, consists of two parts 
—the long, flowing underrobe of cloth of gold 
of splendid texture, which costs £12 a yard, 
embroidered all over with large blue and 
salmon-colored flowers with pearl centers of 
delicate shape, outlined with gold. Over this 
foundation hangs a shorter robe of brilliant 
yellow silk gauze, also embroidered with huge 
flowers with jeweled centers. Mme. Bern- 
hardt has a special predilection for embroid- 
ery of the richest and superb designs, Of the 
more common and less expensive style of 
applique work she will have none on her 
stage dressed, 

Greetings to the Young Composer. 

Sinee Mascagni, the composer, arrived in 
Vienna he has been idolized by the Viennese. 
He has been besieged with visitors and with 
letters requesting his photograph. On 
Wednesday he attended a performance of 
‘Lohengrin ’’ at the Grand Opera-House and 
was given an ovation in the cloak room. He 
had to forcibiy resist an attempt of his ad- 
mirers to carry him to his carriage. His pho- 
tographs appear in the windows of all the 
fashionable stores. If he enters a restaurant 
the women present rush up to him with pho- 
tograph and autograph albums and beg him 
for his signature. The excitement culmi- 
nated on Thursday at the theater of 
the musical and dramatic exhibition 
where he conducted a4 performance of 
**L’Amico Fritz,”’ the first in Vienna. There 
was a furor of enthusiasm. Seats at the per- 
formance sold at almost prohibitive prices, 
but at even the rates charged the seats could 
have been sold threetimesover. Mascagni 
is ehy and unassuming, and he was nonplused 
at the extrenie warmth of his reception. In 
an interview he said the news of the success of 
“Cavelleria Rusticana’’ came like a storm 
upon him. He attributes the success of that 
work to its terseness and the rapidity of the 
drainatic action. He promised to prolong his 
stay in Vienna. Upon his conclusion there 
he will makea tour of Europe. 

In Tachaikowsky’s *‘ Eugeny Onegin,” “ the 
piece de resistance of Signor Lago’s coming 
opera season, Londoners will for the first time 
have the opportunity of hearing one of the 
worthiest examples of Russian composers, 
founded upon the most popular and widely 
read poem of the famous poet Pushkin, who 
died nearly sixty years ago, shot in a duel 
brought about by his own jealousy, It has 
an interest for the Russian public 
quite apart from the melodic 
beauty of Tschaikowsky’s music and 
has had an unexampled success both at St. 
Petersburg and Moscow. It is a love story of 
the Don Juan type, giving ample'play to the 
composer’s dramatic power and weaith of 
melody. The second act is a brilliant ball- 
room scene, in which some characteristic na- 
tional dances are introduced. Contrary to 
custom the part of the hero is written for a 
baritone and will be undertaken by Mr. Eu- 
gene OQudin. The part given to the tenor is 
an important but subordinate one. This re- 
versal of accepted opera traditions may en- 
tailsome difficulty in the allotment of the 
parts. |

WATCHING THE POLITICAL SKIES, 


Every Little Event Scanried and Criticised 
by European Statesmen. 

Panis, Sept. 17.—The fétes in Genoa are 
still absorbing the attention of European pol- 
iticians. With ail their might they desire to 
see in the exchange of courtesies between 
King Humbert and the French Admiral a 
‘proof of a change in the Eastern politics. In 
both countries the politicians are much de- 
ceived. There was no political talk between 
King Humbert and Admiral Rieunier. It 
had been carefully avoided. The only allusion 
was when the King received the Admiral. The 
latter said: ‘I was against your father in the 
battles of 1859. He was a great King and a 
good soldier.”’ 

With a smile King Humbert interrupted 
him, saying: ‘Et moi, ansi.” 

This exclamation can only be an indication 
of the feeling of the King, but not of a change 
of policy. 

In the New World, where politics is con- 
ducted on a large scale, parties going de- 
cisively from one extreme to the other, one 
would smile at the importance given in old 
Europe to events of the least account. The 
question has been seriously discussed whether 
the French Admiral snould wear his military 
medal at the court ball. Such is the fear the 
great powers have of war that they avoid 
carefully everything that could even remotely 
lead to a complication. Politics has be- 
come an affair of lights and shades. 

The entry of French ships of war into the port 
of Genoa is an event not for us Frenchmen, 
but for Europe, which considered the affair at 
Armstadt last year to bea serious error. The 
understanding of France with Russia has not 
changed. In alittle while proofs of it will be 
given to the world and Taz Trrpune can say 
that it will be the first to publish them.

PESSIMISTIC VIEW OF THE SITUATION. 


“Land and Water” Believes a Panic Is at 
Hand in England, 

Lonpor, Sept. 17.—Land and Water today 
/declaree that the financial crisis, which first 
found serious expression.in the Baring col- 
lapse, is becoming more acute. Thesituation, 
it adds, is rendered worse by the artificial 
efforts made during the last two years 
to postpone the imevitable result. 
Within the last twenty-four hours 
seven clubs in the West End have been 
definitely closed. Several London journals 
are on the verge of disaster, five of the largest 
and most important estates in England are 
shortly to be-sold, several commercial firms 
of hitherto good reputation are now distrust- 
ed, and the number of well-known men 
prominent as society entertainers is vanish- 
ing. 

The writer instances tlie collapse of the 
Lyric club, one of the “‘ smartest’ in London, 
with an aristocratic and wealthy membership. 
This club was seemingly highly prosperous 
and most of the directors were wealthy. It 
was an extremely profitable concern, Sud- 
denly a charge of wholesale forgery was 
brought against Capt. Sanders, a mem- 
ber of the club, who was arrested at 
Liverpool just as he was about board- 
ing a steamer for the West Indies, 
and the whole fabric crumbled into dust. One 
prominent individual is reported to have lost 
£70,000, another £30,000, while a third feared 
that he would be made bankrupt. The club 
itself was ruined. Sanders was the first pro- 
prietor of the Lyric club, and resided in a 
palatial house in Coventry street. After- 
ward he became the club’s sole rec- 
ognized financial authority. Jan. 1 
the Lyric Club (Limited) thought 
it took over tne whole concern, but it 
was mistaken. A first mortgage of £40,000 is 
now being called in, and it is alleged that 
there is another mortgage. There is also a 
claim for the furniture of the club, which is

HAMBURG FEELS HURT AT CER- 
TAIN CITIES’ ACTIONS. 


Will Retaliate, Say the Residents of the 
Pest-Stricken City—A Bill Will Probably 
Pass in Germany Giving the Imperial 
Board of Health Control of All and Do- 
ing Away With the Interference of the 
Federations — Proposed Tax on Beer 
Causes Much Adverse Comment. 

(Copyright, 185z, bu the New York Associated Press. ] 
Bgrrin, Sept. 17.—The residents of Ham- 

burg feel hurt because of the lack of sympathy 
and the abundance of hostile feeling with 
which they have been treated by most of the 
German authorities, the press, and the people 
during their present troubles. The leading 
Hamburg newspapers, the Borsenhalle and 
the Hamburger Zeitung and others, go so far 
as to advocate a commercial boycott of the 
towns and watering places which have refused 
asylum to residents who have fled from Ham- 
burg during the epidemic. . Many of the great 
Hamburg hotels, which were doing a large 
business prior to the breaking out of the 
plague, are now closed, Yesterday in all the 
hotels there were lists of only fifty guests. 
These were chiefly English and American 
travelers. This is an index of the collapse 
of business. Commercial agents, instead of 
transacting their business through Hamburg, 
as they did before the epidemic, now deal 
through Bremen or Stettin. The current of 
trade is thus diverted and it will be long be- 
fore it resumes its former course. 

Among the physicians in Hamburg who are 
aiding the hospital doctors is Dr. Meckel of 
Boston, Mass., who, the authorities say, has 
rendered valuable service throughout the 
progress of the epidemic. 

The Berlin hotels and pensions, which for 
some time stood empty in consequence of the 
prevalance of cholera, are now filling with 
guests. The prompt action of Chancellor von 
Caprivi in appointing an Imperial Health 
Commission for the whole Elbe territory, and 
the no less prompt action of Herr Richthofen 
in supporting the commission through his of- 
ficers, have done much to establish a feeling 
of security among the masses. Within a day 
after the edict creating the commission was 
published competent naval and military sur- 
geons had taken their-post along the Elbe and 
were working hard to improve the sanitary 
condition of the river district. Since the pan- 
icky feeling has somewhat abated a more 
humane sentiment towards the people of 
Hamburg is becoming apparent. 

Subscriptions Opened, 

During the last week six of the largest 
banks in Berlin have opened subscription 
lists for tne relief of the cholera sufferers in 
Hamburg, the Emperor heading them with a 
subscription of 30,000 marks. This sum does 
not include what he has already given private- 
ly. 

Asked to report on the prospects of the 
epidemic in Hamburg Prof. Koch states that 
its rapid subsidence 1s probable. He adds 


‘that the improved sanitation promises well as 


a future defense against the reappearance of 
the disease. 

The Prussian Diet will meet during the 
secund week in November. It will have an 
important measure to consider. This is the 
question of reforming. the electoral] system. 
The new system of taxation has impelled the 
proposed reform. Until now the Prussian 
electors have voted in three grades partly 
regulated according to the taxation paid. 

This plan, which is complicated, abnormal, 
and unfair, dates from the period of the con- 


‘servative reaction ag ‘ 


and isin direct conflict with the universa 
suffrage accorded the German electorate, 
when the empire was created. The Prussian 
system which was designed to give aristocrats 
supremacy, must be modified. The bill will 
not propose all that the Freisinnige party de- 
sires. It still retains the plan of grouping the 
electors in classes according to taxation, but 
lowers the qualitications to vote. The Frei- 
sinnige party will raise a lively contest over 
what they claim is an insufficient reform. 
Judging from the language of the Catholic 
press, the Conservatives and Centrists will 
combine to support the government. The 
bill is thus sure to pass. 

Among the first bills to be introduced in 
the Reichstag will be one giving the imperial 
health office control of the sanitary regula- 
tions of the whole of Germany. The different 
laws now existing in each of the federated 
States make joint action impossible. The 
epidemic of cholera has shown the necessity 
for acentral authority controlling the sanita- 
tion of the empire. The Reichstag will adopt 
the bill without much debate. It will be 
otherwise with the bill proposing an increase 
in the taxes on beer ana tobacco. The 
Bavarian Government over-ruled in the 
Bundesrath on the question of the taxation of 
beer continues to protest agaiust the proposal 
as a Violation of the rights accorded to 
Bavaria under the Versailles treaty at the 
founding of the empire. The Emperor has 
asked Herr Miquel, Minister of Finance, to 
prepare a scheme of taxation that will meet 
the financial necessities without touching 


a Reciprocity in a Measure. 

The negotiatione for commercial entente 
with Russia have resu!ted in a definite project 
which was presented to the Finance Minister 
at St. Petersburg Thursday. Germany offers 
to reduce the tariff on cereals, alcohols, hides, 
petroleum and other oils in exchange for 
lower Russian duties on cloth, iron, coal, and 
all kinds of machinery. The foreign office 
here expects an early agreement. 

The committee to select a Burgomaster of 
Berlin to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Herr von Forckenbeck, wants Herr Zelle, a 
moderate Liberal, appointed to the office. The 
Emperor would veto the election of Herr 
Virchow or any other metber of the Radical 
section. The municipal authorities would not 
hesitate to give the Emperor a chance to defy 
their selection and raise a row. 

The Empress and her new baby are doing 
well. The Emperor will now start on a visit 
to his mother at Hamburg. 

William Walter Phelps, the American Min- 
ister here, has returned to Berlin from Baden- 
Baden. Pultney Bigelow is making good 
progress towards recovery. 

Prof. Berman, who has been summoned 
from Switzerland to consult with the phy- 
sicians attending the American General An- 
derson, informs the representative of the As- 
sociated Press that the General is suffering 
with cancer of the stomach. He further eays 
that the patient cannot possibly recover.

MASSES AGAINST THE CLASSES, 


Germany Seems on the Verge of a Revolt— 
Many Are the Signs. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Berri, Sept. 17.—Revolution at the top of 
the State, followed in two or ten or twenty 
years by a greater revolution at the base, is 
what we are driftingto in Germany. After 
having-played a liberal part at the beginning 
of his reign is the young Emperor able to try 
the réle of Charles X. to institute a clerical 
government to interfere witb public rights and 
liberties? 

To some of us these questions may seem 
idle, yet they are serious. They are being 
whispered. They need an answer. The ru- 
mors that one hears in certain places seem to 
justify alarm—rumors of crushing the new 
taxation, of strange compacts between Church 
and State, and, lastly and chiefly, of contem- 
plated changes in German methods of elec- 

changes which would rob the nation of 


tion, . 
| ite dearest right, the right to vote 


for its candidates. 
We have this week seen the Kolinische Zeit- 


ung, the mouthpiece of what is supposed to 
be the moderate party, demanding more 
power for ‘“‘the classes,” whieh, of course, 
means less power for the masses,” 

This was curious enough, but it is not the 
strangest incident, From sources which have 
rarely proved untrustworthy I get graver news. 
I hear that there has been much private talk 
of late at Potsdam and in the bureaus of Wil- 
helm Strasse of projects for “reforming” 
the modes of election to the Reichstag and of 
substituting open votes for secret votes. Herr 
Singer, the Social Democrat leader, once said 
something like this at Halle: 

“In the past we all worked pour le Roi de 
Prusse. Now things are different—he works 
for us.”’ 

These words will gain in aptness and sig- 
nificance if the imperial advisers and their 
master persist in their present reckless course. 
There are reasons which explain the burning 
wish of the government to change the elec- 
toral system. The powers that be dreaded the 
results of the new elections, They foresee that 
conservatism may be swamped by the Pro- 
gressists and Socialists. They feel that if they 
could but get rid of the ballot, or rather secret 
voting urn, fear, cowardice, and weakness 
would win them the support 6f many thou- 
sands who would like to oppose them. Their 
dread is not unfounded. It is based on the 
reporte which have been made by their agents, 
and it is shared by cool observers. A refusal 
of the Reichstag te vote the proposed army 
bill might and doubtless would oblige the 
government to go to the country. And what 
would be the answer of the country in its 
present mood, with discontent rife, misery 
widespread, and trade languishing? 

The truth, I believe, has been told plainly 
to one Minister at least. The Prussian 
Premier, who has been much impressed by it, 
Count Eulenberg, is able and wary. He has 
weight in the Council Chamber and the Em- 
peror trustshim. His inflnence and good 
sense may yet prevent the blunder which has 
ruined many monarchs, the blunder of trying 
to put buck the hands of time and standing in 
the way of the peonle. 

It would not take much as things stand to 
cause a crisis and the issue of the struggle be- 
tween rulers and ruled, between ‘classes ”’ 
and *‘ masses,’’ between monarch and pation 
certain. But Chancellor Caprivi, it appears, 
does not view the situation so hoplessly as 
some of his colleagues. He fancies he sees a 
chance for safety in the help of Catholic Cen- 
trists, who, he thinks, might be persuaded to 
assist their erstwhile allies. The Conserva- 
tives sanction the abolition of the secret vot- 
ing system and would substitute the open 
system still employed at elections for the 
Lantag. 

** This Reichstag,” said an important func- 
tionary who was asked for his opinion on the 
subject the other day, ** would probably con- 
sent to do your bidding—the next will be too 
democratic.”’ 

The Centrists hold the key to the fortress 
which the Chancellor would conquer. They 
have not yet been brought over. Past experi- 
ence, however, has shown that they will bend 
when they can gain a point for Rome by yield- 
ing. If their support can be obtained Chan- 
cellor Caprivi wins, but his victory may cost 
the empire dear. 

The Emperor has a long confabulation 
every day at the Marmor palace on the subject 
of the army bill with Count Caprivi and Chief 
of Staff Gen. Count von Behlieffen. The 
Chancellor is anxious to introduce the billin 
the Reichstag before Christmas. His Majesty 
is still on the fence, but for the moment he 
was inclined to share the Chancellor’s views. 
Meanwhile the independent German press is 
up in arms against the measure,

} LOOKED FOR A TIME LIKE A PANIC, 


Only Prompt Action by the Bank of En- 
giand Saved Further Runs, 
IG@PECIAL CABLE.! 

Lonpoy, Sept. 17.—The commercial and 
financial situation is looked upon with the 
deepest apprehenfion. The foolish run on the 
Birkbeck Bank this week shows how suddenly 
and utterly demoralized small depositors can 
become, and if many more building societies 
go to the wall a panic will surely ensue. It is 
noteworthy that optimists still hold their 
ground and people more readily meander to 
their prophecies of better times to come than 
to the dire forecasts of the pessimists. It may 
be that the public does not want to hear 
of crashes until they have _ ar- 
rived, and, therefore, is trying to bolster 
up its hopes that all will yet be well. But the 
future bodes no good, The country w strewn 
with the wrecks of building societies, which 
have acted largely as depositories for mem- 
bers of the poorer classes. Everybody in 
England puts by something of his earnings, 
and the building: societies offer the best re- 
turn for investment. People who take a more 
serious view of this subject must come to the 
conclusion that these wrecks are only the fore- 
runners of more disasters. No one can tell 
what might have occurred if the Bank of En- 
gland had not so promptly come to the succor 
of the foolishly assailed Birkbeck with half a 
million sterling. This money remains un- 
touched in the safes of the Birkbeck and the 
directors’ report shows there 1% more 
money than necessary to satisfy the 
demands. Yet the mere fact that 
the Bank of England lent practical 
and moral support was the only thing that 
averted similar senseless runs on other banks. 
Added to this feeling of uneasiness come re- 
ports of distress announced in the midland 
counties, and of whole families of cotton-spin- 
ners walking the streets without food or shel- 
ter at Manclesfield and surrounding districts. 
Silk- weavers and dyers are the chief sufferers, 
the hardships resulting from strikes and re- 
duced wages. When earning eleven shillings 
a week they were asked to consent to a fur- 
ther reduction in wages. Ali this contributes 
to the anxiety as to the immediate future, 
and while everything points to safety and se- 
curity there remains ‘a sensation of lurking 
danger. If acrash should come it must be 
laid at the foot of bank depositors, who lose 
their heads without rhyme or reason. 


EXPLORER CHANDLER HAS STARTED, 


Expected That He Will Add Much to Af- 
rican Researches. 

Lonpow, Sept. 17.—A dispatch received here 
says that Mr. William Astor Chandler’s expe- 
dition to explore a region of Eastern Africa 
has started from Zanzibar for Somaliland, a 
country extending along the coast of Africa 
from Abyssinia to Cape Guardafui. The ex- 
pedition, the dispatch adds, will ascend the 
Tana River to Mount Kenia, a constantly 
snow-clad mountain 18,000 feet above the level 
of the sea, a river descending from 
which is supposed to tlow to the 
Victoria Nyanza. Thence the explor- 
ers will proceed for Lake Rudolph, taking 
observations and securing much scientific 
knowledge of the country which they will 
traverse.

SAID TO ALMOST RIVAL PLAGUE« 
STRICKEN HAMBURG. 


An American Physician Secures an Em 
trance to Several Hospitals and Reports 
a Terrible Condition ef Affairs—Pen 
Pictures of the Pitiable Scenes in Poland 
~Peculiar Run on a Solvent Bank and 
Many Absurd Things That Were Wit- 
nessed During the Excitement,

Lowpon, Sept. 17.—The shadow of the great 
death is lifting from Europe. Cholera’s dead 
this week do not number more than 15,000, if 
the returns are approximately true. Ham- 
burg’s total death-roil mounted to about 7,000 
and the plague has renewed in some degree its 
intensity in that stricken city. In Russia, 
however, there was marked improvement, and 
the disease is rapidly disappearing in many 
places in Western Europe where it threatened 
to become a great scourge. Paris continues 
to be a danger point, although the daily re- 
ports sent out by the authorities indicate that 
the pestilence is subsiding. It was asserted in 
these dispatches a week ago that the authori- 
ties of Paris had been guilty of criminal folly 
in concealing the facts about cholera in that 
capital.. Ample proof of the charge, in addi- 
tion to the evidence then at hand, is now 
available. I quote from a letter several days 
delayed just received at the London office of 
the Sun from Dr. Louis Leasaman, late chief 
of the medical staff at Blackwell’s Island: 

The facts regarding the cholera epidemic here 
have been so misrepresented by the press, which 
is either subsided or misled in the interests of 
the authorities and shopkeepers, whose rich har- 
vests are now being gathered from returning con- 
tinental travelers, that after a careful personal 
inspection and examination | deem it my duty to 
place the following truth before you to be used 
as your judgment dictates. The condition of 
Paris today is second only to that of Hamburg. 
It would be equally bad were it not for its broad 
boulevards, its beautiful parks, and its perfect 
cleanliness, The fallacy of terming the prevail- 
ing disease cholerine, or merely a severe form 
of diarrhea, is most monstrous and crim- 
inal in its deception of the public. 
It is the genuinecholera of Asia; the Tonquin 
variety, less contagious than the Ganges but 
equally deadly. I have seen both types in China 
aud in Calcutta, Benares, and other cities of In- 
dia, and speak knowingly. Through the courtesy 
ofanold professional friend I was today smug- 
gled into the wards and morgue of |’Hotel Dien, 
the largest hospital in Paris. There were but 
few cholera patients in the main building, but in 
the annex, the old building just across the Seine, 
there were twenty-eight cases. Eleven deaths 
occurred here during the previous twenty-four 
hours. 1 witnessed two autopsies. There was no 
mistaking the character of the pathological con- 
ditions. A large proportion of the deaths occur 
within six hours from the onset of the disease. 
Those surviving twenty-four hours are compara- 
tively safe. At the Hospital St. Antoine 
the daily admissions are from fifty to 
sixty. Nearly 50 per cent die in the bastion. 
At No. 3% Porte Orans, the annex of the

1 visited one of the prayer-houses Saturday 
morning. No Christian, and perhaps no Jew who 
knows the Jewish worship only by what may be. 
seen at the great synagogues of and 
Berlin, with their touching, beautiful, and in- 
spiring services, can have more than the re 
motest idea of the wild scenes in one of these 
Polish prayer-houses when the great death has 
terrified the worshipers. The room was small, 
perhaps fifteen feet square, and some eighty men 
and boys were crowded into it. In the middle 
there was a deal table with the tora stretched 
over it. Three or four men stood 
the table and one of them 
aloud. The rest of the worshipers 
listening, but each was praying from 
prayer book in varying tones. Most of 
were standing, and many were twisting 
ing and rising and stooping as they 
saog or even shouted and shrieked. 
sitting and mumbling by the wall 
books on their knees and their heads 
hands. One old man inthe corner with 
to the wall was beating his forehead 
bricks, clapping his hands, throwing 
arms, turning up his face and casting 
again. The babel was terrible. The atmosphere 
was sickening. To western eyes there was no 
solemnity in this worship, but much that was 
fanatical and almost barbaric. It was a wild 
crying out of an unfortunate appealing to God, a 
sort of tearing down of heavenly mercy as if by 
force. 

And this scene at the Catholic service in the 
same town: 

The church was crowded and the congregation 
trailed out through the open porch into the 
churchyard and against the walls as far as to the 
shrine on the eastern end and round again to the 
western door. Old men and women who were 
late Jay under the open windows with their sticks 
and crutches stretched out beside them. The 
rest outside were all on their knees, following the 
service as it proceeded within, clasping their 
hands, making the sign of the cross, giving the 
responses, and joining in the singing. The serv- 
ice was almost over before the easing of the crush 
near the door enabled me to push into the in- 
terior as far as to the inner door, and then a 
prayer was being said asking for the cessation of 
the plague that was near athand. It was said in 
Polish and only the substance was made known 
to me. But its effect on the congregation 
was a thing that required no interpreting. From 
porch to chancel they bent forward on their 
faces, with their foreheads as near to the earth 
as their close crowding would permit, and then 
they began to sing. I have never heard such 
singing. There was no organ, and if there was a 
choir ite voices were lost in the deep swell of the 
melancholy wail that rose from the people, 
When we came out again into the open sunshine, 
the lame with their crutches, the sick, the infirm, 
anc the overflow congregation were lying préne 
on the ground around the chureh, singing in 
voices that were like groans to a tune that was 


a heen: Studying Cholera, 

Some valuable information comes from St. 
Petersburg as the result of close study of chol- 
era. One investigator writes: 

A great many post-mortem examinations have 
been made on cholera patients in St. Petersburg, 
and I believe Il am right in saying that in every 
case signs of chronic or acute indigestion were 
present, but generally chronic, 
were present in all the post-mortems which I saw 
myself. This condition, it must .be 
had nothing to do with the cholera, but was of 
old standing, according to certain infallible signs 
which need not be particularized here. There is 
an expianation of many things about cholera, its 
preference for the working man, for the habitual 
drinker whose stomach is in a state of chronic 
catarrh, and for the foul feeder; its occurrence 
immediately after indulgence in large quantities 
of irritating substances, such as fruit, coid water, 
spirits, etc. It is perhaps hardly too mach te 
say that a healthy stomach is cholera proof. 

M. Pasteur’s assistant, Dr. Haffkine, has 
inoculated about sixty people with cholera 
virus up to today, but no opportunity has yet

Description of the Dolls.

A much more serious subject is the Duke of 
York’s trousers. The royal family and a loyal 
people are gravely anxious about them. They 
are even looked upun as a distinct menace to 
the line -of succession. All this alarm has 
been caused by the statement of a woman 
delegate to the Trades Congress who said in 
debate the other day that the Duke of York’s 
‘trousers had been made next doorto a house 
contaimng fever patients. In no way could 

ublic attention have been so effectually

Tory Oppression Swept Away. 

Ireland's release from coercion under Jobn 
Morley’s rule has come as speedily as was 
anticipated in these dispatches last week. All 
of the elaborate machinery ot Tory oppression 
has been swept away by a stroke of John 
Morley’s pen. The rights of trial by jury and 
free speech have been restored to Ireland by 
the revocation of Baifour’s proclamations of 
five years ago. The law under which these 
rights might be again suspended: still stands 
unrepealed, but it is made a dead letter by 
Morley’s proclamation of Wednesday. Thus 
is the first promise of the new governinent to 
the Irish people fulfilled. Irishmen for the 
first time in five years are equals before the 
law with Englishmer, Scotchmen, and Welsh- 
inen. There have been no loud rejoicings in 
Ireland over the act of partial emancipation. 
The indignity of Tory ‘oppression has been 

too deep an insult for its remval to 

ptany feelings of gratitude. ‘Besides 
sere is looking forward to a greater eman- 
cipation, toward which this is but a step. 
Morley’s action is regarded as merely the ful- 
fillment of a duty and even the opposition 
press fails to criticise it. Of course, the cv- 
ercion government is justified by its defenders, 
who point out that the neceasity for the Crimes 
act ceased to exist some months ago, but they 
‘do not explain why Mr. Balfour failed to 
make repeal, instead of leaving the duty to his 


successor. 

Mr: Morley’s next probiem, and it is the 
problem for the whole Liberal party, is what 
todo for-the evicted tenants of Ireland dur- 
ing the coming winter. Things cannot be al- 
lowed to take their course without bringing a 
terrible crisis of misery and discontent—a 
crisis, by the way, which tke Tory opposition 

would with selfish equanimity. An 
immediate inquiry will probably be under- 
taken by the new government, and when Par- 
liamen‘ meets the fact will be clearly put be- 
fore it, with some plan for assuaging hanger 
and relieving distress. ;

iquidated in a week’s time, paid every obliga-

> Foagag ven banks had stopped payment 
within aday or two and a few score of the 
Birkbeck’s depositors thought it would be a 
mark of prudence to — their money in a 
stocking instead of in Birkbeck vaults. 
That was enough. The next day there was a 
mad riot outside the bank’s dours. Absolute 
proof of security had not the slightest effect 
and fortwodays the excitemeut continued.

Absurd Scenes,

Intruth, but few of what are 
called the smart sets from the larger cities of 
the Union have been seen there, but those 
few have not hidden their light under a 
bushel. Their dinners have been the largest 
and the best, they have driven coaches and 
been driven on them, have danced and flirted, 
and made themselves charming ana indis- 
pensable at all social gatherings from the ris- 
ing to the going down of .the sun. And the 
days at Homburg are long, They begin at 7 
a. m. at Elizabethian Brunnen, where maids 
and matrons, commoners and Princes, meet 
to swallow nauseous waters, and then to stroll 
throngh the densely. shaded avenues, where 
the women show their dainty morning frocks, 
fling roses and violets to their favorite swains, 
exchange pleasant greetings with friends, and 
finally arrive at ‘* Ritter’s ” or the ** Kurhaus,”’ 
where breakfast is served to groups and par- 
ties of well-known people. 

At “*Ritter’s”’ the Prince of Wales generally 
takes his morning meal~sometimes with only 
one person in attendance, sometimes with a 
partie carree, of which Miss Chandos-Pole, 
his latest charmer, is pretty sure to make one. 
It is very amusing to observe how very care- 
ful the English are of the morals of their fut- 
ure King and how unmercifully they frown 
upon any woman who may be honored by his 
attention, although he really looks quite 
mature enough to watch over himself. It sig- 
nifies very little, however, that he is stout and 
bald-headed and resembles much more the 
grandpapa that he really is than a preux 
chevalier or “*masher”’ of pretty girls. An 
Englishwoman is irrevocably compromised 
by anything more pointed than a smile ora 
bow from his Royal Highness.

Distinguished Visitors. 

Royalties have swarmed at Homburg this 
summer. The presence of the Empress F reder- 
ick at the Schloss has brought large numbers of 
German and English notabilities, and at the 
concert given inthe Gold Room of the Kur- 
haus for the benefit of - English and American 
governesses at Berlin, over which the Empress 
presided, there were as many distinguished 
people as one generally sees at a state concert 
in Buckingham Palace. 

Mr. Sebastian Schlesinger sang at this con- 
cert one of his own beautiful compositions, 
and was accompanied by his lovely daughter, 
Miss Lilly Schlesinger. Lady Glentworth, the 
Irish beauty, gave a piano recital with much 
taste and feeling, and several other English 
amateurs helped to swell the enormous re- 
ceipts that resulted from the Empress Freder- 
ick’s charitable enterprise. 

Of all Queen Victoria’s daughters the 
Princess Christian is now the most popular 
and the most prominent in all public and be- 
nevolent matters. Her manners are charm- 
ing, her face and tigure those of a German 
hausfrau without ancestors or opportunities. 
On some public occasions, when the lovely 
Lady Allington sat beside her, an investigat- 
ing American requested to have the Queen’s 
daughter pointed out to him, and promptly 
mistook the one lady for the other. 

** How beautiful she is!’’ he exclaimed, en- 
thusiasticaily. 

** Mein Gott !’’ exclaimed the German officer 
to whom he had been talking, *‘ will you then 
lend me yeur rusy spectacles thtTough which to 
regard our good Princess? Until you no one 
has ever seen that beautiful she is.”’ 

Without dispute the best dressed woman at 
Homburg this season haa been Mrs. Griswold 
Gray. Her exquisite morning dresses with 
their falls and cascades of lace, her empire 
dinner gowns of satin and brocade with their 
short waists dnd enormously puffed-out 
sleeves, her tailor-made walking costumes, 
which looked as if she might possibly have 
been melted and poured into them, have been 
the admiration ot ail who have seen her. 
With her has been her pretty niece, Miss 
Irvin, who promises to be one of the belles of 
the coming New York season, and who, with 
Miss Schlesinger, Miss Whittier, Miss 
Turnure, Miss Quincy Adams of. Boston, Miss 
Fraser, and the Misses Bulkely Johnson of 
Engiand, helped to fill Mr. Peter Marie’s hay 
cart at the Bataille des Fleurs and made it 
far and away the best worth seeing of any ve- 
hicle in the parade, notwithstanding that an 
English victwria, decorated with roses and 
pale blue ribbons and containing two London 
beauties, claimed the palm for picturesque- 
ness.

‘Jt was still in ite chicken-coop stage, with parts 


of its inner iron framework clearly apparent, 
and very extraordinary was its effect. Can 
you fancy a chicken-coop built of what seem 
to be mere light iron rods and of thinnest pine 
' Jaths running in different diagonal directions, 
but megsuring 842 feet on one side and 500 
feet on the other, and thus covering nine and 
ahalf acres of ground? The Capitol at Wash- 
n isonly 680 feet in length by 280 in 
-“gidth, and the Parliament House in London 
-js only two-fifths the size of this chicken-coop, 
hich, moreover, is not by any means the 
ag) EN of our Fair buildings. 
~ Of its eventful aspect I can, of course, only 
speak from reproductions of the architect’s 
- designs. But these force me. to reconsider 
what I said asto the Agricultural Building 
ing the most sumptuous of any. This pal- 
‘ace forthe gods of steam and iron is a great 
mechanical triumph, especially as regards the 
eonstruction of the low triple domes, which 
cover its central area. Butit will also be an 
extremely ornate and magnificent work in 
its exterior aspect. Instead of breaking their

ments, as did Messrs. McKim, Mead, and 
White, these architects have designed them as 
gn unbroken succession of similar features, in 
two distinctly marked stories. Beneath runs 
aiow arcaded story, with massive piers and 
round-arched openings, and above this runs a 
long cclonnaded gallery, supporting an etabla- 
ture, which 1s crowned by a balustrade. But 
the dignified uniformity of these long 
stretches of wall is relieved by very conspicu- 
ous projecting corner pavilions, covered by 
small domes, the bases of which are encircled 
by arcaded galleries, with little ornate angle 
_ turrets; and in the center of each facade is a 
feature of a more grandiose sort than the 
porches of any of the other buildings. 
The One Fault. 


In this building, as in the Palace of Agri- 
culture, the Corinthian style has been used, 
but here it is used as it was in Spanish- 
Renaissance rather than in Roman days, and 
goch is most conspicuously the case with re- 

to the entrance pavilions. But no one 
will wish to quarrel with this broad fact. 
‘Not the chosen style, but the chusen form of 
the central pavilions is open to criticism. 
‘That is, in seeking for Spanish-Renaissance 
precedents of fitting sumptuousness, church 
fronts, I think, have been too closely imi- 
tated. In the center of each fagade we see a 
great mass of solid wall rising well above the 
cornice of the lateral walls and carried up still 
further to form a pair of very ornate towers 
nearly 200 feet in height, with several open 
arcaded stages, immediately suggesting 
Spanish-Ainerican church towers. From the 
lower face of this wall projects the pillared 
rch, with Corinthian columns sixty feet in 
ight, and in one case semi-circular in shape 
and covered by a semi-dome, in another rec- 
tangular and finished by a pediment. Now, 
these solid great masses of wall.have no true 
relation to the long, rich colonnades which 
’ abut against them. We feel that they ought 
tostand by themselves as church fagades 
stand, or be flanked by wings of a very differ- 
ett sort. They do not make the effect of 
features which have grown out of the general 
scheme, but rather of features which have 
been intruded into it. And, moreover, their 
effect is distinctly ecclesiastic. Nevertheless 
if we consider them intrinsically they are very 
splendid and also very excellent com positions, 
and. but for their failure to harmonize per- 
fectly with neighboring parts, the building as 
a whole is most impressive as well as magnifi- 
cent. I imagine that it will be more gener- 
ally admired than any other at the Fair, and 
if its sculptured ornamentation proves satis- 
factory it will well deserve admiration except 
as regards the one point I have named. 

Here again sculptured ornamentation is to 
be profusely introduced. The pediment over 
the great eastern porch will be filled by a re- 
lief showing the City of Chicago, presenting 
mechanics, bearing the tools of their trades 
to America and the Judges of the Nations. 
Over the windows will be groups of children, 
again holding tools, and festoons forined of 
chains of smaller implements. And there 
will: diso be many statues representing the 
elements and the sciences, or carrying tablets 
inscribed with the names of famous inventors. 

_Very high artistic ability is needed to make 
works of so unconventional, modern, realistic 
akind as these both sculpturally and archi- 
tecturally zood—not executive skill alone, but 
true imaginative power. And as yet we can 
hardly guess at what the result will be. We 
only know that a'l the adornments for this 
building are being executed in Boston by the 
well-known firm of architectural modelers, 
John. Evans & Co., who labored so long and 
well for Mr. Richardson, and have been de- 
signed under their eye by Mr. Bachmann, 
whose public reputation is still to be earned. 

An Annex Necessary. 
Large as this building is, necessity has com- 
lied the construction of an annex nearly 
600 feet in extent beyond its further end, 
toward the southwestern extremity of the 
Fair grounds. 

Between 16 and the Agricultural Building, 
connecting the two at the end of the canai, 
will stand, as I have said, two small buildings 
of similar design, joined by a stately peri- 
style, with a triumphal archway in its center, 
which will form the entrance ‘to the stock- 
yards. And here, in front of the yards 
proper, willbe the ‘‘ Stock Pavilion,’”’ a cov- 
ered amphitheater, 440x260 feet in diameter, 
where beasts of various sorts may be fittingly 
exhibited. The peristyle and the adjacent 
quays of the canal will be adorned by figures 
of American animals, modeled by Mr. Ed- 
ward Potter, and on neighboring bridges Mr. 
Kemeys will show his skill in a similar direc- 


' The Forestry Building is iow and simple in 
Outline; but it is encircled by a very broad 
piazza with a sloping: roof, above which the 
Rarrower main roof, with a row of small win- 
dows beneath it, rises as a modest clear-story. 
Here the usual methods of construction have 
been entirely abandoned.

Near the Forestry Buildi will stand a 
pretty littie structure for dais exhibits, and 
when we have seen this we can pass again 
along the side of the Agricultural Building, 
enlerge again on the terraces around the 
Great Basin, and, looking across this basin, 
see Mr. George B. Post's Palace of Manu- 
factures and Liberal Arts, which, with its long 
fronts facing the lake esplanade on the one 
oe and eae and lagoon on the other, 
is the giant structure of the Fair, measuri 
1,689 by 787 feet im diameter and nearly pr 
mile in circumference, The exterior design 
of this building is much simpler than any we 
have yet examined, an appropriately 
so, for when the scale of a building 
18 very vast simplicity and_ repetition 
are most effective of. architectural 
devices. Who could wish to see the Great 
Pyramid adorned? or an Egyptian pylov aov- 
ered with varied features? or the mules of 
arches ina Roman aqueduct designed with 
perpetual variations? As a rule, the smaller a 
building is the more ornate it should be—or, 
at least, the more ornate it may be. Notonly 
Romans and Egyptians knew this, but also, 
for example, those Norman architects, whose 
work we tind in so many English towns—their 
tiny village churches are carved like jewel 
cases, while their huge cathedrals are usually 
piain without and very plain indeed within. A 
smailer Fair building than Mr. Post’s would 
have lacked dignity and interest if so simple 
ip outline and monotonous in feature. But 
had this one been more elaborately modeled 
its size would not tell sostrongly, ang it would 
not produce so impressive an effect of repose- 
ful grandeur. 

Across, the canal, with its long fagade toward 
the canal and its sherter ends facing the Ad- 
ministration Building and the lagoon, stands 
the electricity building of Messrs. Van Brunt 

Howe, measuring 700x350 feet. Being 
smallerthan either of the other structures 
around the main plaza its designers seem 
to have thought that it should be more 
self-assertive in outline, and that verticality 
should be strongly emphasized. One cannot 
think the idea mistaken, but one wishes it had 
been somewhat differently carried out. There 
is no central dome and the roofs cross at right 
angles —after the manner of the roofs of nave 
and transept in acathedral which has no 
central tower or fléche. Yet the outline 
of the building is very much broken. 
The porch, which forms the middle feature 
towards the plaza, rises far above the main 
rvofs, with a lofty open porta! ‘in its center 
marking the height of ceilings beyond it: 
above this is a pediment, and then a great 
plain attic. The angie pavilions are un- 
symmetrically treated with gables of dift 
ferent sizes, and from each springs a turret 
with open sides and a small conical dome. 
Similar turrets and domes flank the entrance 
pavilion toward the canal, with a windowed 
story and a gable between them, and below a 
projecting columned porch, and entrance 
toward the lagoon is treated in still another 
equally elaborate way. Moreover, each of 
the*arcaded longer walls betweén the central 
and. the angle pavilions is divided half way 
by a broad, solid pier, which, carried up above 
the roofs and finished with a domical roof, 
makes the effect of an intermediate pavilion. 
The walls themselves show two stories, in- 
cluded in the round-arched arcade, the lower 
openings being divided rather unfortunately, 
a single column in the middle of each. In so 
diversified a structure some breaking of these 
openings was doubtless desirable, but if each 
had been cut into three instead of two parts 
it seems as though the effect would have 
been better. A single supporting member in 
the axis of a large opening is not conven- 
tionally correct, I think, and there is usually 
a good artistic reason for architectural con- 
ventions, of which many generations of great 
builders have approved. Nor is the composi- 
tion of the pavilions as successful as it is in 
neighboring structures, nor are the outlines 
of the turrets either very dignitied or very 
graceful. 
The Standard. 

It should be remembered, however, that the 
standard by which these great Fair buildings 
must be judged is very high. So lofty a de- 
gree of excellence has been achieved in soime 
of them that work which is even a little less 
good incites to criticism. Had this Electrici- 
ty Building stood, for instance, in the grounds 
of the Philadelphia exhibition it would have 
seemed a very distinct and marked success. 

In treatment it is less nearly classic, more 
decidedly Renaissance, than either of the 
others we have seen, and Corinthian, Ionic 
and cornposite orders’are all introduced into 
the design. while a modern and appropriate 
character is given the details by the constant 
introduction of electrical tools and symbols. 
Sume of this purely architectural ornamenta- 
tion is very good, but, once more, the tigure 
sculpture does not promise tobe as fine as 
one would like to see it. Under the vast 
archway in the portal which faces the court, 
and which admits to a great semicircu- 
lar porch with a domical ceiling will 
stand a statue of Benjamin Franklin, fif- 
teen feet in height, and mounted on a lofty 
pedestal. The station is a superb one, and 
the subject unsurpassed, among all American 
subjects, for historical interest and dramatic 
suggestiveness. But in trying for dramatic 
etfect the sculptor, Mr. Carl Rohl-Smith, who, 
I am told, is a Danish-Americap, has fallen 
into melodramatic over-emphasis, although 
of a more robust and masculine sort than that 
which marks the work of the Viennese sculp- 
tor, Mr. Bitter.. Franklin holds in »ne hana 
his kite, which rests upon the ground, and in 
the other uplifted hand the historical key. But 
his body and head: are thrown back and he 1s 
gazing.into the air in a pose which makes us 
feel that he is trying to play the rOle of Ajax 
rather than his own. e seems not to be 
searching the heavens, butto be defying 
them, and also to be less intent upon master- 
ing his problem than upon impressing spec- 
tators with the fact that he is equal to master- 
ing any problem. 

Since I wrote ‘last week about the “ his- 
torical barges,” which it was proposed to 
make a feature of the display on the Fair 
grounds in October I have learned that 
their opponents have finally triumphed. The 
persistent efforts of the Board of Construction 
and of one or two members of the Committee 
on Ceremonies have persuaded this committee 
to throw them aside. Many thousands of 
dollars have thus been wasted, but many 
more would have been required for their 
completion and display, and then the total 
amount would have been worse than wasted. 
It would have purchased disgrace for the 
Fair. And’ so the Nation at large, and not 
merely tne Fair official, is to be congratulated 
upon this piece of good news. 

Unfortunately, it is now too late to redeem 
the mistake that was made with regard to the 
cards of invitation for the October ceremonies. 
But it is not too late for certain things of a 
still more important kind to be prepared in a 
much more artistic way. I refer to those 
medals and diplomas, hundreds—or more 
probably thousands—of which will be given 
to exhibitera, and by them carried to all parts 
of the world. If these are bad it will indeed 
be a misfortune. The very greatest care 
ought to be taken so that they may do honor 
to the splendid show which they will 
commemorate, and may plainly bear tes- 
timony to the value of the judgments of which 
they will be thesign. Fancy a great French 
painter receiving a medal which, from the 
artistic point of view, 1s as bad as the October 
invitations. What would he think of the body 
of men who had bestowed it upon him. How 
could he value their approval more highiy 
than that of some company of South Sea 
islanders? And how could he believe, with 
this sad bit of reality in his hand, any fine tales 
that his traveled compatriots might tell him 
ot the great realities which had formed the 
Fair itself? Can people of so low a grade of 
taste, he might well ask, tell the difference 
between a good painting and a bad one? Can 


they possibly have built a fair which was | 


worth crossing the Atlantic to see? And what 
spread-eagle ignoramuses must be those 
Americans who do not hesitate to say that 
they created a fair even finer than the Parisian 


one of 1889?

be, a painter might evolve a very good idea— 
a better idea, probably, than a sculptor un- 
used to work of this scrt. The actual model- 
ing would, of course, be intrusted to a scul 
tor, but it would be a pity to exclude from 
suggestion of ideas such men, for example, as 
Mr. Vedder, Mr. Kenyon Cox. and Mr. How- 
ard Pyle, while there is more than one of our 
architects whose conceptions might be equally 
valuable. I do not give this out as my own 
advice. I give it as the advice of certain ex- 
perienced artiste who have the welfare of the 
exhibition very nearly at heart, and who be- 
lieve, as pe that its medals and diplomas 
are things vf the utmost importance. They 
think, ae I do, that if Mr. St. Gaudens cannot 
be prevailed upen to design the medal, such a 
competition as I have outlined would be the 
best way of getting a good one. I need hardly 
add that in judging the competitive designs, 
both for med and for diplomas, a jury of 
artiste, not of laymen, ought to be appointed. 

And this leads me to say a few words of a 
personal sort. A certain Chicago paper (to 
which I am very much obliged for the com- 
pliment, if it was sincerely written) recently 
expressed a wish that I would suggest how 
the City of Chicago might be fittingly 
adorned. for the October ceremonies, . Uafor- 
tunately, I, too, am a layman, and amateur, 
one whu has no real right to meddle with 
artistic matters, except after they have 
become tangible results. When, some weeks 
ago, I spoke of the coming decoration of New 
York it was chiefly to say that it ought to be 
put into the hands of artists—that artists 
ought todo as much of it as possible, and 
ought to advise the public with regard to do- 
ing the rest. [ may now repeat what I added 
then in the way of more detailed suggestion— 
that in foreign cities on similar occasions 
very good use is made of heavy ropes and 
wreaths of Neer 16 and of oriental rugs; that 
contiguous Suildings ought to be decorated 
uccording to some general harmonious 
scheme, and that a few big and telling orna 
ments are always better than a great many 
small ones. But the only advice that I really 
ought to give is that if a printed guide is 
wanted the one that a committee of New 
York artists is preparing for use in our city 
would doubtless prove as helpful in Chicago, 
and that if practical assistance is wanted the 
great corps of artists working upon the Fair 
grounds should be applied to. Of course, I 
know that, in the language of New England 
they are “that druv”’ with their own special 
tasks that it is a sinful shame to suggest any 
addition to the responsibilities. But Ido not 
doubt that they would bear their last straw 
with patriotic courage, if, for example, it took 
the shape of a request to appoint juries to de- 
cide upon the merits of competitive designs 
for street decoration, after the example set by 
their less busy comrades in New York,

One Man’s Experience with City 
_ Notes at Philadelphia in 1858. 
Albany (N. Y.) Journal: “The attitude of 
the Democratic party on the banking system 
of the country recalls to my mind the inci- 
dents connected with business, and even 
pleasure, 1n the days of the old State banks,”’ 
said an old Albanian to the Journal this 


morning. 

“* This wild-cat finance scheme of theirs is 
not so fully understood by the younger 
people from the fact that they have only done 
business and prospered under our present 
sound national banking system,” he con- 
tinued, and added: ** Take, for instance, an 
experience ofmy own in 1858, and I had 
more than one, too. I started from Albany 
to go to Washington. To defray my expenses 
I drew $100 in $5 bills from the Albany City 
Bank, which was then located on Broadway. 
The money was ‘ par’ money.. On my way 
to Washington I stopped off at Philadelphia. 
The station then was on Market street, where 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker’s stores are 
now located. When ready to proceed to 
Washington I procured a ticket and tendered 
some of the money in payment. They re- 
fused to receive it, and informed me that they 
‘didn’t want any New York State money, 
but wanted Pennsylvania money.’ As it was 
night time, I had to wait till morning and 
run around and find some one who would 
change some Pennsylvania money for my 
New York State money, whichI finally did, 
but not till after I had given him-a bonus, or 
* shaving.’ 

** You see that by the beautiful workings of 
the State-bank system I lost twenty-four 
hours’ time, and my money had what you 
might call depreciated in value, The Albany 
City Bank was ore of the best and strongest 
banks in existence at that time, but the poor 
system and the poorer banks made the paper 
money so unreliable that people had no con- 
fidence 1n it. Frequently notes of one bank 
that you held one day would be much lower, 
perhaps even worthless, the next. Every 
bank issued its own notes. Finally, an 
agency began issuing a monthly publication, 
which we termed a ‘detective,’ and which 
2ost subscribers twenty-five cents a month. 
It gave the standing of each bank and the par 
value of the paper money issued by any par- 
ticular bank. Thatis only one of the many 
evils illustrating the instability of the banks 
in those days andthe annoyances of doing 
business. What would the‘ present genera- 
tion think about such a way of doing business? 
It would open its eyes to have those experi- 
ences. The attitude of the Democracy on 
financial questions alone is enough to defeat

PRISON OFFICIALS ANSWER JUDGE 
. ALTGELD’S CRITICISMS. 


' 


They Declare in an Official Document That 

_ His Statements Regarding the Conduct 
of the Penitentiary at Joliet Were Not 
Correct and That His Strictures Were 
Unwarranted—Convicts’’ Work Prepar- 
ing Stone = Competition with Quar- 
rymen—lInstitation Self-Supporting. 


-The Commissioners of the penitentiary at 
Joliet have issued the go 1 ae. 
As Judge Altgeld, the mocratic candida 
for cha iting in a speech at Joliet last Tuesday 
* nicht make some etatements in regard to the 
lilinois Staté Penitentiary that were not correct 
and criticised the policy of the Commissioners 
and the conducting of the prison, we feel it our 
duty to correc’ these misstatements and explain 
to the people in geueral what our policy has been 
and loave them to judge, after they know the 
facts in regard to the matter, whether this policy 
has been such as will receive their commendation 
or otherwise. A constitutional ameudment, pro- 
hibiting the contracting of convict labor, was 

assed ih 18%, at which time there were contracts 

existence that would not expire until 1590, 1892, 
and 18%. Gov. Fifer was elected in 1858 and was 

not in the Gubernatorial chair until Janaary, 1559. 

The constitutional amendment was passed, but 

no act of the Legislature was adopted ut the 

session of 1887 providing for the maintenance of 
the men whose.time would expire at future dato. 

ln 1859, when Gov. Fifer went into office with 
his ucw Commissioners, he confidently expected 
that the Logislature, the law-making branch of 
the State, would pass some !aw providing a plan 
for working the men as their time expired on the 
contract. No appropriation was made, the Legis- 
lature devised no scheme for working these :aen. 

The session of 1891 met: no provisions were made, 

no appropriation was made, no scheme was de- 

veloped by which these couvicts, whose time was 
expired, should be cared for, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Commissioners of this prison sub- 
mitted to the Governor. and he to the General 

Assembly, all the facts connected with the ques- 
tion, aud asked the law-making power, the ouly- 
‘authority that could decide it, what should be 
done with them, aud to act in the matter. 

A comwittoe from the Democratic House, a ma- 
jority of whom were Democrats, came here to in- 
vestigate the manner in which the Commissioners 
wero copducting tbia prison and saw no other 
solution than to permit them to do as they had 
been doing. aud so reported to that House. No 
committee of the coopers or any other labor or- 
ganization appeared at Springtield asking the 
General Assembly to adopt any plan for the re- 
lief of this branch of industry, consequently nei- 
ther the Gvuvernor nor the Commissioners had 
any other mode of working these men than to 
employ them at,whatever they could, so that they 
might pay their way. The old contracts stili in 
existence carrying with them the use of the 
shops antil they expired in 1894, the Commission- 
ers could not get possession of sufficient shog 
room in which to employ men before their con- 
tracts expired. 

Refused to Make Appropriations. 

In the session of 1889, by authority of a joint 
resotution of the ature, the Commissioners 
of this institetion investigated the making of 
binder twine and reported. But when it was 
found that it would require a large investment for 
machinery, and to buy the necessary fibers, and to 
earcy the manufactured article until the time ar- 
rived for selling it, both houses refused to make 
an appropriation. order to work the average 
number of men employed in this institution it 
would require an investment of more than $1,500,- 
000, which each succeeding session ot the Legisia- 
ture has refused to appropriate. a 

Judge Altgeld states that the Commissioners 
bought $25,000 worth of machinery for.Mr, Winter- 
bothanm in the rage department. The fact 
i r. Winterbotham has not $10,000 worth 
of mactiinery in this prison, andthe State never 
bought a dollar’s worth of that. The State owns 
_no machinery uséd in the manufacture of cooper- 

age, not even a boiler, engine, or shafting, nor 
avything pertaining to the manufacture of ba® 
rels in this prison. It has not now and never has 
had any interest inthe machinery of any manu- 
moaning i plant in this institution. 

Judge Altgeid also states that the Penitentiary 
Commissioners relieved Mr. Winterbotham of the 
payment of all taxes insurances. Judge Alt- 

d may not know it, but it is not in the power of 
the Commissioners of the Penitentiary to relieve 
Mr. Winterbotham of the payment of his just 
taxes; norcan we relieve Mr. Winterbotham of 
any of destruction by fire of any of his stock 
or inery that he might have in the prison if 
we 80 desired, and we are cognizant of the fact 
that he pays a large insurance on this property. 
Mr. Winterbotkam has not several hundred thou- 
sand barrels in store within this prison—has not 
7,000 barrels stored here, notwithstanding the 
statement of Judge Altgeld to the contrary. 

He further says the Commissioners, having all 

buildings and machinery, could have worked 
ch epi pe pee aoe tree ~ outoes, 
ang then sold property at prices which would 

matic money for the State. The contracts 

: before the adoption of this constitution- 

‘an ent had not run out and the State 
could not work these convicts. The State has no 
machinery with which to work contracts, and has 
no money with which to buy cooperage stock. 

Judge Altgeld also states that up toa little 
over a year ago Mr. Winterbotham employed fifty 
convicts, that he now employs 100. This state- 
— is also incorrect. Mr. hea mee agg em- 

ys no more men on cooperage inthis prison 
ooze he hes always employed from the time Gov. 
J Palmer had him come from Indiana and 
first uced this system of convict labor in 
this n by awarding him a contract for labor 
of 150 convicts. 


Conipetition with Quarrymen. 


He says further that the convicts could have 
set to workin the stone-yard adjoining the 
cenry 30 prepare material for macadamiz- 
the public roads of the State. The convicts 
are prohibited by law from working in the stone 
quarries outside prison yard, and if they did 
60, as Judge Altgeld suggests, they would come 
in competition with the quarrymen and the men 
working on the streets, the poorest paid labor in 
the country. He further says ‘‘committees and 
delegations of men from Chicago, employers of 
coopers, have repeatedly called upon the Gov- 
ernor and called his attention to the matter. but 
never got any satisfaction.”’ It is true that not 
long ago the Governor calied the Commissioner- 
to Springfield to meet the employers of coopers, 
and to ascertam, by consultation, what could be 
done to relieve their condition; and these coop- 
ers themselves, after studying and learning ali 
the facts in regard tothe matter. saw no other 
solution to the situation than to form a “trust,” 
and endeavored to induce M. Winterbotham to go 
into the “trust” with them, and to limit his pro- 
duction both here andin Indiana. Nothing was 
refused the rs that —— could suggest to re- 
lieve the glut of barrels on the market. 
The Commissionere of this institution are more 
willing and have been anxious to carry out 
the constitutional amendment in levter and spirit, 
and will do so whenever the Legislature will put 
it in their power. This subject has n before 
ree sessions of the General Assembly and no ac- 
tion has been taken. Employing coopers could 
suggest no pl t will not violate the contract, 
extending to 1534 that could be adopted. The’, 
old contracts, made pr-vious to Gov. Fifer’s ad- 
ministration and Ul in force, gave Mr. W inter- 
am the exclusive right 
rane in this prison. No arrangeuy.ent is 
made wi ape contractor for any men t\rut is pot 
su e action vf the next Genura) Assem- 
bly. -The next General Assembly convenes ip 
January, 1893, at which time committees from 
any labor organization can appear aid submit to 
. the law-making branch of the State any scheme 
by which these convicts can worked and not 
compete with outside labor.

We do not p in this article to recommend 
or question what shall be done with these con- 
ricts whose time is expiring on the contracts, but 
submit in the absence of any action on the part 
of the General Assembly that the Commissioners 
have done what they considered to be for the bast 
interests of the State, that these men should be 
required to make their own expenses as far as 
possible, and will willingly, cheerfully carry out 
ny scheme the lawmaking branch of the State 
wili adopt. We know of no industry that we 
could conduct successfully that would. not come 
in competition with some class of labor, but what- 
ever the General Assembly decides in regard to 
the r-atter will be conclusive. 
’ Upon the adoption of every previous cunstitu- 
amendment the Legislature has always 
immedia alaw to put the amendment 
in force. In the case of the amendment prohibit- 
ing the contracting of convict labor by the Com- 
sereennes, she eetore has failed ty ease ee 
necessary laws ites’ enforcement and providing 
the appropriations for labor on State account.

The women who have publiciy protested have 
done so not so much because of these faults but 
because the figure is nude and because of their in- 
ability to distinguish between nudity and inde- 
cency. 

The noblest expressions of art in all ages have 
frequently been found in the nude, and it is not 
at all probable that nude art will be excluded 
from the Exposition because a few who do not 
comprehend it are opposed to it. 

it is certain that familiarity with the beautiful 
has a refining effect, and the beauty of a perfect 
human form is the greatest in nature.

Aside from the esthetic ciaims for the nude 
in art there may be a practical benefit to be de- 
rived from it, for it has been observed that in 
countries where art has flourished or flourishes 
and where there have been numerous nade statues 
in public places the race of people has greater 
physical beauty than in other countries. 

This is explained by the fact that the art and 
the beauty have a reciprocal effect upon each 
other through the mind of the artist, who is an 
observer of nature, which he perfects in his art 
and the minds of the people, who learn to admire 
pertection of form inart, and both through the 
influence of mind over matter and by their per- 
sonal effort approach nearer to the ideal. 

It may also be explained by a well-known phys- 
iological fact that a mother who has been sur- 
rounded by beautiful objects transmits their per- 
fection toher offspring. .- 

This alone is reason enongh that nude statuary 
should not be suppressed in this country.

Johannes Gelert has just finished at his 
studio a twelve-foot figure of Neptune which is to 
serve as a model for the statues surmounting the 
six rostral columns to be erected at the World’s 
Fair and on which will be inscribed the names of 
great explorers, 
Although conventional as such work must al- 
most unavoidably be, Mr. Galert has produced a 
figure large in execution and well drawn and well 


It is unfortunate that the statnes are to be. 


placed on the tap of columns seventy-five feet in 
height, where no sculpture could be seen to ad- 
vantage. Once anda quarter the height of the 
statue is considered sufficient for the height of a 
pedestal in good proportion. 

Another unfortunate breach of taste is the 
repetition of the same figure which occurs fre- 
quently in the decorative statuary on the World's 
Fair buildings. Repetition of furms may be ef- 
fective in descoration, but a repetition of ideas 
expressed by figures each the exact counterpart 
of the other cannot fail to produce an effect of 
cheapness and tiresome monotony. The effect of 
iteration in a series uf six statues identically the 
same, equidistant from each other, can readily be 
imagined, especially when they all face to the 
left. 

In Mr. Martiny’s figures holding plaques bear-

pleasant, as the pose of the figure is symmetrical.

The Ministry of Fine Arts in France recent- 
ly gave official information to the Parisian press 
that in the collection for portraits of French Mar- 
shals at Versailles the discovery hud been made 
that the frame which should contain the portrait 
of the Marechal de Balagny, a favorite of Henry 
IIL, contained instead a portrait of a grand lady 
of the sixteenth century. 

The picture is a copy made by Weber in 1835 
from an original in possession of the Montesquion 
family. lt hassince turned out that there bad 
been no substitution in the Versailles gallery and 
that the coupyist had been faithful to the original. 
The substitution took place 300 years ago. It 
came about in this way. The Marshal, after hav- 
ing played false to his King by joining the League, 
was given the baton of Marshal and the sover- 
eignty of Cambrai in the North of France, a terri- 
tory coveted by the Spaniards in Flanders. The 
latter, aided by dissatistied inbabitants, laid siege 
to the domain of Balagny, Who promptly ran 
away and left bis wife to defend the place, which 
she did with remarkable courage, and only gave 
up when provisions had given out. She after- 
wards died of disappointment. Some time later 
members of the Montesquion family, to which he 
belonged, were so disgusted with the cowardly 
actions of the Marshal that they took his portrait 
from the frame inscribed with his name and sub- 
stituted a likeness of his valiant wife, 

as 

Prof, Anton von Werner, court painter at 
Berlin, has just finished another of those huge 
canvases with which he has enriched the palaces 
and art galleries of the German Capital. Of 
these the chief are the * Proclamation of the Em- 
pire at Versailles,’ which adorns the throne-room 
of the Rogal Schloss, and the “Congress of Ber- 
lin,” done at the moment when the Plenipoten- 
tiaries met to sign the treaty—which belongs to 
the city and hangs in the Rathhans. His new 
masterpiece is the ‘** Opening of His First Reichs- 
tag by the Present Emperor,” which served bim 
in the place of a formal coronation, seeing that 
the ceremony was attended by all his fellow-sov- 
ereigns of Germany, either in person or by proxy, 
who thus recognized and acclaimed him German 
Emperorin simple virtue of his being King of 
Prussia. In this way the Kaiser was able to dis- 
pense with the ceremony of coronation at Konigs- 
berg that would have consumed money, which he 
thought would be more wisely expended in the 
equally costly pleasure of visiting foreign courts. 
It is this ceremonious opening of the Emperor's 
first German Parliament that Anton von Werner 
has so vividly commemorated with his brush,

Frederick Keppel has opened his store in 
the Athenwum Building with a fine collection of 
etchings, engravings, litnographs, and water- 
colors. 

Besides the works in the store he has arranged 
in the five large windows of the Athensum, ad- 
joining his store, what he calls an educational! 
exhibit, consisting of rare examples of different 
branches of the graphic arts of different periods; 
not such for which there is a ready sale. but the 
masterpieces, which may serve to cultivate the 
taste of the passer-by who may wish to examine 
them. Each window is divided into two panels. 
In the first are anumber of drawings by Turner, 
Gainsborough, and Blake. many of them meager 
sketches supplemented with written notes, but 
full of interest to an artist or student of art. In 
the second are etchings by Rembrandt and en- 
gravings by Albert Durer. In the third are fine 
French engraved portraits of the period of Louis 
XIV. Then there are British portraits of the 
eighteenth century, among them several by 
Bartolozzi in stipple; modern French etchings by 
Corot, Miller, and others: celebrated modern 
etched portraits; famous architectural etchings; 
etchings by Whistler and his brother-in-law, Sey- 
mour Hayden, among others Whistler’s portrait 
of the sculptor Ducet and “ The Agamemnon,” 
by Hayden; the works of American painter etch- 
ers; and in the last panel are several artists’ lith- 
ographs, some by Delacroix of tigers and lions, 
others military subjects by Raffet. 

It is the intention of Albert Rouillet, who is to 
have charge of the store, to change this exhibi- 
tion trom time to time.

Among the water-colors recently received at 
Thurber’s are a number by William H. Howe, the 
cattle painter, which give pleasing evidence of 
his versatility. 

The subjects he has treated are not cattle, but 
Dutch landscapes and marines, and they are 
treated with a largeness and freedom scarcely to 
be expected by those who know Mr. Howe by his 
carefully studied pictures of cattle. In them 
there is shown a much greater freedom and 
breadth of treatment. 

Mr. Howe shows to some extent the influence of 
the men who have painted similar subjects before 
him, for in most of his landscapes there is a sug- 
gestion of Manve, and in his marine a resemblance 
to some of the work of Mesdag. In fact, the only 
picture which does not seem to show some such 
influence is a landscape painted near Anvers, 
France, 

There are also at Thurber’s a considerable num- 
ber of works by English water-colorists. Abert 
Bowers is represented by a lot of highly finished 
landscapes, rather pleasing and pretty in color, 
vignetted on the edges after the fashion of 
chromo-lithographs.

To 
a man who thinks of the cummission it certainly 
does make a very great difference. 

The members of the Board «f Education of 
Duluth think that the rate as adjudged on their 
new high school is too high. It has been rated at 
$1.25, whereas the board wants to pay 75 cents and 
threatens to seek in Chicago for tne insurance if 
the rate is not lowered. The agents, however, 
claim that the risk is hazardous because of the 
manual training school in the basement, where 
sawdust and shavings are made,and the rate is 
not high considering that only $100,000 insurance 
is wanted on the build If $200,000 is carried 
the local ageuts have offered to carry it for a $1 
rate. 

There is much feeling evidenced in San 
Francisco for fear that, with its many wooden 
buildings and exposed as it is, there might be a 
conflagration which would be to that city what 
the big fire in 1871 was to Chicago. The worst 
feature of it all is that the fire department is not 
what it should be and there is an effort being 
made to improve its condition. 

The cholera scare bids fair to lessen the fire 
waste of the country. Anything which will make 
people clean up -tbeir cellars, look after closets, 
and straighten up out of the way places generaily 
redaces the chances of fire by just so much, and a 
vigorous campaign in all kinds of alleys and by- 
ways does efficient service not only for health but 
also to diminish the fire loss of the country.

1292 from the Chinese coast to the Persian 
Gulf that any definite idea was gained 
as to the actual eastern boundary 
of Asia, previous to that time 
that country being assigned an indefinite ex- 
tension into unknown regions in that direc- 
tion.

How to reach these countries and the Indies, 
under which name a large part of the world 
in that direction was designated, becaine in 
time a question of the greatest importance 
for Europeans. Whether. they could be 
reached by’ voyaging through the Straits of 
Gibraltar and thence down the west: coast of 
Africa was a disputed point.

TO THE WESTWARD. 


Seeking Another Koute to the Indies— 
Columbus’ Ideas. 

Up to this ‘time. all the efforts 
water route to the Indies fpom the countries 
bordering upon the Mediterranean had been 
confined to the attempt to circumnavigate 
Africa. That the desired object eould be ac- 
complished in any other way does not appear 
to have been suggested. 

But now there was to come upon the scene 
aman to whose intelligence and persistence 
the world was to owe more im the future than 
to any other one individual. 

Christopher Columbus was a native of 
Genoa, where he was born about the year 1436 
—-the exact date being unknown and much 
dispute having arisen upon this point. Never- 
theless Columbus himself expressly declared 
that he was a native of the city mentioned, 
there being still in existence a legal document 
in which he. declared that ‘from — thence 
{Genoa} Icame and in it I was born.” This 
would seem to leave absolutely no ground for 
dispute. The parents of the discoverer were 
pour and at an early age (some authorities 
say 14 years) he commenced life as a sailor. 
Prior to that time, however, he had. acquired 
afair amount of education, learning some 
Latin, geography, astronomy, and mathe- 
matics, as well as becoming an expert 
draughtsman. Forsome years he alternated 
between lifeon the sea and the profession of 
map and globe..maker, making several ex- 
tended voyages down the African coast, and 
thug becoming interested in the great ques- 
tion of the possibility of reaching the Indies 
by that route, *~ - 

It appears that this subject must have been 
quite generally discussed atthis time, for in 
1474 King Alfonso V. of Portugal applied toa 
famous astronomer and geographer named 
Toseanelli to know whether there might not 
be a shorter route to the Indies than the one 
which his Captains were seeking to find by 
way of the African coast. The astronomer re- 
plied with a iong letter, inciludinga map, 
which is copied herewith, upon which he set 
down his idea of the geography of the Atlantic 


to finda 


He gave 


Ocean and its western boundaries. 
it as hig opinion that by sailing due west from 
Portugal the rich countries of the Indies 
might be reached, and he made the distance 
to be traversed something like 6,500 miles. 
About the same time that Alfonso applied 
to Toscanelli Christopher Columbus wrote to 
him upon identically the same errand. Where 
Columbus obtained the incentive for his re- 
quest does not appear, but it is certain that 
the subject of possible routes to the Indies 
was a topic of general discussion among the 
mariners and geographers of the day. Tos- 
canelli replied by sending him copies of the 
same letter and map that he had sent to King 
Alfonso, and a correspondence ensued upon 


the matter, in which Columbus was encour- 
aged to undertake the westward voyage, with

fail to arrive at the Indies by that route. 


possibility of that feat, but there is no 
proof that it was accomplished prior to 
the fifteenth century. But in that period 
many voyages were made along’ the west 
coast of Africa with the design of tinding a 
feasible route to the Indies. In the latter 
half of that century especially daring Portu- 
guese mariners extended their explorations 
farther and farther, and in 1485 Diego Cam 
pushed a thousand miles below the mouth of 
the Congo and established friendly relations 
with the negroes of the Gold Coast. Shortly 
after this King John of Portugal dis-

west, Columbus appears to have either 
dropped the subject for a while or at least to 
have made ro attempt to carry out the design 
which he evidently had in his mind. At all 
events, whatever was the cause, he devoted a 
considerable period to writing a book upon 
the subject of the “Five Habitable 
Zones,”’ intending to‘ refute the old no- 
tions about the. regions too fiery or so 


| frozen as to be'inaccessible to man. No copy 


of this work is in existence, but from subse- 
quent references thereto it appears that the 
writer made several extended voyages into the 
arctic and the torrid zones, in which he gath- 
ered much valuable material. He spent some 
time on the Gold Coast studying the climate, 
but before this (in 1477) he sailed far to the 
north and visited an island which could have 
been no other than Iceland. He also visited 
Faroe Islands and called at. England by the 
way. Columbus himself says that the object 
of these voyages was to obtain information in 
regard to climate. It has been conjectured, 
from the establishment of the fact that he 
actually did visit some point in Iceland, 
that he might have learned something there 
about Vinland which served to guide him in 
his later enterprise, or at all events encour- 
aged him init. It has been argued that Co- 


lumbus already had some knowledge of Vin- 
land and that he voyaged to Iceland expressly 
to learn more concerning that region; that he 
obtained a correct idea of the width of the 
Atlantic Ocean, and that during his subse- 
quent weary tifteen years of endeavor to ob- 
tain assistance for his expedition he carried 
all this knowleage concealed in his bosom, 
though it was the direct mainspring of his 
actions, and that he actually knew all 
this time that an unknown land of continent- 
al dimensions had been founda 1n the direction 
which he indicated as that in which he ex- 
pected to reach the Indies. While it is true 
that Columbus might have obtained some in- 
formation in regard to Vinland during his 
visit to Iceland, there is not a particle of evi- 
dence to sustain the belief, nor did his subse- 
queut actions show that he possessed any such 
information. All his conduct was based upon 
the proof already had by him that the Indies 
lay to the westward and that he had not the 
faintest suspicion of the existence of an un- 
known continent in that direction. 

The best proof of all that Columbus had no 
knowledge of the Icelandic voyages to the 
coast of North America is the fact that he 
never professed to have discovered this conti- 
nent. He died in the firm belief that what he 
had done wasto reach the eastern shores of 
Asia by a shorter route than the Portuguese. 
The strongest argument that he could have 
used in inducing mento further his enter- 
prise would have been the actual knowledge 
that an unknown itand existed to the west 
within reach of the European shore, yet the 
fact that he never used that argument shows 
that the knowledge was not his. 

The story of Columbus’ efforts to induce 
the Portuguese Government to’ support him 
in a voyage of discovery to the westward is a 
familiar one and need not be repeated. He

had he been, as alleged by. some, in search af

On the memorable Friday, Oct. 12, 1492, 
Columbus landed on one of the Bahama

spice-bearing islands. Inquiries about gold 
being answered by the natives, who always 
pointed to the south, apparently meaning that 
Cipango lay in that quarter, Columbus sailed 
in that direction, intending to remain on that 
island a short time and then. proceed to the 
Chinese coast, where he would seek out the 
Grand Khan and deliver to him a friend- 
ly letter with which Ferdinand and 
Isabella had provided him. Hé found Cipan- 
go ashe had expected, or at least what he 
thought was that island, though in reality it 
was Cuba. Although much puzzled to account 
for many discrepancies between the accounts 
of Marco Polo and the actualities of the facts 
of bis discoveries, Columbus continued his

explorations for some time, ‘antil forced to 
return to Spain by the desertion of one of his 
vessels and the wrecking of another. 

On his arrival there he «at onve gave out that 
he had, as he had expected at the outset, 
found a shorter route to the Indies. He had 


discovered Cipango and the eastern coast 


of China, and now the wealth of the Indies 
was at the command of the merchants and 
mariners of Europe. There was not the faint- 
est suspicion of the truth, not one word as to 
the discovery of anew world. Since no one 
had entertained the idea of the existence of 


another continent than Asia to the westward, | 


it would require years of exploration to dem- 
onstrate the truth. Certainly Columbus had 
not even the faintest inkling of the facts. 


FURTHER VOYAGES, 


Persistent Failure to Realize the Signif- 

2 icance of the Discovery. 

While the date of the discovery of America 
has always been given and will always remain 
asthe year 1492, yet, accurately speaking, 
this is entirely erroneous. Properly regarded 
the discovery of America was not a single 
event but a gradual process. It was not like 
a case of special creation, tor it was a case of 
evolution, and the voyage of 1492 was simply 
the most decisive and epoch making incident 
in that evolution. Columbus himself, after all 
his four eventful voyages across the ‘sea of 
darkness,”’ died in the belief that he had sim- 
ply discovered the best and straightest route 
to the eastern shores of Asia. Yet from his 
first experiences in Cuba down to his latest 
voyage upon the coast of Honduras and Vera- 
gua he was puzzied at finding things so differ- 


wasted several years in the effort and finally 
turned in disgust to the Spanish court for aid, 
He entered the service of Ferdinand ana Isa- 
bella in 1486, but was unable to accomplish 
anything toward carrying out his pet project 
for several years, 

In the meantime he sent his brother Bar- 
tholomew to endeavor to interest both the 
French and the English Governments in the 
idea, but that individual accomplished noth- 
ing. Finally, through the spiritual advisers 
of Queen Isabella, that monarch was induced 
to. promise her aid in the event of the surren- 
der of Granada, then being besieged by the 
Spanish armies in the effort to dislodge the 
last of the Moors from the country. That 
event occurred early in 1492, and April 14 of 
that year the arrangement with Columbus was 
signed by which he undertook to sail on a 
voyage of aiscovery to the westward and to 
place under Spanish dominion all islands and 
continents that he might discover in the ocean. 

With Toscanelli’s map as a guide Columbus 
sailed on Aug. 3, 1492, and ran down to the 
Canaries, his object being to sail thence due 
west on the 28th parallel for the northern end 
of Cipango, or Japan, as laid down on that 
map. This was in accordance with the in- 
variable custom of mariners in that time, they 
always endeavoring to make their latitude 
first and their longitude subsequently, follow- 
ing the two sides of the triangle rather than 
take any risks in endeavoring to run down the 
hy pothenuse. 

Columbus himself appears to have had a 
suspicion that he might be mistaken in his 
estimate of the distance that was to be passed 
in reaching the Indies, for he entered upon a 
systematic course of deception in recording 
the actual distance traversed. While he kept 
an accurate account himself his reports to t 
crew were not true. So that when he had 
actually traversed 2,724 miles, which was 
much farther than his previous’ caiculation as 


:

ent from what he had anticipated. If he had 
really known anything with accuracy about 
the eastern coast of Asia he would doubtless 
soon have detected his fundamental error, but 
no European in his day had any such knowl- 
edge, In his four voyages Columbus was 
tinding what he supposed to be parts of Asia, 
what we now know to have been parts of 
America, but'what were really to him and his 
contemporaries neither more nor less than 
strange coasts. 

Qn the second voyage, in 1493, all hands 
supposed they were going straight to Golden 
Cathay and tp boundless riches, Interest in 
the matter, however, was entirely confined to 
Spain and Portugal, and 1t was not until the 
middle of the sixteenth century that the dis- 
coveries in the Western ocean were regarded 
as of sufficient importance to be mentioned 
by the English chroniclers of the time. In 
fact, there is nowhere any indication that the 
significance of these discoveries was at all 
understood. 

On his second voyage, while still puzzled 
at the discrepancies between the facts and 
the accounts given by Marco Polo, Co- 
lumbus still persisted in the belief that 
he was actually voyaging on the eastern coast 
of Asia, and he was able to find many cor- 
roborative facts in support of this belief. 
While skirting the coast of Cuba he felt as- 
sured that he was really following the Asi- 
atic coast, and the idea now him 
that if he could only double the peninsula of 
Malacca he could find his way to mouth of 
the Ganges, thence across the Indian Ocean 
and around the Cops of Good Hope, and so 
return that way to Spain after circumnavigat- 
ing the globe. He was anxious to try the ex- 
operon but lack of supplies prevented, and 

returned to Hispaniola. 

The third voyage of Columbus was com- 
menced in May, 1498, and on this occasion a

Santos and giving it that name, as also the 
bay of Riode Janeiro. After leaving Cape 
Santa Maria the expedition sailed southeast- 
erly into the ocean and finally reached the 
island of South Georgia, 1,200 miles east of 
Terra del Fuego. From this point Vespucius 
headed the vessel straight for Sierra Leone, 
reaching that point in a voyage of thirty-three 
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ays. 
Of all the voyages that had been made up 
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and at length into the Gulf of Paria, where 
he found such a volume of fresh water that he 
reasoned it must be supplied from some great 
river, and that so vast d@stream could only be 
apt upon land ot continental dimensions. 
ot expecting to find any mainland in these 
quarters he called all the points found islands, 
but later on became convinced that he was 
following a continental coast line. He was 
obliged, however, to return to Hispaniola 
without further exploration. Here his troubles 
with Bobadilla occurred, which ended in Co- 
lumbus being sent home to Spain in chains. 

In the meantime an expedition under Ojeda 
and Americus Vespucius had (1499-1500) fol- 
lowed the northern coast of South America 
from a long aistance to the west of Cubagua, 
as far as the Gulf of Maracaibo. Previous to 
this, too, Vasco de Gama had circumnavigated 
Africa and found his way to the Indies across 
the Indian Ocean. This detracted from the 
the discoveries of Colum- 
bus, and now that individual decided to 
return to the coast of Cochin China (Cuba) 
and follow the coast southwestward until he 
should find the passage into the Indian Ocean 
that he believed existed there. He would then 
be able to reach the same shores of Hindostan 
by the Western route that Gama had just 
reached by sailing eastward. He was so con- 
fident of his success that he even proposed to 
take with him a body of troops for the rescue 
of the Holy Sepulcher. 

On this voyage, after halting at Hispaniola, 
Columbus pressed on toward the Chinese coast 
and finally reached the shores of Honduras. 
Coasting southward he found the evidences 
of semi-civilization which have attracted such 
attention recently in the shape of large set- 
tlements and well built stone structures, 
elaborately carved and ornamented. The 
people, tco, were of a higher grade 
of intelligence than those whom he had found 
on the islands, and this only seemed to con- 
tirm him in the belief that he was actually on 
the Chinese coast. He heard rumors, too, of 
the strait for which he was in search, that was 
to lead him into the Indian Ocean, and —— 
toward it. Aftera wearisome voyage, how- 
ever, Columbus was forced to yield to the re- 
monstrances of his crew and to retrace his 
course to Veragua without having found the 
mythical strait. 

This ended the discoveries of Columbus. 
After much hardship he returned to Spain, 
where he died in 1506 without having once 
realized the importance of what he had found. 
At no time during his life and not until some 
years after his death was the term New World 
applied to those discoveries. It was simply 
supposed that he had found a new route to the 
Indies by sailing west, and that in the course 
of this achievement he had discovered sume new 
islands and a bit or bits of terra firma of more 
or less doubtful commercial value. To group 
these items of discovery into an organic whole 
and to ascertain that they belonged to a whole 

uite distinct from the Old World required 
the work of many other discoverers, compan- 
ions and successors to Columbus, * 


AMERICUS VESPUCIUS, 


The Actual Discoverer of America—How 
the Continent Was Named. 

We come now to a consideration of the 
reasons upon which is founded the claim that 
Americus Vespucius is entitled to the credit 
for the discovery of America and the bestowal

of his name upon the continent whose exist- 
ence he was the first tou demonstrate. 
Vespucius was a native of Florence,. and 
while engaged in commercial life becarne 
an enthusiastic crliector of maps and 
globes, and subsequently developed into 
an expert map-maker. He became _ con- 
nected early in 1493 with a house at Seville, 
which, after Columbus’ first voyage, engaged 
largely in the Atlantic trade. Here he be- 
came acquainted with Columbus, and un-* 
doubtedly took a deep interest in the results 
of his voyages. His love of adventure or de- 
sire for geographical knowledge led him to 
engage in no less than four voyages across 
the Atlantic. The first was made in 1497, and 
he reached the coast of Yucatan without mis- 
hap. After coastingslowly along this region 
and making frequent landings, he sailed 
to the northwest, following the ir- 
regularities of the coast for 870 
leagues. It is difficult to determine 
how far north Vespucius went on this occa- 
gion, but from a careful comparison of local- 
ities if is apparent he must have.gone well up 
the coast of the United States. Some have 
assigned Chesapeake Bay as the farthest point 
reached, while others do not believe that he 
went so far. At any rate he subsequently 
visited the Bermuda Islands and then returned 
home. It has been popularly supposed that 
the discovery of the Fiorida coast should be 
credited to Ponce de Leon, who first visited it 
in 1512, but the proof that Vespucius and his 
companions landed here and explored the con- 
tiguous territory in 1497-’98 is overwhelming. 
The discoveries made by Vespucius on the 
North American coast were for some reason 
not followed up, indeed were allowed to lapse 
into oblivion. The second voyage in which 
he engaged occurred in 1499, and the expedi- 
tion, which was in the command of Ojeda and 
La Cosa, took a southwesterly route and 
touched the coast of Brazil near Aracati. They 
ran a short distance south, but finding the 
currents against them turned and made their 
way to the northward as far as Cayenne, 
thence to Paria, and soon to Maracaibo and 
Cape de la Vega. 
Soon after this the Portuguese Government 
made overtures to Vespucius, and in 1500 he 
from the maeeie 3 — — of the 
neighboring country. Cabral, a frortuguese 
S ealeahen had been carried across the Atlan- 
tic to the Brazilian coast while en route for 
the Indian Ocean via the Cape of Good Hope, 
and his discoveries there led to a desire on the 
art of his government to follow them up. 
eben the engagement of Vespucius as an ex- 
pert and experienced geographer and pilot, and 
in the spring of 1501 an expedition set sail 
under his direction for the newly discovered 
region. They reached Cape St. Roque, 
after a weary voyage of three months, and 
from this point sailed south slowly along the 
coast, stopping frequently to land and exam- 


ine the country.

to this time there had been none that as a feat 
of navigation surpassed this, while the first 
one of Columbus only outranked it in geo- 
graphical importance. The discoveries made 
by him were so wonderful and were so entirely 
different from anything that had been ex- 
pected, disagreeing so widely from previously 
accepted ideas, that it is not at all strange 
that in speaking of the newly discovered 
region Vespucius should have referred to it as 
anew world. This expression occurs for the 
first time in connection with the discoveries 
of this period jn a letter written by Vespucius 
in 1503 relating to this wonderful voyage. He 
gives clear reasons for bestowing this appella- 
tion upon the region he had visited, which, 
while at first having reference only to that 
portion of the continent now known as South 
Ameri came gradually to be applied to the 
entire Western hemisphere. 

Intense excitement was caused by Ves- 
pucius’ account of what he had found, and 
translations of Vespucius’ letter in regard 
thereto, which were given the heading by the 
translator of “‘Novus Mundus,” the New 
sore, were widely published and eagerly 
read. 

One of the results of Vespucius’ discoveries 
was the production of what is known as the 
Lenox giobe, which must have been made as 
early as 1510 or 1511. This was the first 
map in which it was clearly shown 
that the idea that the land discovered 
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THE LENNOX GLOBE, 1510, 


by Columbus was a part of Asia was 
clearly an error. While the western coast of 
South America was left unmarked, still the 
presence of an open ocean in that quarter 
demonstrates that the mapmaker conceded 
the fact of the continental character of the 
Novus Mundus.as distinct from Asia, A 
ticularly interesting feature of the hypo 

ical western boundary of South America is its 
close adherence to the truth, as subsequently 
learned. 

And now as to the manner in which the 
name of Americus Vespucius became so in- 
dissolubly linked with that of the New World 
whose existence he certainly first heralded to 
Europeans. The idea that Vespucius himself 
had anything to do with the bestowal of that 
name is just as erroneous as is the popularly 
received notion that hein any way sought to 
detract from the credit due to Columbus, 

Three European scholars named Lud, Ring- 
mann, and Waldseemuller in 1508 made prep- 
arations to produce a revised edition of Ptol- 
emy, in which all the then latest geographical 
discoveries were to be embodied. They ob- 
tained an authentic account of Vespucius’ 
third voyage and incorporated it into the work. 
Several copies of this volume are still in exist- 
ence, and it enjoys the distinction of being the 
first publication wherein the name of America 
is lhnked with that of the Novus Mundus. 

After having treated of the division of the 
earth’s inhabited surface into three partse— 
Europe, Asia, and Africa—the author (Wald- 
seemuller) speaks of the discovery of a fourth 
part. Transiated from the original, this is 
what he says: 

‘* But now these parts have been more ex- 
tensively explored and another fourth part 
has been discovered by Americus Vespucius (as 
will appear in what follows), wherefore I do 
not see what is rightly to hinder us from call- 
ing it Amerige or America, i. e., the land of 
Americus, after its discoverer, Americus, a 
man of sagacious mind, since both Europe 
and Asia have got their names from women.” 

Although the name America was thus con- 
nected with the discoveries in the western 
ocean, it wil] be seen from the accompanying 
maps, made subsequently to this, that there 
was anything but a definite idea of the actual 
extent of the continent, while the existence 
of North America was entirely ignored. 

In fact, subsequently to the use of the name 
America in connection with Vespucius’ discov- 
enes south of the equator, many maps were 
produced that ignored that name entirely, and 
it was not until 1541 that Gerard Kaufmann 
better known as Mercator. having digested 
the vast and confused mass of geographical 
discovery made up to that time, produced a 
map which rudely but with considerable ac- 
curacy outlined the entire Western hemi- 
sphere, and gave to the whole of it the general 
name of America.—San Francisco Chronicle,

It is from the Protestant 
Blakes of County Galway that Mr. Edward 
Blake is descended. ; 

He§was born in Canada just fifty-nine years 
ago. He looks a good deal more like 40 than 
60, though there are traces in the face of the 
arduous work through which he has passed 
and of the occasional ilinesses by which he 
has been cumpelled temporarily to retire from 
the field of active conflict. Teetotalers will be 
delighted to learn that his youthfulness of fig- 
ure and face may largely be attributed to the 
fact that almost throughout his lifetime he 
has been a total abstainer. Mr. Blake be- 
lieves rather in the individual example than 
coercive legislation for the spread of temper- 
ance principles; and partly with a view to the 

oung family which was growing up in hisown 
Goonahalll rtly with a view to the younger 
members of the Provincial House of la- 
ture in which he first sat, he resolved to set an 
example to others by inflicting on himself the 
disability which he was anxious to preach to 
others. 

Where He Began His Career. 

In Canada there is—as most ple know— 
a hierarchy of Parliaments. ch province 
has its local Legislature. There is, besides, a 
central Parliament in which al’ the different 
provinces of the Dominion are represented 
and decide questions common tw all the prov- 
inces. It is usual for a politician to start his 
political career in one of the provincial as- 
setnblies, and thence to graduate to the larger 
life and the heavier responsibilities of the cen- 
tral Parliament and central government. Un- 
tario was Mr. Blake’s province, and in this 
province he finally reached the highest posi- 
tion by becoming Premier. By-and-by he 
went to the Dominion Parliament, and he be- 
came one of the foremost opponents there of 
the late Sir John Macdonald. 

It is to the everlasting credit of Mr. Blake 
that in the course of the fiercest fights his po- 
litical and personal integrity has never been 
called in question. Leader of the Liberal 
party for years, he carried on an unsuccessful 
war against Sir John Macdonald, who seemed 
able, as long as he lived, to so manipulate the 
parties in Canada as to retain permanent pos- 
session of power. Thus it is though he 
has been many years in a leading ition in 
politics Mr. Blake has had singularly short 
experience of political power. He was for 
some time Minister ot Justice in a Lib- 
eral Ministry formed by the late Mr. 
Mackenzie at the moment when OIF 
John Macdonald and his Ministry went 
down inastorm of attack over a great rail- 
way scandal, This place he exchanged for the 
less laborious office of President of the Coun- 
cil. Practically these are all the offices Mr. 
Blake has held in the Dominion Government, 
but he has been offered and has refused the 
highest prizes outside political struggles. He 
might have been Chief Justice of the Domin- 
ion, but he refused; he has been offered a 
knighthood and has refused it; he might have 
been Chancellor of his Province of Ontario, 
but that also he has refused, and the one 
honor he has been induced to accept in recent 
years is that ot being a simple recruit im the 
ranks of the party which represents the coun- 
try of his fathers. 

His Reputation. 

Mr. Blake has entered the House of Com- 
mons with a high reputation for oratory. A 
London audience had some opportunity of 
testing the right to the reputation at a dinner 
which was given in Mr. Blake’s honor at the 
**Eighty Club.” The audience was some- 
what disconcerted to find that Mr. Blake read. 
his speech from manuscript, but the beauty of 
the diction, the loftiness and serenity of 
thought, were universally admired. 

Mr. Blake, like Mr. Giadstone, is a devoted 
member of the Church of Engiand. He takes 
an active part in its work, and is chancellor of 
the diocese of Toronto. Uniike Mr. Glad- 
stone, he is a strong adherent of the evangeli- 
cal school of thought. A final likeness to Mr. 
Gladstone may be found im the fact that Mr. 
Blake is a severe student and a great lover of 
learning, and has held for many years 
position of chancellor to the Toronto Univer- 


sity.

FOUND IN WONDER’S LAND. 


A Valuable Biblical Papyrus Is Discovered 


in Egypt. 

Paris, Sept. 17.—At the International Ori- 
entalist Congress in this city a most interest- 
ing document was submitted by Prof. Hech- 
ler, Chaplain of the British Embassy at 
Vienna, a distinguished . oriertalist.. The doc- 
ument referred to is a papyrus manuscript 
discovered a few months ago in Egypt and is 
supposed by some authorities to be the oldest 
copy extant of portions of the Old Testament 
books of Zachariah and Malachi. These pages 
of papyrus when intact were about ten inches 
long and seven inches wide, each containing 
twenty-eight lines for writing, both sides of the 
sheet being used. 

The complete line contains from fourteen 
to seventeen letters. The sheets are bound 
together in the form of a book in a primitive 
though careful manner, with cord and strips 
of old parchment. The Greek of this docu- 
ment is written without intervals between the 
words, a custom observed both in old Greek 
and old Hebrew manuscripts. The papyrus is 
in fair preservation and is believed to date 
froni the third or fourth century. It thus 
ranks in age with the oldest Greek manu- 
scripts of the Septuagint version of the Old 
Testament in London, Rome, and St. Peters- 
burg. The differences in this papyrus tiund to 
the conclusion that it was copied frum some 
original Septuagint Bible, which was first 
translated about the year 280 B. C. for the use 
of the Hebrewistic Jews in Egypt. who,having 
gradually forgotten the Hebrew tongue, had 
learned to speak the Greek. The firsttexam- 
ination has shown that it has several new read- 
ings which surpass some of the other Septua- 
gint texts in clearness of expression and sim- 
plicity «f grammar. It would also appear 
that it was copied from another Septuagint 
Bible and was not written, as was frequently 
the case, from dictation. A second scribe has 
occasionally corrected some mistakes of or- 
thography made by the original copyist. These 
are still to be distinguished by the different 
color of the ink. The pages were from Zach- 
ariah xii., 2-8, and read as follows, the subject 
matter being divided in verses, as does not ap- 
pear in the »riginal: 

2. **Nations round about, and in Judea there 
shall be a siege against Jerusalem. 

3. ** And it shall come to pass in ‘that day 
that I will make Jerusalem a stone trodden 
d wntoall the nations, every one tramples 
on it; mocking, is mocked, and there shall be 
gathered together against it all the nations of 
the earth. 

4. “In that day, saith the Lord Almighty. 
I will smite every horse with amazement and 
his rider with madness; but upon the house 
of Judea I will open mine eyes and ail the 
horses of the nations I will smite with blind- 


ness. 

5. ** And the captains of thousands of Judea 
shall say in their hearts: We shall find for 
ourselves the inhabitants of Jerusalem in the 
Lord Almighty their God. 

6. ** In that day I will make the captains of 
thousands of Judea a firebrand among wood 
and asatorch of fire in stubble and they 
devour on the right hand and on the left all 
the natiens roundabout; and Jerusalem shall 
dwell again by herself. 

7. **And the Lord shall save the tents of 
Judea as at the beginning, that the boast of 
the house of David may not magnify itself 
and the pride of the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
against Judea. 

8 ** And it shall come to pass in that day 
that the Lord shall defend the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and the weak ones among thern in 
that day shall be as David.”’ 

A comparison of these verses with the verses 
in the latest version of the Old Testament will 
show a considerable divergence of language. 
Prof. Hechler, in his remarks upon this in- 
valuable manuscript, said it was sincerely to 
be hoped that this most valuable papyrus of 
the Bible, probably the oldest now known to 
exist, would soon be published in fac-simile 
for the strict examination of biblical schol- 
ars. He added in conclusion that it was the 
pressing duty of the British Government to 
institute an organized and scientific search for 
papyriin Egypt. It was impossible to fore- 
cast what surprises might be in store or what 
treasures might be placed at the disposal of 
modern scholarship. 


To Show His Hatred Gov. Buchanan Par- | 


dons Prisoners Sent from Memphis, 

Mempuis. Tenn., Sept. 17.—Gov. Buchanan has 
shown his hatred for Memphis and Shelby County 
courts. When be was hanged in effigy for his ac- 
tion in the H. Clay King case, he determined to 
resent it. Afew days ago he pardoned Albert 
Hope, a nephew of Mrs. Frank Leslie, who had 
been sentericed from there to three years for forg- 
gery. Yesterday he repeated the dose by order- 
ing the release of Charles Raymond, together with 
several others sent up from this county. Ray- 
mond resisted arrest and seriously wounded an 
officer. He was convicted of robbing_an old 
cripple. The news of bis release yesterday, fol- 
lowing so closely upon the King and Hope cases. 
created astorm of indignation. Judge Dubose 
and Attorney-General Peters boiled over with rage 
when they beard the news. The newspapers are 
bitter in their criticisms of the action of Gov. 
Buchanan, and warn him that a public lynching 
will follow the next miscarriage of justice in Shel- 
by County.

Ohio’s Bureau of Inspection, 

A movement is now on foot among those 
familiar with building and loan associations 
in Ohio to have the next Legislature increase 
the powers of the State Bureau of Inspection. 

It-is claimed that the sending of reports to 
Columbus once a year by the Secretaries 
does not accomplish the result originally in- 
tended when the Bureau of Inspection was 
created. 

It is said that it is possible for Secretaries 
to so doctor returns that it is impossible for 
the Inspector to aseertain whether the asso- 
ciation 18 working according to iaw. 

It is cited that a number of the associations 
are now violating the new law by not having 
their annual reports published in some news- 
paper in thecounty. A number of associa- 
tions seem to think that a report posted in the 
association meeting place is all that is required 
by the law. The latter states that it must be 
posted and aiso published in some paper. 

There 18 nothing on the blanks to the In- 
spector asking whether the reports have 
been published, A copyof the paver in which 
the report was published should be required, 
as many think. 

Another necessity of a change has been dis- 
closed by the discovery that two associations 
had aloss, QOne association had a loss of 
$2,600, and by order of the Board of Directors 
the Secretary was ordered to divide the loss 
over a period of eight years. In other words, 
they are to place so much in the reserve fund 
for eight years until this loss is canceled. In 
this case new members will be charged a pro- 
rata share of their profits for the next eight 
years for something they had nothing to do 
with. In another association all the with- 
drawing members were charged with1 per 
cent, to be placed to the contingent fund for 
future losses, and nothingappears on the muin- 
utes to make the assessment general, 

At present it is possible for an association 
to carry a loss on property as @ mortgage for 
the full amount until they have enough in the 
reserve fund before canceling it. It is also 
possible to build up the reserve fund by mak- 
ing assessments on the withdrawing members 
without the bureau of inspection finding it 
out. 

The changes that will be asked will be in 
the first place a formal examination of asso- 
ciations, The idea is to have the Legislature 
increase the power of the office enough to 
adimit of deputy inspectors. 


Exceedingly Bad Financiering. 


‘The unsound savings and loan associa- 
tions are beginning to attract much attention 
in New York State,”’ says. the United States 
Investor.’ ** Qut of 125 of these institutions in 
the City of Buffalo alone it is asserted that at 
least 80 are of the * permanent dime’ order, 
and in pretty poor shape financially. State 
Bank Examiner Whitton, who has turned his 
attention to the savings, building, and loan 
associations, has, at this writing, examined 
six or seven of these societits, among them? 
being two known as ‘dime associations,’ or 
smali sect.onal associations, in which dues are 
paid at the rate of 10 cents a week on each 
share held, and which are. run upon what is 
known as as the permanent idea. Both were 
found to be in a bankrupt and wretched 


shape.”’ 

The weak features in the associations are 
outlined as follows by Mt. Whitton: 

These associations have been dividing and pay- 
ing money representing a premium which could 
only be earned, so much per annum, during the 
life of aloan. The loan usually ran from ten to 
twelve years. Profits were declared the very 
night money was sold. They were anticipating 
protits by twelve years. 

_ The very moment they paid the first withdraw- 
ing member more than his money had earned 
that moment the association was insolvent and 
it has been ever since. 

_ The plan of these associations ia this: A loan 
is made on bond and mortgage and premium 
charged for the money lent. This premium is 
then added to the face of the mortgage. It gets 
no interest, but is paid out at onte to the share- 
holders. 

There are free shares and shares held by the 
borrowing members. So the man who withdraws 
his money directly after any amount is divided. 
and the dividends are made every week, gets 12 
per cent premium at once, instead of waiting 
twelve years to get it. Thus he getsi7or 18 per 
cent yearly. An inducement is thus given for the 
Spaceneyeer to get out and so weaken the instita- 

on. 

The Erie Connty has been in existence four 
years. During that time it has never had a ledg- 
er.only keeping a cash-book and register. Its 
officers have never known what it owed or what 
it had to pay its debts with. It was the hardest 
kind of work to get a statement of the associa- 
tion's real condition, and when we did get it it was 
The Erie County owes $107,000 to 
shareholders, including about $10,000 of these fict)- 
tious profite. These, of course, cannot be counted, 
so, exactly speaking, the association has calls for 
about $87,000 for withdrawals from its sharehold- 


ers. 

The Third Ward owes its shareholders $63,000, 
| amount includes about $6,000 of fictitious 
profits. 

Both societies’ directors have drawn salaries 
amoynting to between $2,000 and $3,000 to which 
they were not entitled, continued the bank ex- 
aminer. 

There are too many of these small associations. 
There are all told about 125 savings and loan as- 
sociations in Buffalo. If there were but fifteen 
or twenty each could afford to have good ae- 
countants for officers, could pay salaries which 
would hire men who knew how to keep books— 
men who could run the thing instead of pleading 
ignorance. 

Work of Local Associations. 


The directors’ report of the Lake Shore 
Building, Loan and Homestead Association 
contains the following: 

The business of the association during the last 
year shows a steady and healthy increase in the 
amount of business transacted and profits earned. 
The cash receipts amount to a total of $78,408, be 
Ing ap increase over last year’s receipts of $17,651. 
The amount of loans in force has increased $40.- 
000, making the present total of loans outstanding 
$231,200. The monthly payments of interest on 
these loans amount to $1,156, aggregating for the 
year $13,872. 

The demands for loans have continued to be 
ahead of our increasing income, a part of which 
goes to pay the stock withdrawals. With the in- 
crease of age and membership the number of 
withdrawals increases, over $14,000 baving been 
paid on withdrawals during the last year, besides 
profits thereon of nearly $3,000. 

During 1891 the association disbursed $60,758 
while during the year just closed $79,015 was dis- 
bursed. The loans for the two years respectively 
were $44,400 and $59,298. In 1890 the loans amount- 
ye to $32,925 and the total disbursements to $48,-

A NEW ELECTRIC LAUNCH.

other motive power for launches. Attendant 
with the many superior features of the electric 
launch as compared to the ordinary steam and 
naphtha launch are none of the disagreeable 
features. The whole operation of the boat is 
under the control of one person, and simple in 
the extreme. The starting, stopping, and re- 
versing are regulated by asingle wheel, and 
any speed from the maximum to zero can be 
obtained by turning the wheel, as when moved 
to the right the propeller starts ahead, and the 
further it is moved to the right the faster the 
propeller goes. On turing the wheel back to 
the starting point, the motor comes to astand- 
still, and on turning it to the left the motion 
of the propeller wheel is reversed. 

This starting wheel and the steering wheel 
are situated together at the forward end of the 
cockpit, and both can be pperated by any one, 
though he be unfamiliar with boats and elec- 
tricity. The electrical energy is stored in the 
seventy-two storage batteries, which are 
underneath the floor. This gives the boat 
great seaworthy qualities, as they practically 
act as so much ballast next the keel. The 
motor also is under the floor and placed in the 
stern of the boat. It is of special design, in- 
vented by Prof. William Main, and manu- 
factured by the Union Electric company of 
New York. It is the slowest-running electric 
motor ever made, ahd is connected directly 
with the propeller shaft, thus eliminating ail 
speed-reducing devices, which are usually 
noisy and wasteful ef power. 

The Vashti is 30 feet over alliand 2 feet 
draft. The hull is built of oak frames, with 
white cedar planking, copper fastened. The 
cock pit is 23 feet tong in the clear and has seat- 
ing capacity for twenty-five to thirty persons, 
The interior woodwork is fine quartered oak. 
It was built by Charles L. Seabury & Co., 
Nyack-on-the-Hudson, for S. R. Bradley. The 
model is a duplicate of the launch Alva, which 
Seabury & Co. built last season for W. K. 
Vanderbilt. 

Every bit of the length and width of the 
boat is available for the use of passengers, as 
all the machinery is below the floor, giving a 
clear, open cockpit from stem to stern. The 
batteries hola a charge for a nine to ten hour 
run, and thé speed developed is eight to ten 
miles per hour.

THE STATEMENT IS FALSE AND ALTGELD 
KNOWS IT. 

Mr. Altgeld has stated on more than one 
occasion that the only way in which the Ger- 
man Lutherans of this State, and others who 
think like them, could have the Edwards law 
repealed was by voting for him—Altgeld—and 
his tail of Democratic office-seekers. He has 
not stopped at that, but has gone on 
to assert that, while the Republicans have 
promised that the law shall be repealed, 
and while Gov. Fifer: has said he wanted it re- 
pealed, certain individuals have an under- 
standing with the Governor and the leaders of 
his party that in the event of Republican suc- 
2e88 all pledges shall be violated and the law 
shall not be molested. 

The Republican State convention of 1,000 
delegates at Springfield last May adopted 
unanimously the following as part of their 
platform: 

Upon the important subject of education we 
declare: (A) That since the success of universal 
suffrage and of popular government requires unl- 
versal intelligence, therefore the free common 
schools of Illinois are the chief bulwarks of the 
Commonwealth and the safeguards of liberty. 
(B) That the édugation in elementary branches 
of each child in the State should be required 
by law. (C) That all parents aud those stand- 
ing in parental relation should be left absolutely 
free to choose in what schools and in what man- 
ner they will educate their children. (D) That 
in no ease shall school officers or civil autborities 
be giten authority by law to interfere with pri- 
vate or parochial schools. (E) In pursuance of 
these principles we pledge ourselves to repeal the 
present compulsory school act, and in lieu thereof 
to enact a law in harmony with the views herein 


stated. 
This pledge was made by delegates repre- 


senting 400,000 Republican voters. No mem- 
bers of the party have expressed their dissent. 
No man has been nominated, from Governor 
down, who has said that he was dissatisfied 
with this declaration of purpose. Gov. Fifer, 
who urged the adoption of the plank, has 
said that he is strongly in favor of it. 
Legislative conventions have repeated the 
dedarations of the State convention. Every 
Democrat in Illinois, including Altgeld, 
knows at the bottom of his heart that it is the 
intention of the Republican party to repeal the 
Edwards law, and that it will do so if it elects 
Gov. Fifer and a majority of the Legislature. 
There are certain courtesies which obtain 
among gentlemen and also between great 
parties.. Of those Mr. Altgeld appears to be 
ignorant. He certainly does not observe 
them. Gov. Fifer has stated publicly and 
privately that he is for the repeal of the Ea- 
wards law and will do what he.ean to secure 
its repeal, Mr. Altgeld steps forward im- 
pudently and brazenly declares ina speech— 
producing no trace of evidence—that Gov. 
Fifer is telling a deliberate untruth and that 
he has made a secret contract with certain un 
known persons to prevent/any change of the 
Edwards law. Gentlemen do not talk in that 
fashion when they have no proof—but then 
Altgeld is not a genrleman. 

The Republican party is made up of indi- 
viduals whose capacity for telling the truth is 
fully equal to that of Altgeld. They have 
stated publicly ana officially that they are go- 
ing fo repeal thé Edwards law if they get the 
power. Mr. Altgeld, without a particle of 
evidence, says they and tne Governor are 
telling falsehoods. That shows that Altgeld 
has shocking bad mannersand did not get 
sufficient. dosing with the maternal ‘slipper 
when asmall boy. | It shows further that this 
Altgeld is a good deal of a blackguard, a 
demagogue, and a falsifier. 


WHY NOT LET WELL ENOUGH ALONE? 

There is one passage in Mr. Whitelaw Reid’s 
speech to the Republican Club League con- 
vention at Buffalo, printed in yesterday’s Tr1B- 
UNE, which every business-man in this country 
should ponder over. It is this: 

Does not every business-man, whatever his party 
convictions or his political prejudices, absolutely 
know asa cold business proposition that the 
complete reversal of the existing order of things 
demanded by the Democratic party in its present 
platform as to the tariff, as to reciprocity, and as 
to national banking, would necessarily unsettle 
business for the next eighteen months or two 


years? 

Every man who has anything at stake in 
the community should ask himself ** What is 
the need of a radical change of administra- 
tion?’ The country is thriving. There is not 
one interest which is suffering. Thtre is not 
a trace of that distress and misery which ex- 
isted from 1837 to 1840, which caused the peo- 
ple to insist on a radical change in policies 
and to cast the Democrats out of power and 
bring in the Whigs. Therefore it is a serious 
question whether it is best to throw away the 
substance for the shadow, and to abandon 
principles which have been tested and have 
resulted in prosperity for principles which 
have never been more than partially tried in 
the United States or which then resulted dis- 
astrously. 

The business-men must not forget that the 
success of the Democrats will nut be a tariff 
reform, but a revolution. They do not pro- 
pose to reduce protective duties and trim down 
the assumed excesses of the’ McKinley law, 
but to abolish altogether the protective duties 
on competitive goods. 

Reciprocity treaties have been made with 
European and South American powers, af- 
fecting the imports of sugar and coffee, and 
the exports of cereals, meats, and other Amer- 
ican products to Germany, Brazil, Cuba, ete. 
Those treaties the Democrats propose to wipe 
out, leaving the nations with which they have 
been made free to impose restrictions as 
onerous as they please upon American prod- 
ucts, while our ports are to be opened free of 
duty to all Europe. 

The Democratie scheme is to take away the 
foundation stones on which rest the vast 
American manufactures of seven billion dol- 
lars a year ana to/substitute free trade and no 
protection. What will the condition of the 
country be while sinking down to free trade 
prices and cheap labor? Manufactures will 
stop. Trade will be paralyzed. Every man 
will suspend active operations to see what the 
outcome of the commercial revolution will be. 
Merchants will hesitate to make purchases 
except in driblets. The great army of com- 
mercial travelers will be called in and will be 
told that there will be neither work nor pay 
for them till things have settled down on the 
new free trade basis, and pethaps not then. 

Nor do the Democrats propose to stop short 


foreign commerce and domestic manufac- 
tures. They inean, if they get into power, to 
enter the field of finance; to wipe out the 
national bank systern which has existed for 
thirty years and which has struck its roots 
deep all over the country, to which the people 
are accustomed and by which they have suf- 
fered no loss, but great benefit, and to substi- 
tute for the safe currency those banks have 
furnished the notes of the banks of forty-four 
States which will inevitably deteriorate into 
wildcat shinplasters as they did before. 

Free trade would be a novelty in the United 
States, State banking is not. The evils of free 
trade muat be reasoned out or tried experi- 
mentally. Those of State banking are known 
by sad experience. The unhappiest years in 
the history of the United States, in most re 
Spects, are those covered by the Democratic 
wildcat State banking period, which began 
with the destruction of the Bank of the United 
States by Jackson and ended with the com- 
mencement of the war, at the expiration of 


Buchanan’s wretched reign. 
During that time the currency of the coun- 


with the reconstruction of the entire system of 


try was an unending series of broken prowm- 
ises to pay, and whoever took a bank note did 
so in the hope that he could find another ana 
a bigger fool than himself on whom he could 
work it off befote the bank burst up. 

The effect of a return to this fine old Dem- 
ocratic State sévereignty currency would be 
aimbst ad disastrous in some respects as the 
adoption of free trade. It would hit nearly 
every man and hit him hard. The only busi- 
ness it would benefit would be that of the 
brokers and the publishers of the bank note 
detectors, 

Hence, as reason and experience prove that 
the introduction of the cardinal principles of 
Democracy would be disastrous to a country 
which 18s now more flourishing and whose citi- 
zens are better off than at any time in all its 
histury, the businessmen ought to ask “‘ why 
shall we abandon a certain good foran un- 
questioned evil? Why shall we abandon poli- 
cies under which we prosper for policies which 
will convulse the country? Why not let well 
enough alone?”’ 


FOR GOOD COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 

Mr. William J. Campbell, member of the 
National Republican committee from Illinois, 
speaking a few days ago. about the excellent 
ticket nominated by the Cook County Repub- 
lican convention, dwelt especially on the good 
nominations made for County Commissioners, 
He said: 

I believe it to be true, and I think it will be 
generally conceded, that the county never had a 
better Board of Commissioners than the present 
one. I never heard of any scandal attaching to 
the personal or official conduct of any member of 
that board. It was a clean body in every particu- 
lar. And the Republicans have renominated 
every mémber who desired to be returned. The 
Republican candidates for Commissioners go into 
the canvass with good records. 

This is true in every particular. The present 
County Board has done excellent service for 
the county. It has conducted the affairs in- 
trusted to it honestly and economically. Every 
doilar raised by taxation has been properly 
applied. The previous Democratic board 
spent all the money it could squeeze out of the 
taxpayers under the law in alleged support of 
the county institutions, and in some trumpery 
affairs. There were frequent scandals, bood- 
ling symptoms, quarrels between the em- 
ployés of the board, and insubordination;

tor the third Criminal Court room, and for the 
increasing clerical work of the county. No 
County Board in the history of Cook has done 
so well. 

And of the fifteen membets of the present 
board eleven—all who sought nomination— 
have been renominated by the Republicans. 
Those eleven included Commissioners Ballard, 
Spofford, Burmeister, Nelson, Struckman, 
Green, Cool, Hoffman, and Allen, who have 
given their time unstintedly to the service of 
the county. Their reélection will mean contin- 
ued good government for the county. It 
will mean an admunistration of county affairs 
without scandal. It will mean additional 
public buildings and public improvements 
that are needed for the county. It will mean 
that the present tumble-down Court-House 
building wiil be renovated and put in sightly 
condition. It will mean that the people of 
Cook County appreciate honest and efficient 
public servants, and that they desire the con-

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ALTGELD INSULTS THE COLORED RACE. 

In his speeeh at Galesburg Friday last 
Mr. Altgeld inaliciously uttered the following 
falsehood: 

The Republicans have discovered that there is 
no enthusiasm for their candidate. Their meet- 
ings are failures. They have noticed that there 
are 4,000 voting precincts in the State. Thata 
change of from six to ten in a voting precinct will 
makea difference of 40,000 votes in the whole 
State. Feeling that the intelligent people are 
against them they are preparing to save them- 
selves by trying to win over this floating and, in 
some degree, purchasable and controllable vote. 
They are also colonizing negroes in this State. 


It is astonishing that a man of Altgeld’s in- 
telligence, a man who has beén upon the 
bench, and is claimed by his supporters to be 
a superior lawyer, should have uttered a state- 
ment like this, the falsity of which must be 
ayparent even toachild. Under the Consti- 
tution of Illinois no person can vote in Ilii- 
nois who has not been a year in the State be- 
fore the day of the election, and the registry 
laws are of the strictest kind. - It would 
therefore be a task of extraordinary diffi- 
cu'ty for any man to vote who 
had not been resident in the State a year 
unless he perjured himself. Are we to sup- 
pose that in November, 1891, not knowing 
what the political conditions would be or who 
would be the candidates, the’ Republicans 
began bringing in negroes from the South to 
vote for unknown candidates? Woes Judge 
Altgeld suppose there were any of his hearers 
so stupid as to believe that Republicans would 
import negroes a year beforehand, herd them, 
and feed them. and keep watch over them lest’ 
they should stray away into other States and 
get lost? 

The law further requires that a voter must 
have been ninety days in the county. Does 
Altgeld presume to declare that) Republicans 
have been colonizing by shifting negroes 
about from one place to another, from Cairo 
to Chicago, from Galena to Danville, for 
instance? Why should they do it? A vote 
against Altgeld in Du Page County counts just 
as much as one in Madison County.

It will be noted that the Democratic assess- 
ment on its candidates 1s nearly three times 
larger than the Republican assessment in the 
aggregate.

THE ATTEMPT TO BRIBE JUSTICE 


WOODMAN. 

Justice Woodman’s statement read: in his 
court yesterday forenoon of the attempt of 
M. C. McDonald, the Chicago boss gambler, 
to bribe him bears the impress of truth. As 
read by the Justice in open court after he had 
fined the gamblers from $5 to $100 each the 
statement is as follows: 

‘* It behooves me as a public officer to make a 
public statement in this case. I have beena 
public magistrate for about eleven years, and in 
that time I have tried over tens- of thou- 
sands of cases. This is the first time in that period 
that a bribe has been offered to influence a de- 
cision. The other night while at home a man 
came to me asking me to decide these cases im- 
mediately and to discharge them. He told me 
that Altgeld would be the next Governor and he 
would use his influence with him for my reap- 
pointment. He then said: 

**T owe you some money,’ and handed me 
what I thought was the amount due for some 
bail-bonds signed on the evening of the 6th. After 
he had gone | came back to the lighted room, 
examined the bills, and found $300,” 

* The man who gavé me this was Michael C. 
McDonald. If he is in the room he can come and 
get it. If not I will hand it to Inspector Lewis.” 

This 1s clear and full. McDonald will of 
course deny it. But what motive could Jus- 
tice Woodman have in making the statement 
if it was not true? 

McDonald and his fellow-gamblers are no- 
toriously working for the election of Altgeld 
as Governor. They were delegates in the con- 
vention which nominated him at Springfield. 
McDonald is an active member of the County 
Democratic committee in charge of Altgeld’s 
canvass. He is a man of influence in his 
party. He could without fear of failure 
pledge Altgeld’s favor to Woodman when the 
latter will be a candidate for reappointment in 
1895. The money bribe was a mere incident 
of the transaction. It was a sort of pledge of 
McDonald’s good faith in making the promise. 

The transaction but shows the desperation 
of the gamblers and how completely they con- 
trol the local Democratic organization. They 
control it for the:e own purposes. They prob- 
ably do not care a jot about Democratic prin- 
ciples. They only care to control the Demo- 
cratic officials. They would control Repub- 
lican officials also—as' was proved by the at- 
tempt to bribe Justice Woodman, 

The Mayor of Chicago has none too soon 
tried to sufpress those lawless people and to 
put an end to their lawless transactions. It 1s

A DIFFERENCE BETWEEN LUTHERANS 
AND CATHOLICS ON THE SCHOOL QUES- 
TION, 

It is not surprising that the recent Roman 
Catholic Bishops’ pastoral, which was read 
in all the Illincis and Wisconsin Catholic 
churches last Sunday, has aroused much feel- 
ing among the German Lutherans and in- 
spired the determination among the Lutheran 
laity to assert its independence of that 
clerical interference with purely secular 
affairs which stood out so conspicuously in the 
pastoral. Mr. Gestefeld is unquestionably 
right when le says in the interview printed in 
yesterday’s TrinunE—Vviz. : 

The German Lutherans will be affected in a 
manner which neither the Catholic nor a great 
portion of the Lutheran clergy will relish. it will 
inevitably produce a revival of a purely Protest- 
ant sentiment among the Lutheran laity which 
will be of no advantage for their clergy. In the 
Lutheran as well as in other, denominations out- 
side of Roman Catholicism the pew is far more 
conservative and far more under the influence of 
tradition than is the pulpit. Lutheran ministers 
may not be frigntened at the idea of a temporary 
alliance with the Roman Catholic Church which 
promises them a political recognition of the 
power of theirown church, bat their flock will 
absolutely refuse to follow them into anything 
like friendly relations with the Papal church. If 
there is one thing that is born and bred into the 
bone of Gerrhan Lutherans it is opposition to 
ecclesiasticism of any kind, and, aside from the 
Baptists and Congregationalists, there no 
Christian denomination as thoroughly democratic 
as is the Lutheran. 

There is a radical difference between the 
Lutheran and the Roman Catholic Churches 
as regards the public schools and the question 
uf taxation necessary to their support. The 
Lutherans are the old original friends of 
popular education and are in favor of com- 
pelling children to attend school and study the 
elementary branches. They were 80 ia their 
own country. They have always been so in 
this. Their record on this point is time-hon- 
ored and unbroken. While they wish their 
own schools for the religious instruction of 
their children, yet they are heartily in favor 
of the public schools, though no religion is 
taughtin them. They always have set their 
faces like a flint against diverting tne public 
school tax to the use of the Lutheran schools, 
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| or of those of aay other feligious body. They

are willing to be taxed for their support evea 
when they do n..t patronize them. 

The Roman Catholic Church, on the other 
hand, as is abuhdantly shown by the pastoral 
of the Archbishop and the three Bishops, has 
occupied a radically different position. While 
it insists upon its own parochial schools for 
the religious instruction of its young, which 
clearly is its right, it has looked with indiffer- 
ence upon the secular publi¢ schools because 
they do not furnish Catholic instruction. It 
has not cared whether they were open or 
closed, though the Lutherans would regard 
the latter contingency ag a serious misfortune. 
The Roman Catholic Bishops hold that those 
who send their children to their parochial 
schools shall be exempt from taxation, or that 
the tax they pay shall be diverted to the sup- 
port of the Roman Catholic schools. 

This is the essential difference between the 
two denominations in their views of this im- 
portant question, and it will be perceived they 
are as wide apart as the poles. The Lu ther- 
ans, while they protest against the provisions 
of the Edwards law as wrong in certair. par- 
ticulars and demand its repeal, yet are in 
favor of compulsory eduvation and want the 
public schools maintained by universal tax- 
ation according to each person’s taxable prop- 
erty. 

The Catholic clergy, on the other hand, 
while they object with justice to certain pro- 
visions of the Edwards law, want no provision 
for compulsory education and are indifferent 
as to what may become of the secular public 
schools, 

While this is the official attitude of the 


charch it is not that of the great liberalized, | 


Americanized mass of the Roman Catholic 
laity, as is shown by the fact that multitudes 
of them send their children to the public 
schools for their secular education, and will- 
ingly pay taxes for the support of these 
schools. Their children pass through the 
schools and graduate and many of them be- 
come teachers in the publie schools and do 
good work in them. 

There 1s sufficient divergence in the views of 
the two bodies as herein set forth to indicate 
why the official Roman Catholic position as 
declared in the pastoral does not and cannot 
commend itself to the Lutherans.

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ANOTHER important manuscript find has 
been made in Egypt, as will be seen by an 
article printed elsewhere in this issue of Tux 
Trisunge. It is in the shape ofa biblical 
papyrus containing portions of the Old Testa- 
ment books of Zachariah and Malachi, written 
in Greek, and believed to date from the third 
or fourth century. Prof. Hechler, Chaplain 
of the British Embassy at Vienna, and a dis- 
tinguished Orientalist, is of opinion that it 
was copied from some original Septuagint 
bible, which was first translated 280 B. C. for 
the use of the Hellenistic Jews in Egypt who 
had forgotten the Hebrew tongue. fhe va- 
riations inthe text of Zachariah are interest- 
ing, as will be seen by the following parallel 
of the second and third verses of the twelfth 
chapter:

Asthis is the oldest papyrus of the Bible 
known to be in existence it will soon be pub- 
lished in fac-simile for the study of scholars, 
Prof. Hechler has also urged upon the British 
Government to make an exhaustive search for 
these papyri, as he is confident that others 
will be found which will add greatly to the 
treasures of modern scholarship, It is a little 
remarkable that no systematic effort at dis- 
covery of documents of this kind has been in- 
stituted in Egypt, when there can be no doubt 
that finds of the most valuable description 
would be made. The birth-papers of the race 
are undoubtedly hidden away in this ola 
cradle and civilization ought to bring them to 
the light in its own interests as well as in those 


of advanced scholarship. 


Nzarty all the Cook County Judges have 
returned from their vacation trips of more 
than two months’ duration.

Judges will seek midwinter as well as mid- 
summer vacations. A few of them have taken 
the midwinter vacations, and that has not 
been without its influence on the conventions 
and on the voters, who show,a gradually in- 
creasing disinclination to renominate the old 
Judges and a lessening respect for the judiciary. 
Ibe people are getting more and more tired 
of the law’s delays, prolonged by the inactivity 
or laziness of their Judges. They hope for 
an improvement, Will they be disappointed? 


Tur Chicago Evening Post, with ite eustom- 
ary malice, has undertaken to dispute the 
genuineness of Tus Txrsune’s cable dis- 
patches, and especially of those which have 
related the experience of a correspondent who 
has been inoculated with the cholera virus. 
There is no mystery at all about Tas Tx1s- 
ung’s cable dispatches, and their genuineness 
cannot be denied in good faith, The New 
York Herald and Tue Caicaco TRIBUNE 
formed a syndicate several years ago, ©Im- 
bracing several of the leading papers in the 
Union, tor the purpose of exchanging news, 
foreign and domestic, among themselves. 
Tur Trrsune has had this association with 
the New York Herald for ten or twelve yeurs. 
Each paper in the syndicate has the exclusive 
right to the cable dispatches in its own terri- 
tory, and each pays its pro rata share for what 
it gets and prints. Taz Trrsuns not only 
pays the domestic tulls from New York to 
Chicago, but also its share of the ocean rate, 
and part of the expense of maintaining the 
service abroad. We do not see how any dis- 
patch could be more. legitimate than that 
which Tue Trrsune has printed. 

We may add that the Chicago Herald,which 
is the morning edition of the Post,has a similar 
arrangement with the New York Sun, and we 
do not understand that the cable dispatches 
appearing in the Chicago Herald are ever 
credited to the Sun—on the contrary, they are 
labeled “special cable ”; or that the corre- 
spondent, when it is necessary to niention him, 
is referred to as an employé of the Sun. The 
difference between the Chicago Heraid’s 
services and the Txrpune’s is that the latter 
is maintained by possibly the strongest com- 
bination of newspapers in the United States, 
while the Ghicago Herald’s service is almost 
exclusively the outgrowth of the Sun’s supe- 
rior energy and judgment in the collection of 
news. 

As for the Post itself, it gets its news from 
the New York Evening Sun, and we have not 
observed that it ever credited a single dispatch 
to that paper, although it8 service out of the 
Sun office sometinies amounts to as much as 
5,000 words a day. The thing then for the 
Post to do which will pay it best is to mind 
its own business and stop faking.

The man who is elected 
Governor this fall will have sent to him from 
the Judges of this county the names of the 
persons whom they think should be Justices 
of the Peace for the next four years. A Dem- 
ocratic Governor could refuse to send in, or a 
Democratic Senate could refuse to confirm, 
any one of those names.

Now THAT the Normannia passengers have 
been released from quarantine public interest 
will attach to the unfortunate passengers of 
the Wyoming, who have been held in quaran- 
tine since Sey. 6 and who have made a stir- 
ring protest against their further detention. 
They set forth in their appeal that they ar- 
rived on the above date after a prosperous 
voyage and with a clean bill of health, except 
the indisposition of a baby, which had been 
delicate frum birth. The only deaths on 
board have been occasioned by the fumes of 
sulphur used in disinfection. The passengers 
say; , 
Since then not a single individual on board has 
had one moment’s sickness and yet we are com- 
pelled to remain here almost within a call of 
three cholera-infected ships. What is still worse, 
we are here for an indefinite period, no date havy- 
ing as yet been assigned for our release. We are 
not even classified as a cholera-stricken vessel. 
On the contrary we are and have been a clean 
ship. 

Several quarantine physicians have actually de- 
clared on our decks that we are not only a per- 
fectly clean vessel, but have been absolutely 
free from any infection whatever since we left 
Liverpool—over twenty days ago. In view of 
these facts we demand our immediate release, 
Our silence up to the present has been entirely 
due to the daily promises of reiease held out to 
us by the health authorities. There is, however, 
a limit to all human endurance, and surely we 
have reached that limit. In face of these facts 
and as our case is a special exception, we appeal 
to the sympathy, the humanity, and the well- 


Under such circumstances as there ordinary 
humanity would dictate the release of these 
unfortunate passengers at once. There is no

Alleys vs. Streets. 


CuHIcaGo, Sept. 17.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
Is it not the alleys of a great city like Chicago 
that need the first attention of the city govern- 


ment more than the streets as to cleanliness and 


health? Does not mach of the dirt. dust, and lit- 
ter of the street come from the alleys by the me- 


dium of the wind, wagons, horses, etc? Watch 
and see, Does not this constant cry. “Clean the 
streets. clean the streets,’’ distract the attention 
from the alleys, and cause people to think the 
city is being cleaned when the sweeper goes by, 
sweeping up only a little dirt and dust, while the 
alleys are left neglected with their piles on piles 
of garbage, stable manure, and speckled all over 
with dead and decaying rats, cats, etc.? Lav 
down your pen and go up any of the alleys just 
outside of the main business part of the city and 
sea if this is not literally true. ls not the neglected 
alleys, and not the streets, the great and main 
cause of bad air, ill health and death, and the 
“standing card of invitation” to the 
whole family of contagious diseases? True, 
it is a nice thing to bave a 
clean parlor, but should not the kitchen, the 
sink, and water closet receive the first attention 
of the housekeeper? Are the peuple civilized who 
bave a nice parlor but a dirty kitchen, foal 
smelling sinks and water closet, and nasty back- 
yards? If not, how about a great city that acte 
upon such a policy? Were the alleys thoroughly 
cleaned an2 kept clean, would not the streets, to 
a greater extent, take care of themselves than 
the reverse? Suppose all of you newspaper folks, 
editors, reporters and all, go for the alleys first, 
last, and all the time, in winter as well as in sum- 
mer, would not the result be clean streets as weil 
as clean alleys? The reverse will be and has 
been clean streets but abominable alleys in 
every respect all over the city where thickly 
settled except in a few small places. If there was 
a distinct Alley Department separate from the 
Street Department, there would be something 
done with this abominable alley nuisance. But 
tacked on the tail end of the Street Department 
it will always be the last attended to, and that 
too, when money is short or “all gone and noth- 
ing can be dove.”’ Itis big enougti and also im- 
portant enough to bea department all by itself: 
and must be, if you wish a clean and healtby city.

Two Widely-Differing Transactions, Each 
Involving Property on That Thorough- 
fare—Another Sale of the Old St. Paul’s 
Church—Plans and Permits for New 
Buildings—Différences of Opinion Re- 
garding a Lease—Kealty Markets of 
Other Cities—Gossip and Building Notes. 


Rumors that the New York Mutual Life In- 
surance company is considering, or rather had 
under consideration, a proposition forthe pur- 
chase oi the Leland Hotel property have ex- 
cited some comment among real-estate men 
regarding the future of Michigan avenue 
frontage. There are three interests repre- 
sented in the property; the ownership of the 
fee, of the building and leasehold, and of a 
term lease in thie hotel. A sort of optional 
combination of these interests was effected 
and the property was offered in fee simple to 
the New York company. The purchase was 
intended to provide asite for a fine office 
building, and it was said thatthe present 


, buildings would be removed to be replaced by 


& new iron and steel office building. Just 
why the prospective purchasers should select 
a Michigan avenue corner asa site for a build- 
ing improvement does nut seem to be clear to 
any one. Even the owners of the fee consider 
that the insurance company is going a long 
distance out of its way in selectiing a corner 
away from the office building district. 

. The agent who opened up negotiations for 
the sale of the corner intimated that the pror- 
erty has become too valuable for hotel pur- 
poses. The average real-estate expert will at 
once take issue with an intimation that Mich- 
igan avenue frontage can ever become too 
valuable for improvement with first-class 
hotels. The desirability of the thoroughfare 
for hotel purposes has been the principal 
reason for the recent phenomena! advances in 
values of property fronting on it. It is pre- 
eminently the leading hotel street of tne city. 
The leases of the Congress street corner se- 
cured for the Auditorum annex and the valu- 
ation determinel by them are evidence of the 
esteem in which hotel sites on Michigan ave. 
nue are held. The conditions of the street, 
which rather unfit it for general business pur- 
poses, favor its improvement with hotels and 
club houses. 

* At the same time that negotiations for the 
purchase of the Leland Hotel site are said to 
have been under way negotiations were also 
pending for the improvement of the Michigan 
avenue frontage now occupted by the Leroy 
Payne stables with an elegant ten-story hotel. 
Here apparently is an instance of the wide 
diversity of opinion among real-estate experts. 
One syndicate of capitalists is said to believe 
that Michigan avenue is the place for an office 
building, while another syndicate 1s making 
preparations for building a hotel. It is quite 
possible, however, that ueither of the projects 
will be carried througn successfully. 

The deal for the sale of the Leland Hotel 
property was declared off almost before it 
was fairly under way. Lawrence Minot, one 
of the Boston trustees to whom the fee 
of the property was transferred, objected 
seriously to a sale under any consideration. 
He claimed that the property had been pur- 
chased as an investment, and that he could 
see no advantage in making a sale. The 
provisional option given to the agent nego- 
tiating the sale was not renewed, and the 
matter was practically dropped. 

In the project for erecting the Leroy hotel, 
for which preliminary plans have beendrawn, 
the difficulty encountered has been of a differ- 
ent character. The insurance company 
which is expected to make the building loan 
objects to loaning on a leasehold interest. The 
Payne interest, although of the most favor- 
able character, is in the forin of a leasehold. 
The annual rental is perhaps not more than 
10 per cent of what the property would bring 
at present, but the company having the pro- 
posed loan in consideration is unwilling to 
take what 1s really a second lien on the prop- 
erty to secure the fepayment of the building 
loan. ._If the loan can be secured the erection 
of the building is assured, as a hotel company 
has been formed and all preliminaries have 
been arranged. 

It is not unlikely that the Western Union 
Telegraph company will complete negotia- 
tions for a building within a_s short 
time. All the parties supposed to know 
of the company’s intentions claim that the 
statement. which appeared in Tue TRIBUNE 
some time ago regarding pegotiations pend- 
ing between the telegraph company and the 
Phenix Insurance company for the purchase 
of the Phenix Building was correct in every 
respect. The local representative of the com- 
pany will say nothing further than that the 
company will have a ‘site and that it will not 
lease, but will buy. Asa preliminary to the 
purchase of the Phenix Building a collateral 
bond issue sufficiently large to provide for the 
Chicago purchase will be put out,. The pres- 
ent building will be improved by the addition 
of two stories. The Peck estate will make no 
change in the Washington street corner, it 1s 
said, until after the World’s Fair.

ST. PAUL’S CHURCH PROPERTY SOLD. 


Another Transfer of This Michigan Avenue 
Property Is Arrange For. 

A. Munger has arranged for the purchase of 
the St. Paul’s Church property on Michigan 
avenue, néar Sixteenth street. The property 
has a frontage of 129 feet and a depth of 163 
feet. The sale is made for the estate of F. F. 
Spencer ata consideration of $130,000. Mr. 
Munger denies the report that he is about to 
remove the church building and replace it 
with an apartment house. The property is 
bought for speculation and will be again of- 
fered on the market. This is the fifth trans- 
action in which this property has figured in 
the last three years. It was first solid by the 
church society for $75,000, and resold to 
George W. Henry in the summer of 1890 for 
$100,000. F. F. Spencer secured the property 
from Mr. Henry by an exchange of down-town 
leasehold interests at a consideration of about 
$175,000. The building is- under a lease to the 
Lincoln Warehouse and Van company. 


AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Work Begun on a Large Hotel for a Man- 
ufacturing Suburb. 

Plans and elevations of the new mercantile 
building to be erected on Van Buren street, 
betWeen Fifth avenue and Franklin street, 
have been prepared by Flanders & Zimmer- 
man and indicate that a fine improvement is 
to be made. The building will be a ten-story 
structure at the northeast corner of the alley 
intersecting Van Buren street, between the 
two streets mentioned. The lot, which the im- 
provement will entirely cover, has a street 
frontage of fifty-three and a half feet and ex- 
tends back eighty feet along the alley. The 
building is being constructed by a syndicate 
and is now being leased by Van Viissingen & 
Ismond to the class of tenants now occupying 
the Willoughby Building in the same locality. 
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NEW VAN BUREN STREET BUILDING. 


It will be filled with merchants selling 
goods from samples and having stock-rooms. 
The building is to be strictly fireproof and 
will be lighted from three sides. The front 
will be relieved by two tiers of bay windows, 
extending up from tbe second story. An es- 
timate of the cost of the building has been 
made at $125,000. 

Adler & Sullivan have just made plans for 
what they consider one of the finest 
hotel buildings in the State outside 
of Chicago. It is to be of stone, brick, 
and terra cotta and will cost $75,000. Exca- 
vations have been made for the founda- 
tions by Falkeman Bros. The building is 
to be located at Illinois street and West End 
avenue at Chicago Heights, about one block 
from the depot. It is to be 110x120 feet, 
three stories high above a basement. A 
square four-story clock tower extends up 
through the front. Through the base of this 
tower the main entrance will open. On the 
first floor will be eight stores with arched en- 
trances.. The store in the northwest corner 
of the building will be fitted up with vaults as 
a bank office. The office, main dining-room, 
and billiard-room will also be on-~the first 
floor. There will be 105 sleeping-rooms, 
fifty-five of which are first-class and will have 
private bathrooms attached. The second- 
class rooms will be on the thirdfloor. A high 
roof will surmount the building and two large 
bay windows will open out through the second- 
story front. } 

Holabird & Roche have completed plans for 
a handsome.apartment house, which Charles 
H. Lawrence and O. R. Glover will build at 
the northwest corner of Cottage Grove avenue 
and Fortieth street at a cost. of $100,000. It is 
intended to use it fora hotel during the Fair. 
It will be four stories high and will front 100 
feet on the avenue and115 on the street. It 
wiil be known as the Christoval. The design 
is in the Spanish Romanesque, and some 
special features will be displayed in the con- 
struction of the exterior. It will be of stone 
up to the sill courses, and above this rain- 
washed New Jersey brick, being of a dark 
rough finish, will be used. At every fifth 
course of brick there will be a row projecting 
about half an inch, the whole surmounted by 
a heavy cornice. There will also be orna- 
mental entrances of terra cotta. The interior 
will be cut imto 120 rooms, there being six 
apartments oneach floor. They will be finished 
in hardwood and heated by steam. The coat is 
estimated at $100,000. It is proposed to begin 
work at once. 

J. M. Moore has completed plans for ex- 
tensive additions to the Chicago Policlinic, 
on the north side of East*Chicago avenue, 
near Weils street. The present building is 
four stories high, and to this two stories will 
be added. The walls will be constructed of 
pressed brick with stone trimmin An ele- 
vator and steam heating plant will also be in- 
stalled. In the reara new amphitheater will 
be erected, containing also clinical rooms and 
laboratory, and an additional story will be put 
on the rear building. The front building is 
50x72 feet, and the rear structure 40x45. They 
will be connected by a covered passageway. 
The interiors will be equipped with the most 
modern appliances for hospital work. The 
cost is laced at from: $18,000. to 
$20,000. r.- Moore has designed and is 
now building a new edifice fer the North 
Congregational Church at Englewood, to cost 
$14,000. It will be located at the northwest 
corner of Fifty-ninthand La Salle streets on 
a foundation which was put in some time ago. 
it will cover an area of 55x90 feet and will be 
constructed of pressed brick, trimmed with 
Missouri sandstone, with roof of slate. 

John H. Wagner has designed an attractive 
four-story flat and store building, to be erect- 
ed by Gilbert E. Porter, at the northeast cor- 
ner of Fifty-fifth street and Lexington. It 
will front 115 feet on the former and sixty- 
seven feet on the latter, first story will

lanned a two-story attic and basement resi- 
nce, to be erected at Ravenswood. The 
first story will be of stone and the second of 
frame, while the interior will be finished ia 
hardwood and will be heated by hot water. It 
will cost $14,000. For the Calumet Gas com- 
pany at South Chicago Mr. Wagner has 
lanned a boiler-house, 50x60 feet, and the 
oundations for new equipment, including 
engines and dynamos, to cost $15,000. 
ilson & Marble have plans under way for 
a four-story apartment house which Mrs. 
Harry H. Fuller wil! build on the east side of 
Michigan boulevard, near Thirty-second 
street. It will be 25x100 feet. The details of 
the exterior construction have not yet been 
deeided upon. It will contain four flate with 
all the approved devices for comfort and con- 
venience, including hot water heating. The 
cost 18 estimated at $25,000. 

F. D. Patterson will buiid a fine apartment 
and store building at the southeast corner of 
Calumet avenue and Forty-third street af an 
expenditure of $75,000. It will be four stories 
high, and will front 100 feet on the avenue and 
126 on the street. The first story will be con- 
structed of Bedford stone and the upper 
stories of pressed brick, with several at- 
tractive corner bays. The interior will be di- 
vided into twenty-two flats of six, seven, and 
eight rooms each, with six stores on the 
Forty-third street side. The rooms 
will be finished in hardwood, with side- 
boards’ in the dining-rooms, heated 
by steam. and thé apartments supplied 
with hot water. The building will also be 
wired for electricity. It is proposed to break 
ground this week, and rush it forward to com- 
pletion as rapidly as possible. The plans were 
prepared by Morrison & Foster. J 

F. B. Townsend will design an additional 
story for the five-story building at the south- 
east corner of Market and Jackson streets for 
McNeill Bros., to cost $15,000. It will be 100x 
175 feet, and will be constructed of pressed 
brick. The building is now occupied by Wil- 
son Bros., the furnishers, but as soon as they 
move to the Cole Building Rosenwald & Weil 
will take possession.

FOREIGN WATCHES IN THE BACKGROUND 


Protection Has Driven Them from Ameri- 
can Markets. 

New York Advertiser Sept. 16: There was 
a time, not many years ago, when children 
got their first kuowledge about thmgs made 
in the Old World through hearing their fathers, 
or unclea, or big brothers tell about their 
“‘imported watches” with ‘* Swiss move- 
ments.’’ There is a tariff lesson in seeing 
“ the feels go wound ”’ if the wheels are those 


‘of American progress. 


A partner in one of the great American 
watchmaking concerns was at Republicaa 
National headquarters yesterday, and in 4 
little talk told some things that wil! interest 
the men who were boys in the days when the 
watch talk was of the ‘‘Swiss movement.” 

“There is no room for argument,” he said, 
“*as to the advantages of a protective tariff to 


‘all the various interests concerned in Ameri- 


can watch production. The corporation whose 
money furnishes the plant, the workman 
whose skill produces the and the final 
wearer of the product are all benefited. 
Switzerland bewails today the almost com- 
plete loss of the American market, which once 
sent millions of dollars annually across the 
sea in exchange for her watches, and import- 
ers of the Swiss line are falling over each 
other in the endeavor to unload their wares at 
any price and on any terms. England, for- 
merlv ruler of the watch field, is the victim of 
her free-trade heresies. With Switzerland on 
the one side and the United States on the 
other her unprotected manufactures have 
been ground between the upper and nether 
millstones of competition; her skilled work- 
men have fled to this country for employ- 
ment; her citizene are wearing timepieces 
with American trade marks. 

_“* Now, just scan the figures. They will not 
lie. In September, 1854, the only American 
watch factory produced five movements a day. 
In September of this year (1892) the total 
daily product of American factories is nearly 
seven thousand watches. In 1854 the watch- 
wearer paid $85 for a foreign silver watch of 
the popular grade of that rot In 1892 a better 
American watch in every respect is sold at 
retail for $18, and for $6 the laboring man can 
now buy a stronger and more rehable time 
piece of American make than is made any- 
where else in the world at a price 50 per cent 
higher. 

‘And what of wages? The present wages 
of watch factory employés range from 15 to 
25 per cent higher proportionately to the cost 
of the necessaries of life than before the oper- 
ation of a protective tariff law, and the Amer- 
ican watchmaker receives from two and a half 
to four times the pay for the same labor done 
by the foreign watchmaker. 

The history of the attempts of individuals, 
the early struggies ot the first American watch 
company, its assignment in 1857 and the years 
of gloom which followed, all accent the mar- 
velous present development of this industry, 
which received its first impetus from the pro- 
visions of the Morrill bill of 1861, fixing 4 tar- 
iff on watches imported into this country. 

.* This law marked the turning point in the 
history of this important trade. Manufac- 
turers began to hopefully face the problem 
of competition with the cheap labor of 
Switzerland. One factory after another 
started into existence under the favoring 
conditions afforded by the protective tariffs,

AND VALUES ADVANCE. 


All Stocks Were Strong—Generally Fine 
Weather Depresses Grain Markets, and 
Provisions Rdlé Easier in Sympathy 
with Wheat and Corn—Business Light 
at the Board of Trade—General Com- 
mercial and Financial News — South 
Water Street Markets. 


There was asharp change in the aspect of af- 
fairs at the Stock Exchange Saturday. I[t sud- 
denly developed that there was no stock for sale, 
and whoever wanted any had to bid prices up in 
a lively manner. The street railways made sharp 
advances, The last sale of West Side stock Fri- 
day was at 188% for the account. The first sale of 
account stock yesterday was 4t 193, a clear ad- 
vance of 4% points. The market opened at 190 
regular, and went up steadily under the influ- 
ence of an urgent demand and a scant supply. It 
reuched 195% at the close and was firm at that 
quotation. During the morning Jamieson bid 
194% for any part of 5,000 shares. The bid at the 
time it was made was at the top of the market 
and was within a quarter of a point of the highest 
price the regular stock sold at during the day, 
but it called out no stock. 

North Side stock was quite as firm as West 
Side. The opening was at 240 for the account, 
whieh was aa advance of 3 points, From that it 
jumped rapidly to a close at 2464, making the 
gain for the day 94% points. There was a strong 
demand aad little stock for sale. 

The tone of the market Saturday was strongly 
in the direction of higher prices. At the close 
liberal offers were made for calls on the street 
railway stocks extending into this week at sever- 
al points above Saturday’s closing prices. 
The general opinion seems to be that 
the cholera scare has had about 
all the cffect it will Weak holders 
have sold out and the stock has gone into strong 
hands. The opinion is held by a good many 
traders that even in the event of decidedly unfa- 
vorable developments in the cholera situation 
there is little more stock to be thrown overboard. 
As a rule the people who have the stock now are 
amply able to protect it through any sort of a 
crisis, and the faith in the ultimate course of the 
market is as strong as it ever has been. Another 
element of considerable strength, as the bulls 
view it, is the belief that there has been created a 
considerable short interest in these stocks. 
There is no question but some short stock has 
been put out. How much thore is of it 
is not easy to guess, but without doubt there is 
some still uncovered. Some shrewd traders esti- 
mate that onthe twostreet railway stocks the 
short interest now amounts to perhaps 2,000 
shares. If that view is correct or anything like 
correct an attempt to cover with ap absence of 
any depressing cholera news would make as great 
ascrambling asthe market has seen on any of 
the former upturus. 

The Brewery stocks were decidely firmer. The 
Milwaukee common showed an advance of 1%. 
The stock sold up to 35 regular, and closed firm 
at 35 forthe account. The preferred was also 
stronger. Brewery common sold up to 41 regular. 
Friday's settling price was 39% for the account, 
so the advanee was equal to nearly two 
points. Calumet Dock did not share in 
the strength displayed by the rest of the 
market. 1e Btock sold at 72c for the account 
and was not strong at that quotation. There 
seems to be a systematic effort to depress this 
stock, and, as it is doubtful if any of it has been 
sold short, the inference would be that believers 
in this security are inclined to foree the stock 
down in order that they may pick up some of it 
at low prices. Strawboard continues heavy and 
inactive, in spite of the fact that there is much 
favorable talk heard about the company’s opera- 
taons, and the certainty that earnings are larger 
than ever before.

The best historical and antiquarian research 
tends to show that in a house, No. 37, in the 
Vico Dritto Ponticello, lived Domenico Co- 
lombo, the father of Christopber, and that in 
this house the great Admiral was born. In 
1887 the Genoese municipality bought the 
house and an inscription has been placed over 
the door. : . 
To give the exact date of Colum bus’ birth is, 
however, difficult, but it is believed to have 
occurred some time between March 15, 1446, 
and March 20, 1447. The room that is shown 
as the one where the great discoverer was 
born exhibits in its broken brick pavement 
evident traces of the vandalism of relic hunt- 
ers. The person who exhibits it relates with 
a great deal of Italian fervor that an American 
tourist had carrmed off one of the doors bod- 
ily. The traditional birth-place of Columbus 
is in still another street nut far frormn_the 
prison of St. Andrea, in a narrow alley, Vico 
di Mocento. Whatever doubt may exist as to 
Columbus having been born here, it is quite 
certain that his father once lived here and car- 
ried on his trade as a wood-carver, a fact that 
is attested by the commemorative marble 
tablet inserted in the wall near the main 
entrance. ; 
The chief attraction at Genoa just now is 
the Italian-American Exposition, which, while 
not laid out on such magnificent lines as the 
one in Chicago, still is something of which 
both Genoa and Italy might well be proud. 
It is situated in the eastern portion of the city, 
near the shore of the Bisogno River and covers 
ar area of somewhat more than 180,000 
square meters. It is divided in two principal 
divisions, one morthern and one southern, 
which are connected with each other through 
gallery. The first thing that attracts 
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the visitor’s attention is the thoroughls artistic 
and decidedly unique entrance to this gal- 
lery. It seems that the city fathers, bent on 
modernizing the town as much as possible, 
and wishing to establish quick transit for the 
thousands of visitors, condemned a num- 
ber of old brmdges, among them the 
wonderfully picturesque old Porta Pilo. 
The chief architect of the exposition, 
Sig. Carpineti, in- an inspired moment hit 
upon the idea to utilize this historical old 
bridge for an entrance to the gallery, and it 
must be confessed it fills its purpose admira- 
bly. The center, or triumphal arch, is thirty 
meters high and used as principal entrance, 
while the other two arches are fitted up 
with rooms of various kinds containing 
chiefly models uf ancient and ‘modern vessels 
of every description. 

Another striking entrance is the one called 
“The Columbus Gate.”’ This is a massive 
pyramidal structure, looking more like a huge 
burial vault than anything else, this effect be- 
ing heightened through the large cross by

** Fame” crowning Columbus. ‘ 

Going through the long gallery one enters a 
eplendidly laid ott little garden devoted en- 
tirely to the choicest tropical plants. Here 
are long avenues of graceful nodding 

alms, many of them in bloom. 
‘antastic vines of the most brilliant 
hues form graceful festoons .all around 
while the ground fairly runs wild with its pro- 


fusion of all kinds of fragrance-laden exotics. 
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EXPOSITION. 


In this garden are a number of handsome pa- 
vilions devoted mostly to concert halls, read- 
ing-rooms, and restaurants. One enterprisin 
firm has erected a very gracefully designe 
cottage for the popular Queen Margherita’s 
special use. Visitors are allowed within its 
walls only when the royal mistress is absent. 
For a woman especially it is a place of de- 
light. One of the most attractive rooms is sur- 
rounded by very handsome and skillfully 
arranged mirrors. The furniture 1s palest 
olive and gold, while the ceiling, decorated 
ala Raphael, is supported by graceful, ser- 
pentine pillars of ivory. The furniture is a 
dream of taste and art, and the whole evi- 
dently in harmony with the cultured tastes 
of this gracious Queen. 

‘The next thing of interest is a very large 
and handsome fountain, in the reservoir of 
which are two colossal groups representing 
** Navigation ”’ and *‘Geography.’’ The basin 
is decorated with the coat-of-arms of Genoa, 
and also with those of Spain. Ali this is 
modeled by Bozzano, one of Italy’s best 
sculptors. 

After paying a flying visit to the Eldorado, 
which covers a space of 2,000 square meters 
and contains asplendid café and a very well- 
patronized theater, one can take the under- 
gruund cable toa handsome building with 
artistic windows of stained glass situated in 
the north division. Here is exhibited a beau- 
tiful collection of antique furniture, mostly 
the property of the Genoese aristocratic fami- 
lies, especially those claiming seine connec- 
tion with Coluinbus. Having ‘sailed in the 
Santa Maria’’ ws in Italy what *‘ came over 
in the Mayflower ”’ is in America. 

Objects which are of great interest to the 
American visitor are the numerous relics of 
Columbus. Inthe municipal palace will be 
found a fine mosaic portrait, the Codice Dip- 
lomatico, and some autograph letters of Co- 
lumbus. The portrait isa gift of Venice to 
Genoa. It is inclosed ina frame of ebony, 
inlaid with ivory. superior asa work of art. 
and in absence of any authentic likeness of 
the illustrious hero, is probably as reliable as 
any other portrait extant. 

The Codice Diplomatico contains authenti- 
cated copies, beautifully engrossed on parch- 
ment, of the royal ietters patent conferring 
upon Columbus his various titles, dignities, 
and privileges, with other important letters

and public documents. Among the latter is 
the famous bull of partition of Pope Alexan- 
der VL., establishing an imaginary line, drawn 
from the North to the South Pole, which was 
to determine the question of territorial right 
between the crowns of Castile and Portugal. 
The autograph letters kept within a marble 
column surmounted by a bust of Columbus 
are three in aumber. One is addressed to the 
directors of the old Bank of St. George, the 
second is to the Genoese Ambassador at the 
Spanish court, and the third is thought to be 


a letter to his son. These relics are absolutely 
priceless and are carefully guarded. 

After having paid the relics of Columbus 
their tribute the visitor comes to Ameri- 
con division of the Exposition. In this the 
attractions are both varied and decidedly

novel. First there is a labyrinth constructed 
of euriously arranged mirrors, once in its 
meshes there is but little chance of 
getting out inside of an hour. A _ large 
aquarium with representatives of the 
finny tribe froma mionow to a whale is of in- 
terest. In three buildings are the exhibits of 
the Ministers of Warand Marine, as well as 
the Department of Chemistry. The one thing 
that both amuses and amazes the visitorin the 
American divisioh is an enormous structure 
shaped like and intended to represent 
an egg. It is supposed to _ illustrate 
the clever answer Columbus made to 
the question if. oe could make 
an egg stand on end. To make the illusion 
as perfect as possible it has been painted a 
dazzling white. It stands on a platforim that 
looks like a huge tray. Sig. Guarone di No- 
vello has the honor of conceiving and design- 
ing this unquestionably unique but monstrous- 
ly ugly affair. It is so gigantic that 
it dwarfs  _aill buildings around 
it. The interior is far more attractive 
than the exterior, On the first floor is a very 
large reception-room on the walls of which 
are hung a large number of paintings repre- 
senting various events in the history of, the 
New World’s discovery. The second floor is 
occupied by a restaurant in which one is re- 
pat om with Columbus omelet, Columbus mac- 
aroni, Columbus is 
rung in on everything till one fairly 
goes frantic. To all this ‘is added 
complaints that the egg is getting stale, 
judging from the wine and beer. The third 
floor in this famous egg is reserved for a con- 
cert hall, but though the music is ali that can 
be desired the many puns from too fresh 
people not yet out of the shell put comfort to 
flight. It seems very strange that some in- 
genious people in Chicago should not have 
thought of this novel idea. It certainly would 
have proved a great success. 

“ Tne great bail, which will be the social

A Pleasanter Appellation Would Make the 
Scourge Less Feared, 
One of the most dreadful things about the 
cholera is the name of the disease. The seven 
letters which, when united, form the word 
cholera have aterribly sham harmony about 
them and compel one to think of some dread- 
ful rage of nature or of some frenzy of an un- 
known power. Qught not all diseases ead 
maladies have a pleasing name? For in- 
stance, ‘“‘anemy’’ is a delightful word; there 
is soinething cheerful about it. ‘* He 1s anem- 
ical; he is dying of anemy,”’ are both sweet 
phrases; they are poetical and attractive. It 
is not, therefore, to be wondered at that *‘ an- 
emy ”’ should always bea fashionable malady. 
Aneurism is also poetica), and without being 
guilty of a paradox it is certain that the trag- 
ical and som>2what obstreperous word cholera 
has a great deal to do with the terror it 
spreads. 
Not satisfied with the word itself adjectives 
are called into qualify it and, naturally, at the 
same time t» make the word cholera all the 
more complicated. ‘Thus there is * sporadic,” 
a word with the very best of intentions: it is 
meant to reassure, but generally does nothing 
of the kind, Next comes “ Asiatic,” a word 
that at once assumes an aspect of most fantas- 
tical proportions. Asiatic! Who knows 
what Asia is? Some persons in Chicago per- 
haps do not know where it is. And even those 
who experience no difficulty in locating that 
continent can dream but of immense land- 
scapes strewn with corpses, or of endless 
rivers rolling the said corpses along under a 
scorching blue sky and the most pestilential 
atmosphere imaginable, 
Looking matters straight in the face, are 
not epidemics of typhoid fever, diphtheria, or 
small-pox to be dreaded almost as much as an 
invasion of cholera? But nobody troubles 
himself about them nearly as much as about 
the dread plague. Nobody is afraid. The 
name is the cause of it all! How is one to re- 
main perfectly calin in the presence of a word 
that seems to have pee fabricated expressly 
to frighten one, just as babies tremble before 
the ‘old bogy’’? Talk about new dictionaries. 
If any dictionary requires reconstruction, it is 
the medical dictionary. And the man who 
would baptize with tasteful and agreeable 
names the diseases and maladies at which 
we are wont to groan and moan would deserve 
well of Ins fellow-creatures, and perhaps by a 
mere change of appellations would he work 
as many cures among the crowd as several 
doctors with their prescriptions. 

Why does cholerine, which is but a miniature 
of cholera, not frighten anybody? It has its dan- 
gers. It places lives in peril. One does not 
have to go far to find the reason. ‘It is simply 
because chulerine is pretty, coquettish, and 
delicate, and its feminine rhyme hides all 
surly looks it may contain. Had it been 
given adreadful name it- would be held in 
awe by everybody. 

great philosopher once said: “‘I am 
afraid of nothing so much as fear.’”’ There is 
plenty of room for reflection in these few 
words. 
Everybody who dies in times of cholera 
dies of cholera; all other illnesses and dis- 
eases have a vacation, probably. Would it 
not be more logical when one finds himself 
ainonug many diseases to begin by treating

A CHATTY ARTICLE ON GEORGE 
RAPP’S INDIANA COLONY. 


Sharing Property with His Fellow-Man 
Was the Doctrine That Led to the De- 
velopment of an Opulent Community 
in the Valley of the Wabash—Quaint 
Customs of the People+The Trial of 
Owenism—Nine Men Who Own Nothing 
but Represent $100,000,000. 

During the latter part of the eighteenth 
century there lived in Wurtemberg an indus- 
trious weaver, who was noted for his great 
piety and knowledge of the Bible. At the age 
of 24 he began to preach his peculiar doc- 
trines. After careful meditation he had de- 
cided that ‘“‘man could only be freed from 
selfishness if he would rid himself of private 
property and share with Ins fellow-man the 
works and profit of his labors”’; and also 
taught that it was necessary to return to .the 
customs of the first Christians, This weaver 
was the famous George Rapp, whose followers 
have since been known to the world as 
Rappites. In 1803 Rapp, his adopted 
son, Frederick, and two companions, started 
out as an advauce guard for their followers, 
bought 6,000 acres of forest land, about 
twenty-four miles north of Pittsburg, and de- 
cided to make a settlement there. Here, in ~ 
1804, 300 immigrants were received. Each 
one gave up his property and agreed to live 
under achosen leader. George Rapp was 
chosen as spiritual director and Frederick 
Rapp as financier. Besides these there were 
three elders, thus forming the * counsel, ad- 
ministration, and tribunal’”’ of the com- 


munity. bap 
The village founded, consisting of 130 houses,

was called Harmony. The colonists —— 
among themselves that there should no 
new marriages. Many of the old members 
dissolved the matrimonial] ties they had al- 
ready formed, and in a few years those who 
at first objected to this new rule finally 
ceased, by mutual consent, to live together in 
the marriage relation. Afterten years, mark- 
ing an advance from poverty to comfort, 
Frederick Rapp was attracted by a tract on 
Wabash River. His glowing accounts of this 
unbroken forest caused the elder Rapp and 
his followers to sell their flocks and 
herds and their excellent woolen fac- 
tory and with a movable property 
to the amount of $45,000 journey to Indiana, 
where they purchased 30,000 acres of fine 
land on the Wabash. The trip was made by 
means of rude fiatboats, which landed where 
the interesting village of New Harmony now 
stands. Remembering their first home in 
America they named their present refuge New 
Harmony. Comfortable homes, surrounded 
by .blooming flowers and well-kept gardens, 
back of which lay the carefully tilled fields, 
appeared in the wilderness. At the falls in 
the river was erected a watermill and forge. 
In an incredibly short time the colony had 
built a fort and four large build besides 
their dwelling houses. The large buildings 
were to serve as common lodging and board. 


Rappites 
was a frame building, from the belfry of 


which a clock sounded the hours and quarters,

As their means increased a commodious brick 
building took the place of the frame. The 
new building was in. the shape of a Greek 
cross, 130 feet east anc west and 120 feet north 
and south. As the years passed on the build- 
ing fell into decay and was finally used asa 
pork packing and slaughtering establishment. 

Finally it was torn down with the exception 
of the east wing. Most of the brick was 
in building a wall around their “ city of the 
dead,”’ but all that was not used was donated, 
together with $2,000, towards the building of a 
substantial edifice to be joined to the east 
wing. The additional sum needed to com- 
plete the building was furnished from the 
school fund. The building thus erected serves 
the purpose of an art gallery, containing cop- 
ies of the most famous paintings by the old 
masters, an excellent library, and a public 
school. The school children of today open 
and shut the same heavy, dark, old-fashioned 
dvuor which yielded to the firm touch of the 
leeders of this strange community. 

The Rappites did not believe in 
the useless extravagance of monuments, 
and for this reason no marble marks the last 
resting place of any of their dead; not even a

raised mound of earth shows where a body 
may lie. They kept a plat of their grave-

and is now in the possession of A. H. Freta- 

It is claimed that this building was con- 
nected with Rapp’s residence by an under- 
ground passageway. 

Traditiop says that the shrewd leader of this 
trusting community kept his hold upon them 
by playing upon their superstitions. A stone 
slab about eight feet-iong, tive inches wide, 
and eight inches thick; brought by him from 
near St. Louis, bears the imprint of two hu- 


man feet, above which were some irregular 


écroll-like markings. Rapp, it is said, in- 
. formed his followers that they were the foot- 
prints of the Angel Gabriel, ‘“‘who had here 
alighted to give warning that the destruction 
of tne world was near athand.”” He modestly 
claimed to be in direct communication with 
the Supreme Being, and that he was in this 
way kept informed of the shortcomings of 
his flock, who were, be it known, believers in 
the doctrine of Second Adventism. A more 
authentic account denies the.statement which 
implies the idea of superstition, and claims 
that George Rapp held his position as leader 
because the people knew of his great good- 
ness of heart. his strong will power, and his 
wonderful executive ability. 

Be their belief in a future life what it may, 
their industry, perseverance, bravery, and 
economy haye certainly never been excelled in 
the history of any country. Within ten years 
from the time the keel of their little boat 
ground ashore on the site of their new home, 
they had cleared 3,000 acres of land, 
reared a fiock of nearly 2,000 sheep, 
planted hop gardens, orchards, and 
vineyards, built dweiling houses, barns, 
Sranasten large enough to hold a year’s prod- 
uce in advance and houses in which to make 
cider and wine, constructed distillevies, mills 
‘ for various purposes, machines for manufact- 
uring, and had besides a store for retailing 
Philadelphia goods to the-country. Their 100 
dwelling houses were built for strength rather 
than beauty, and extended out to the side- 
walk: The doors, which were in the end por- 
. tion of the houses, were reached by a gate 
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passing through a lot fence. Many of them 
are still standing. 

To the south and southeast of the town were 
planted the vineyards, near one of which they 
built a summer house which one authority 
says was surrounded by concentric labyrinth- 
1an walks, shrubbery, etc., being planted in 
the various Openings. The colonists took 
great delight in showing visitors this puzzle. 

The colony numbered but 900 inhabitants 
and the average value of the manufactured 
articles amounted to $262 a day. 

About that time William Cobbett, traveling 
through America, visited New Harmony, and 
in his notes he wrote: 

There were 150 men and women all reaping in 
the same field of wheat. A beautiful sight! The 
crop was very fine, and the field, extending to 
about two miles in leagtb and from half a mile to 
a mile wide, was all open to one view, the sun 
shining on it from the west, and the reapers ad- 
vancing regularly over it. At sunset all the’ peo- 
ple, came in from the fields, workshops, mills, 
manufactories, and from all their labors. This 
being their evening for prayer, during the week, 
the church bell called them out ayain to attend a 
lecture from their high priest and lawgiver, 
George Rapp. The people were all collected in a 
twinkling, the men at one end of the church and 
the women at the other; it looked something like 
a Quaker meeting, except that there was not a 
single little child in the place. Sundays they are 
ine urch all day. 

Lawsuite never occurred among the c»l- 
onists. If a dispute arose it was a rule to set- 
' tle it before bedtime, thus verbally carrying 
out the instruction of the Apostle. The colony 
did not contain a single drunkard, spend- 
thrift, or idler. 

** Frederick Rapp,” says Dr. Fritsch,** was a 
person of great diplomacy. He rep- 
‘Tresen the colony among those outside and 
worked for their advancement.”’ In the year 
1816, when Indiana was to be organized as a 
State, he was chosen asa member of the com- 
mittee to frame the Constitution. In 1820 he 
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was one of ten commissioned by the ‘ Gen- 
eral Assembly ”’ of indiana to select a site for 
the Capital of the State. 

' At the height of their prosperity (in 1825) 
the colonists were seized with a desire to 
move, and after selling their flourishing vil- 
lage retraced their steps, locating not far from 
their former home, naming the place Ecohb- 
omy, which is situated on the Oho River, 
about seventeen miles northwest of Pittsburg. 
They left because of the alarming mortality 
among them. It is believed that when they 
left Indiana they liad possessions amounting 
to $1,000,000. ‘I'he membership of this society 
is. at present less than fifty, a majority of 
whom have reached the advanced age of four 
score. The remaining population of Economy, 
consisting principally of hired help, numbers 
‘between 300 and 400. Of the original band 
who left New Harmony oniy nine are living, 
and as they are very old a squabble concern- 
ing the property will soon grace the records 
of the courts. They own nothing as indi- 
viduals, but the wealth of the colony, which is 
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the result of toil and diligence, bas reached, it , 


is estimated, the tidy sum of $100,000,000, to

George Rapp died Aug. 7, 1847, at the age of 
90, just twenty-two years after signing the 
deeds which made New Harmony the property 
of Robert Owen, who paid for it the sum of 
$150,000. 

This historic place was destined to become 
the home of many persons famed as uoted 
educators and earnest seekers for scientitic 
facts. Among the foremost of these was 

Robert Owen, a wealthy manufacturer of New 
| . He became convinced 
= the employers and the 
—..Working people should and could be made 

_ ‘identical and harmonious instead of separate 


| and conflicting,” 


He bought the fruitful land 
associa with himself in 
illiam McClure, who share 
Mr. Owen’s communistic and philanthropic 
views. Mr. McClure assisted in founding the 
Philadelphia Academy of Natural Sciences, 
and for more than twenty years 
was President of that institution. 
Among geologists he wore the proud title of 
father of American geology.”’ He organized 
a * school of industry,” the object of which 
was to promote intelligence and economy 
among the working classes. He became sole 
editor and proprietor of the New Harmony 
Disseminator. The contributions were from 
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the pen of great scientists, philosophers, and 
authors. 

Mr. McClure in his will, which disposes of 
$1,500,000, wrote Nov. 26, 1827: 

In the course of my experience, having ob- 
served that all donations left for the education of 
the poor have been, in all countries, seized upon 
and diverted to contrary purposes, and that men 
were always the trustees that betrayed their 
trust, I therefore make females my _ trustees; as 
conceiving them more faithful: and iikewise those 
I appoint have a moral . gratification in the 
success of my plans for the dissemination of 
knowledge, which they, along with me, think 
constitutes everything that is good, and ignorance 
everything that is bad. I therefore constitute and 
appoiot Maria Duclos Fretagoet and Frances 
Wright my lawful trustees and executrices, 
agreeably to the rules and regulations of the fol- 
lowing last will and testament. Besides the 
above reasons as an advocate for the education of 
females so as to fit them for the occupation of all 
places their physieal force will permit them to 
perform. 

Unfortunately Mme. Fretagoet died before 
Mr. McClure, and the vast estate he had in- 
tended should maintain a grand school and 
various benevolent institutions passed into the 
hands of the lawyers. Failing health took 
him to Mexico, where he died in March, 1840, 
in his 78th year. A pamphlet entitled ‘‘ Notes 
on Early New Harmony ”’ says: 

The aim of Messrs. Owen and McClure was to 
found a community in which all should receive a 
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liberal education, with facilities for unlimited 
pursnit of knowledge. The religious views of 
its members were not to be restricted by any 
creed or faith, but advocated morals of the high- 
est and purest type. They believed that the mar- 
riage vows should not be obligatory if found to 
be uncongenial. Their property was to be held 
in common, but under constitutional restrictions. 

The principle of common Jabor was par- 
tiaily introduced, A few came who were as 
enthusiastic on the main principles of the set- 
tlement as were its founders. Between 800 
and 1,000 immigrants, many of them from 
Europe, caine at one time. In less than two 
years even the most hopeful of the colony saw 
that there was no prospect of success under 
its present easy laws. After granting leases to 
those who wished to continue his coéperative 
experiment Mr. Owen went to England, where 
he continued to advance hia theories. Among 
many other distinguished patrons was the 
Duke of Kent, and his many followers were 
known throughout England as Owenites. 

While Mr. McClure was in Mexico, and 
after Mr. Owen’s departure for England, the 
financial interests were left in the hands of 
Thomas Say, who has long been regarded as 
the ** Father of American Zoodlogy.”’ Mr. Mc- 
Clure had a vault built on the lot on which 
his residence stands, and there his remains 
were laid tu rest. His monument, a plain, 
handsome, but rather massive stone, was 
brought from one of the large cities, hundreds 
of miles away, on heavy log wagons. 

Among the scientists which the fame of the 
Owen-McClure settlement attracted was Rob- 
ert Dale Owen, eldest son of Robert Owen, 
mem ber-of Congress, Minister to Naples for 
six years, and the principal founder of the 
Smithsonian Institution. His letter to Presi- 
dent Lincoln, urging him to hasten the eman- 
cipation proclamation, is .his masterpiece. 
There are many persons who still have a lin- 
gering belief that the documeut which slipped 
the chains of bondage from the slaves was 
worded by Robert Dale Owen, 

A brother of Robert Dale Owen was Dr. 
David Dale Owen. He caused the old fortress 
of the Rappites to be remodeled and had it 
used as the headquarters for the United States 
Geological survey. At various times he was 
Geologist for Indiana, Arkansas, and Ken- 
tucky, and in 1847 was appointed United States 
Geologist. 

Col. Richard Owen was the youngest bfother 
of Robert Dale and David Dale Owen, and 
has “long been extensively known as an au- 
thor, teacher, scientist, and soldier.”’ His 
widow lives in the old mansion built by Will- 
iam McClure and surrounded by reminders of 
the distinguished dead. 

Soon after the purchase of New Harmony 
from the Rappites there came down the Ohio 
and thence up the Wabash a keel boat on 
which had embarked Mme. Fretagoet, C. A. 
Lesueur, Dr. G, Troost, A. E. Fretagvet, 
Peter and Victor Ducios, R. D. Owen, John 
Beale, and others. This was the so-called 
“boat-load of knowledge,’’ and among the 
most important personages was Mme. Freta- 
goet. She was a famous teacher of* the 
Pestalozzian system, and took entire control 
of the industrial school. It was because of 
the marked executive ability she displayed 
that William McClure appointed her the 
executrix of his will. ' Her skill as an arith- 
ineticlan was simply wonderful: a class under 
her teaching could multiply (mentally) four 
figures by four others and obtain the result 
quickly and accurately. She is the grand- 
mother of A. H. Fretagoet, now a prominent 
citizen and extensive merchant of New Har. 
mony; of Oliver N. Fretagoet, Clerk of the 
Posey County Court; also of Mrs. Ida Gun- 
drum, wife of a leading physician of Southern 
California. 

Scenes have changed since early times. 
There are now three churches and plenty of 
places where one may secure an antidote 
from taking cold. Instead of the one large 
store of Tayior, Faunt Le Roy & Co., which 
did all the business, consisting of merchan- 
dise, saw-mill, tannery, foundry, cotton mill, 
etc., from 1828 to 1852, there are now plenty 
of business houses. And though the village 
today is far from bemg the ideal place it was 
when its inhabitants proudly boasted that 
such athing asa lock to the door or smoke- 
house was unknewn, it really isa pleasant 
place, whose 1,200 genial and whole-souled 
residents may well point with pride to their 
long list of illustrious ancestors.

UNCLE SAM’S BOYS WILL RIDDLE 
FORT SHERIDAN TARGETS. 


Regular Army Annual Shoot Begins Sept. 
24 at the Headquarters of the Fifteenth 
Regiment—Something About the Prizes 
and Those Who Stand a Show of Win- 
ning Them—“Gun Sling” Davidson’s 
Remarkable Performance with a Spring- 
field Rifle—Preparations for the Contest. 


At one flank of the Fort Sheridan rifle 
range there is a graded grass-covered level 
bit of turf surrounded by oak and walnut 
trees. In a week or two an old guard fatigue 
party from the garrison will work until “‘re- 
eall”’ turning the graded patch into a tempo- 
rary home for Uncle Sam’s crack shots, who 
soon will come to Sheridan from every army 
departinent. Tents will be pitched and 
aligned with military precision, rifle-racks 
erected, plank flooring laid, and drainage 
ditches dug. All the care will be taken in the 
arrangement of the temporary cainp that is 
expended when a body of troops prepare to go 
under canvas foralong time. The annual 
rifle shoot of the United States army, which 
begins at Fort Sheridan Sept. 24, is the great 
event of the year in military circles unless a 
Sioux campaign is sprung unexpectedly, and, 
as the men who compete are thrown out of 
condition easily, every cafe has to be taken 
for their comfort in the matter of quarters. 

There are few if any better rifle ranges on 
government land than the one at Fort Sheri- 
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dan. The best range—and to this army offi- 
cers and enlisted men will agree—belongs to 
the Wisconsin National Guard and occupies 
1,000 yards of perfectly level ground at Fort 
Douglas, Wis. Itis the fond desire of the 
ofticers of the Department of the Missouri to 
make the Sheridan range the eaual of that at 
Douglas, and astrong effort te that end is 
now being made. The army shoot was held 
last year at Fort Sheridan, and the few faults 
of the ground leading up to the targets were 
noted and are now being remedied in so far as 
possible. A force of men is at work and will 
be kept at work until the special range appro- 
priation of $3,000 is expended, A slight 
unevenness in the ground on any 
range at 500 yards from the _ target 
will shut it off completely from the eye ofa 
skirmisher using the ‘‘Texas grip’”’ pusition, 
a favorite one with all marksmen on account 
of the vise-like rest that it gives him for his 
rifle. So it is that the present work at Sheri- 
dan is nearly all one of grading. 

The preparations for the shoot are all in 
the hands of Capt. Frank D. Baldwin, Inspect- 
or of Smali Arms Practice of the Department 
of the Missouri. To him the reports of the de- 
partment shoots are made with the names and 
records of the successful contestants. The 
five best shots of both cavalry and infantry in 
each department are entitled to enter the 
general army contest, and in addition all the 
officers and men who have won distinguished 
marksmen’s medals in years past are eligible 
to enter. Capt. Baldwin posts ail the names 
and records, looks. after the prizes, and ar- 
ranges the details of the great contest, which 
is shot under his direct supervision. 

The best army shots have a system of train- 
ing all theirown. No prize-fighter looks after 
his physical condition before entering the 
ring with more care than an army sharp- 
shooter cares for himself. He may relax a 
bit when the shooting season closes, but fully 
three months before the spring preliminary 
practice begins atan army post the crack 
shots of a garrison leave their big breakfast 
ration of Old Government Jaya untouched, 
their visits to the frontier townsJying near 
the garrison cease, and tattoo finds them snug- 
ly between blankets. Experience has shown 
that the best shots of the army never use to- 
bacco. A man whohas been out all night 
may go toa pigeon match and, with his shot- 
gun get ten birds straight. Shotgun shooting 
is instinctive shooting. A man shoots quick- 
ly, the movement of hfs gun gives him relief, 
and a tremor of the nerves 1s not of much mo- 
ment.' Conditions change when one faces a 
set target with a rifle., At a distance of hun- 
dreds of yards a movement from the right 
line of fire of but a trigger guard’s 
breadth means a clean miss of | the whole tar- 
get. Then there is the suspense until the rear 
and muzzle sights rest on the bull’s-eye, and 
then, hardest of ail, comes the eight-pound 
pull on the trigger necessary to a discharge, 
and during which the left arm must be like 
steel to resist a downward or lateral move- 
ment. 

Frank Forrester had a paraphrase of an old 
saying written in Latin and hanging ina 
frame on the wall of his study, In effect it 
was:- **'l’o read and to write are of the school- 
master, but to shoot well (is of God.” 
Forrester ‘used a shotgun almost eniirely, 
but the truth of the framed saying is felt still 
more forcibly by the recruits who have tried 
to make bull’s-eyes with a Springfield rifle 
under the tuition of some crack shot of a ser- 
geant who was born in front of a target and 
who thought the recruit’s tendency to shoot 
bullets into the ground was pure obstinacy. 

A glance at the scores made by some of the 
soldiers at the department shoots this year 
shows a peculiar variation between 
scores made at known distance ‘shoot- 
ing and those made during skirmish firing. 
Men who make bull’s-eye after bull’s-eye at 
set distance when they have all) the time they 
wish to aim fail in many instances to find the 
target when subjected to the test of rapid fir- 
ing necessary on askirmish run, The reverse 
is true as well. Men whose nerves are a bit 
unsteady under the strain of deliberative 
firing will attimes make excellent scores in 
the excitement and noise of skirmish practice. 
Asa rule the best scores are made at known 
distances, but one finds by Jooking at 
the department records this year that Sergt. 
Henser of Troop G, Second Cavalry, has a 
skirmish score of 313 against one at known 
distances of 248. (On the other hand Private 
Hill of Troop G, Fourth Cavalry, made only 
180 points at skirmish, while his known 
distance record was the surprising one of 314 
points. Private R. N. Davidson of Company 
G, Sixteenth Infantry, is one of the best 
shots in the army, and this year 
he made the unapproached score of 
342 points firing from known distances. His 
skirmish seore fell below this, but is ertitled 
toaplace in the ‘“excellent’”’ class with its 
record of 285 points. Davidson is known in 
army circles as ‘Gun Sling” Davidson—a 
name that he earned by his quickness in get- 
ting his leg through his gun sling at the first 
sound of the trumpet call “* Commence firing ”’ 
when dropping into his “‘ Texas grip” posi- 
t.on on the skirmish line. 

The cavalrymen being armed With the car- 
bine, a shorter and necessarily less accurate 
weapon than the rifle, shoot in a class by 
themselves, never having the infantrymen as 
com petitors. 

There will report at Fort Sheridan Sept.-20 
twenty cavalrymen and thirty-five infantry- 
men, who will contest for places on the army 
team. In addition there will be ten cavalry- 
men and ten infantrymen who have won 
places heretofore as distinguished marksmen. 
The distinguisht 1 markstwnen shoot in classes 
by themselves for the prizes offered. The 
thirty-five infantrymen represent seven teams 
of five men each from each of the army de- 
partments. The cavalrymen, owing to the 
fact that they are not as numerous in the 
service as the foot soidiers,join forces and two 
departments shoot together with the single ex- 
ception of the Department of the East. So it 
is that each set of five cavalrymen represents 
two departments with the exception noted. 

To become a distinguished marksman a 
soldier has either to gain a place on his de- 
partment team three times or to win three of 


the authorized medals, After that he can no 
longer shoot with his department team but 
must try to hold his own with those in the dis- 


The cules governing the department contests 
will hold good at the army shoot at Fort Sher- 
idan. The cavalrymen will shoot at four 
known distances, 2u0, 300, 500, and 600 yards, 
ree. forty rounds of ammunition at each 
stand.

At 200 yards distance the cavalrymen will 
stand and shoot “off-hand.” At 300 yards 
they will fire sitting or kneeling, as they wish. 
At 500 yards they must he prone, facing the 
target. At 600 yards they may tak 
tion that does not afford them an artificial 
rest. Phe carbine is such a short weapon that 
not one man in ten can secure withita 
** Texas grip” hold, which is one of the best 
known positions for accurate firmg. Asa re- 
sult nearly all cavalrymen use the prone posi- 
tion at 600 yards. 

The infautrymen shoot at the same ranges 
and with the same rules as to position that 
govern the cavalry, though nearly all throw 
themselves on their backs and take a knee or 
foot grip on their gun slings when firing at 
600 yards, 

The skirmish run is the best part of an army 
contest, from a spectator’s point of view. 


- From eight to twelve men run at a time, and 


each has a group of three silhouette figures to 
tire at. These are iron skeleton frames repre. 
seating the outline of a soldier in the firing 
positions of standing, kneeling, and lying 
prone, and are retained in a vertical position 
by points at the bottom of the fraine and a 
sustaining rod at the back. The frames are 
covered with cloth and black paper, and the 
appearance at a distance is exactly that of a 
nan in the position named. The cavalrymen, 
dismounted, of course, make four runs to- 
wards the targets and fire forty rounds of am- 
munition during each run. They start at the 
5i0O0-yard mark and make straight for the sil- 
houette figures, The trumpet blows “ halt.’’ 
The men drop to the ground. ‘*Commence 
firing’’ sounds from the trumpet, and the men 
begin pumping in bullets at the figures. 
Cease firing sounds in just thirty seconds, and 
the man who fires a shot after the signal loses 
five points froin any score he may have made. 
Five halts are made going towards the targets 
and five returning. The men are obliged to 
judge the distance by the eye and set their 
sights during the precious thirty seconds of 
firing time. Some men can fire so rapidly 
that they hold nearly ali their ammunition 
until the last two halts, when 
are near the targets, and then they send them 
in ata rattling rate. They start with their 
cartridges in their belts, but after that they 


carry all they need at the coming halt in their | 


mouths and left hands. One man in the De- 
partment of the Missouri has a mouth capaci- 
ty of ten cartridges. Every skirmisher is 
searched before leaving the starting point to 
see that he has no mere than his allowance of 
ammunition. A seorer is behind each man to 
see that he fires at his own set of sil- 
houettes. This is necessary, because at times 


aman whose score at known distances has 


been so poor that all hope of a prize is lost 
will fc a few shots into a comrade’s target 
to help him out on his average. A commis- 
sioned officer is in charge of each run, 


trumpeter. A skirmish run is a dash from 
start to finish and the rattle of mnusketry at 
the shorter ranges is not unlike that of a lively 
engagement in actual warfare. 

‘Lhe infantrymen skirmish the same way, 
starting, however, at the 600 yards point. 
Some of the infantry take a ‘** Texas grip’”’ 
position at every halt and they appear to lose 
no time into getting into what seems fo a 
civilian a difficult and awkward position, with 
their left legs through the sling, the left arm 
baek of the head, and the thumb of the right 
hand pressing the trigger. Known distance 
and skirmish scores combined fix a man’s po- 
sition at the end of the contest. 

Sergt. Toy of Troop G of the Seventh 
Cavalry, who willshoot this year as a member 
of the team of the Department of the Mis- 
souri, made this summer the highest score 
ever known to be made inthis country with 
an arniy carbine, his record showing 323 out 
of a possible 400 points, Capt. W. P. Hall, a 
distinguished marksman of the Fifth Cavalry, 
will come to Fort Sheridan with a record of 
307 points out of a possible 400, 

Leaving out of ques‘ion the division 
by ‘**2” as it holds in cavalry scor- 
ing and taking 800. pwints as_ the 
possible . total, the following cavalrymen 
are at the head of their respective teams: 
Private G. Hill, Fourth Cavalry, Departinent 
of Columbia and Dakota, known distance, 
314; skirmish, 180; total, 494; Sergt. F.C. 
Toy, Seventh Cavalry, Department of the 
Missouri, known distance, 317; skirmish, 323; 
total, 640; First Sergt. Steiner, Second Cav- 
alry, Departments of Arizona and Texas, 
known distance, 302; skirmish, 278: total, 580; 
Trumpeter W. O. Carroil, Sixth Cavalry, De- 
partments of the Platte and Califorria, known 
distance, 295; skirmish, 278; total, 575. 

Among the best szores made by infantry- 
men at the Department shoots were those of 
Corporal Davidson, Sixteenth Infantry, 630; 
Sergt. Sydow, Thirteenth Infantry, 623; Pri- 
vate Kay, per Infantry, 616: Sergt.

There were medals for the officers and money 
for the men, and as the prizes were not given 
for total scores, but for records at different 
ranges, the interest was constant, and the 
ian who lost one day might win the next. 
An effort will be made to get offerings of 
purses and medals again this year. 

The government offers medals each year for 
the different classes, In the army rifle class 
there are offered one first prize gold medal, 
three second prize gold medals, and six silver 
medals for third prizes, 

In the army carbine classes the same num- 
ber of prizes and quality of medals are given. 

In the distinguished marksmen class, both 
for rifle and carbine, there are four prizes, 
two gold medals for first and silver medals 
for second, 

During the known distance shooting the in- 
fantrymen and cavalrymen will shoot side by 
side. Each man shoots ten shots in the morn- 
ing and ten in the afternoon. Any greater 
number of shots in succession tells on the 
nerves and makes a man unsteady.

Then there is a day of rest, to be followed »y 
the gala day of the meet, when Gen. Miles 
will publicly decorate the successful marks- 
men.

THE SISTER REPUBLIC. 


Betting Encouraged by the Deduction of a 
Percentage from the Mutuals for the 
Benefit of the Sick and the Afflicted— 
Changing Scenes at the Chantilly, Long- 
champ, Auteuil, Grand Prize, and Other 
Races—Superiority of American Trotters 
Generally Admitted. 


N HICH horse is fa- 
| / vorite?”’ inquires 
yy the bettor in a 
whisper. “I don’t 
know,” retorts the 
bookmaker in 4&8 
subduedtone. And 
as the client begins 
to move on the 
penciler will add: 
** Which do you want to back?” ‘“* Moulin-a- 
Vent”’ is the reply. ‘‘ Evens Moulin-a-Vent ” 
exclaims the bookmaker. ‘“‘And Morille?”’ 
Evens also. Evens all of them, take your 
choicge! and the client rushes off toward ‘he 
ugly-looking booths where the mutuals are es- 
tablished. 
rhe above short dialogue will give the reader 
an idea of the long odds he is liable to obtain 
from a bookmaker on a French race-track. 
And until the “talent ” has selected an animal 
worthy of carrying a very considerable num- 
ber of blue-backs, hundred and thousand-franc 
bilis, there is no chance of obtaining the long 
odds of 3 and 4 to 1 against other horses! Is it 
therefore a matter of surprise to see Parisian 
public refraining from trading with greedy 
bookmakers, and are they not to be congratu- 
latea when they execute all their bet- 
ting transactions at the mutuals? In- 
deed they are, and for many

Between 100,000 and 150,000 persons 
witness this international contest, and on the 
field there is space for abouta couple of 
thousand vehicles and a hundred thousand 
visitors who can gain admittance by the pay- 
ment of one franc, or 20 cents. Including 
the present year the Grand Prize of Paris has 
been fought out twenty-nine times, Seven- 
teen years stand to the credit of French 
horses, nine times has victory gone to En- 
glish, ana once each to the American, Russian, 
and Hungarian. Longchamps is a charmmg 
spot. The surrounding landscape seen from 
the grand stand with the Boulogne wood 
and, the green and picturesque slopes of 
‘Bellevue, made the paddock and field of 
‘Longchamps a most elegant rendezvous. The 
Mount Valerien and its Roman hill and the 
undulous zigzags of the River Seine com- 
plete a marvelous picture. On payment of 
a $4 admission fee anybody can rvam 
about in what formerly might have been 
termed “sacred precincts.”

There 
are the representatives of society and the 
most elegant of womien in the most expen- 
sive and extravagant of costumes. There are 
English lords and “foréign’’ counts, duch- 
esses, and marquises, Parons by birth and 
barons of finance, aristocrats of fortune and 
aristocrats of talent—Bohemia, and all that 
doubtful crowd of people who take part in 
everything that is “gr ” but whose mode 
of existence would be a problem to a Balzac 
or a Zola. ; 

After Chantilly and Longchamps comes Au- 
teuil, the famous steeple chase track and tne 
favorite one of the Parisian public. Here 
meetings are held almost every Sunday of 
the year excepting December and January, 
when most ef the “jumpers” are sent down 
to the Riviera to do work at Nice and Cannes. 
The public, not the connoisseurs, appear to 
enjoy steeple chasing more than racing on the 
flat, not so much for the sport itself as for the 
surprises it occasions. Ina steeple or hurdle 
race almost any horse has a chance to 
obtain a “show” and as the mu- 
tuals pay out money to the first three horags 
when there are eight or more starters, there 1s 
a chance of a rank outsider running third to 
two good jumpers and bringing in a pot of 
money for a small risk. The most important

races at Auteuil, which is {situated near 
Longchamps in the Bois de Boulogne, are the 
Grand International Hurdle and the Grand 
International Steeplechase respectively, worth 
about $12,000 and $25,000 to successful owners. 
There are many other minor tracks round 
about the capital. Vincennes is noted for 
its trotting races, so is Zevallois Perret. 
Maison-Lafitte is justly celebrated for 
its wonderful straight line track of 
close upon a _ couple of . miles. St. 
Germain is remarked chiefly for its military 
races, and gentlemen riders also by their skill 
here. It might also be mentioned that a cer- 
tain number of contests are set aside at 
Auteuil for officers of the army, and the 
splendid riding and jumping of the ex-pupils 
of the government school of Sau-ner comes 
in for due admiration from the fair sex and a 
large amount of unfair criticism from sport- 
ing reporters. Recently a duel was — 
because a writer in one of the important Pa 
risian dailies had somewhat harshly criticised 
an officer’s riding, and the sword proved itself 
to be mightier than the pen. 

It is thanks to Gambetta, strange to say, 
that in 1878 the first grand meeting of trotters 
took place in France. The great pariot was 
in that year President of the Budget Commis- 
sion, and $12,500, an enormous sum at that 
time, was distributed in prizes. Star Gazer, 
belonging to Mr. Hill, was among the winners 
of the memorable day. From the year 1878 
until the present day trotting has been more 
and more successfulin France. La Societé 
du Demi-Sang, the club that contréls most of 
the trotting races, has its headquarters at 
Vincennes, a couple of miles to the 
east of Paris, and it is there that the 
most important stakes are battled for. Since 
1872 M. Legoux Longpre presides over the 
destinies of the trotters and under his admin- 
istration the meetings during the last twenty 
years have become more and more successful. 
Most of the trotting animals are bred and 
trained in Normandy and it has been said 
that the rapacious Normans respect but two 
persons, William the Conquerur, who landed 
on the shores of Albion in 1066, and M. 
Legoux Longpre, who accomplishes such

wonders 800 years later by his sagacious ad- 
ministration of the Norman horses. To come 
to figures which will amply prove the success 
of Norman trotters it is but necessary to 
quote the fact that the French Government 
buys about 6,000 horses annually in Normandy, 
that is to say one half of the number of its 
total purchase. 

In trotting races the most amusing feature 
is unquestionably the figure cut by the French 
jockey. The day they consent to be edu- 
cated in this respect like their American 
brethren they will be the object of less criti- 
cism. At present they act both as riders and 
drivers. The French are not at all ashamed 
to admit the great superiority of American 
trotters, which, as we know, are the finest in 
the world. ‘* America in this respect is with- 
out a rival,”’ has said one French authority of 
high standing, “‘not only because that coun- 
try produces the best trotters, but because it 
possesses a greater number than any other 
nation, and offers in prizes very large sums of 
money.” America brings out the best models 
for sulkies and the best practical harness, 
The harness of the famous Direct is as well 
known on one sideof the Atlantic as on the 
other ; is said not to weigh more than four and 
a half French pounds, ° 

As 1s to be imagined, no French trotters 
change hands at the enormous prices fetched 
by Maud S., Sunol, or Axtell, and Frenchmen 
smile when they read that Arion was bought 
by Mr. Forbes of Boston for the sum of 675,000 
francs, the identical price of Millet’s famous 
work. After all, say the French, they were 
both masterpieces. At St. Petersburg about 
twelve or fifteen months ago as much as 
$60,000 was distributed in prizes one day to 
Russian trotters, which country by the way,

ussia is Mentioned in these glimpses it is 
solely to draw attentiof to the fact if 
the French appear to be in perfect harmony 
with Russia on political and other grounds 
one cannot say as much when speaking of 
international trotting. Whereas the United 
States has always shown herself most useful 
to France by the importation of many mares 
which have produced a most salutary effect on 
Norman breeding, Russian mares have never 
in the whole history of racing lent France a 
helping hand. And Russian trotters of high 
merit were to be seen in numbers fully fifty 
years before the United States produced any- 
thing worthy of special remark. :

The Woman Who Achieved This Distine. 
tion in Elmira, N. Y., Last May Is to 
Visit Chicago This Week—She Is Ready 
to Arrange a Match with Any One—gh, 
Plays Steadily Without Taking Both 
Hands Off the Keyboard at the Same 
Time.

That only 
served to limber her fingers and get the keys

The man-with-the-iron-mask died without his 
identity having been proven, but Kasper 
Hauser is believed by thousands of people to 
have been the abducted Prince of Baden. The 
latest person to espouse his cause is Elizabeth 
Evans, who has gleaned new facts and un-

the point of juncture with the upper lip, and 
the edges of *he cut are then sewed together 
with thin thread. Cocaine is sprayed on the 
nose to make the operation painless. When the 
cartilage has been removed and theedges of the 
wound drawn together, the operation, a3 you 
can readily understand, draws the point of the 
nose downward to a graceful angle. This 
angle-can be regulated at will by carefuily 
judging the amount of cartilaginous tissue to 
be cut away. The drawing down of the point 
of the nose naturally spreads the nostrils, 
which would be as unsigiitly perhaps ss the 
elevation of the end of the nose. This spread- 
ing is prevented by the use of a metallic 
clasp devised by Mr. John Woodbury, which 
is called a ‘nose vise.’ It consists of two 
thin, flat semicircular bars of metal, 
about two inches in length and about a quar- 
ter of an ineh in width. ‘They fasten -to- 
gether in parallel surfaces with a screw at 
either end. This little nose vise is slid down 
over the end of the nose, with the curved edge 
of the parallel bars turned outward, and the 
screws are tightened until the metal presses 
the nostrils against the septum tight enough 
‘to keep them from spreading. ‘The vise is 
put on the nose at night and kept on for sev- 
veral hours, being held in place by a silk

bandage, which passes over the ears and ties 
behind the head. It 1s possible to go to sleep 
with your nose literally in a vise. The 
wound made by the operation heals in 
three or four days, the nose vise 18 re- 
moved, and behold the objectionable pug of 
a few days ago has become aquiline in its 
outline, and the face that has been marred by 
the skyward tilt of the nose has become 
handsome.

The Prince Is Removed, 


The newspapers of France and Germany 
were filled with stories and attempted ex- 
planations concerning this strange discovery, 
and this aroused the fears of the conspirators. 
Accordingly June 14, 1817, Maj. Hennenho- 
ter, with one of Margrave Ludwig’s trusted 
servants, went from Salem to Hochsal and 
took away the Prince, traveling into Bavaria, 
by way of Lake Constance and Lindau, and 
ending the journey at Falkenhaus,a small 
hunting lodge standing in a lonely place near 
the Villiage of Triesdorf, about six miles from 
Ansbach. The only person on the place was 
a man, whose scruples were overcome with 
coin, and the child was left in his care with 
instructions that he was to be kept in an 
underground cell. Finally, after plots and 
murders, Margrave Ludwig succeeded to the 
throne. What to do with the rightful heir 
was still a problem, Examination showed 
that the child was half stupefied by his years 
of confinement, so on the night of May 23, 
1828, he was taken out of his dungeon, brought 
secretly to Nuremberg, and turned loose in a 
small square called Unschlitt-Platz, and left 
there alone with a letter in his hand, 

Between 4 and 5 o’clock in the afternoon, a 
shoemaker named Weichmann, on leaving his 
house in Unschlitt-Platz, saw a young man, ap- 
parently about 16 or 18 years old and dressed like 
a peasant, standing in the square and moving 
about ip an uncertain way as though he were 
drunk. Weichmann approached the stranger, 
who handed him a letter addressed: * To the 
Captain of the Fourth Squadron of the Sixth 
Regiment of Cavalry in Nuremberg.” As Weich- 
mann was going in the direction of the nearest 
guard-house, he escorted the boy thither, and 
having learned the address of the Captain’s resi- 
dence, which was close by, he took the boy to the 
door of the house, rang the bell, and left him 
there. Assoon as the door was opened by the 
servant the stranger, without removing his hat, 
held out the letter, saying in broken dialect: 
“A sochene Reiter mocht ih wah n, wie mei Votta 
gwahnis”’ ("1 want to bea soldier as my father 
was’’); and to all tne questions asked him he had 
only the same answer to give: “I want to bea 
soldier as my father was.”’ : 


The Lad Finally Killed. 


As nothing could be made out of the lad’s 
conversation (if half a dozen words can be 
called by that name) he was sent to the lower 
jail. 

Soon after his arrival the jailer and his wife 
stripped him and gave him a thorough washing. 
It seemed as if he had never been washed before: 
the dirt upon his body was like a crust, and came 
off in rolis from bis skin. His demeanor upon 
this occasion was that of an ignorant, innocent 
child. He submitted to the process without 
reluctance, and showed no embarrassment 
because the bath was presided over by a woman. 
Notwithstanding his evident dislike of any other 
nourishment than bread and water, attempts 
were frequently made toinduce him to swallow 
ordinary food; but his tormentors soon desisted 
on perceiving the serious resultsof their jokes. 
Even adrop of wine or coffee, secretly mixed 
with his glass of water, caused profuse sweating, 
vomiting, and severe headache. A few drops of 
coffee produced au attack of diarrhea; a little 
beer mingled with water caused colic and fever; 
even milk, whether fresh or cooked, disordered 
his stomach seriously, and a morsel of meat made 
him really ill, while the mere smell of liquor or of 
cooked food produed nausea and faintness. 

At this time he was a most unpleasant ob- 
ject to look at, but time and care did inuch 
for his improvement, and at the age of 18 he 
was counted a handsome and agreeable youth. 
It was about this time that an attempt was 
made upon his life by mysterious men which 
was ineffectual, but after many trials ana 
tribulations another attempt was made 
which proved successful, and so ended an 
extraordinary and mysterious career. The 
story may not be true, but people better 
posted inthe facts than I believed it, and 
nothing in the lives of the Grand Duke Lud- 
wig or the Countess Hochberg would lead 
one to believe that they would have hesitated 
at any criine to gain an object.

WHY POPULAR NOVELISTS BKE- 
FRAIN FROM WRITING DRAMAS. 


They Find That the “Lesser Public” Is 
Not Large Enough to Support the Lit- 
erary Stage—The Divorce of the Two 
Elements Deplored and Some Pertinent 
Questions Asked—What Miss Marlowe’s 
Beatrice Lacks—Charles Frohman Here 
—The Bills for the Week. 

In a recent article in the Fortnightly Re- 
view William Archer deplored the admitted 
‘divorce of literature from the stage,” and 
urged strongly upon the parties the desira- 
bility of reunion. He pointed out that in 
France and Germany all the great novelists 
have been also playwrights. Ilo England, 
however—and he might have added America— 
svarcely any of the popular novelists are 
known as writers for the stage. Apropos of 
this article, which raised a question without 
answering it, the Pall Mall Gazette has been 
putting the foliowing questions to leading En- 
glish novelists: 

1. Whether you regard the present divorce of 


fiction from the drama as beneficial or inimical 
to the best interests of literature and of the 
stage. s 

2. Whether you, yourself, have at any time had, 
or now have, any desire to exereise your gifts in 
oe production of plays as well as of novels ; and, 
if not, 

3. Why you consider the novel the better or 
more convenient means for bringing your ideas 
before the public whom you address. 

Thomas Hardy briefly disposed of the first 
two questions. The divorce was, of course, 
inimical to the stage. He once had a desire 
to write for the stage, but no longer enter- 
tained such an ambition. The third question, 
and the important one, he answered in these 


words: 

The novel affords scope for getting nearer to the 
heart and meaning of things than does the play; 
in particular the play as nowadays conditioned, 
when parts have té be molded to actors, not actors 
to parts; when managers will not risk a truly 
original play ; when scenes have to be arranged in 
aconstrained and arbitrary fashion to suit the 
exigencies of scene building, although spectators 
are absolutely indifferent to order and succession, 
provided they can have set before them a develop- 
ing thread of interest. The reason of this arbi- 
trary arrangement would seem to be that the pres- 
entation of human padgsions is subordinated to 
the presentation of mountains, cities, clothes, fur- 
niture, plate, jewels, and other real and sham-real 
appurtenances, to the neglect of the principle that 
the material stage should bea conventional or 


] tigurative arena, in which accessories are kept 


down tothe plane of mere suggestions of place 
and time, so as not to interfere with the required 
high relief of the action and emotions. 


Because of Lack of Appreciation. 

W. L. Norris explains the lack of literary 
plays on the ground that the English-speaking 
public is: not ready to appreciate them. In 
Paris, he says, a literary play would be faith- 
fully rendered, and the audience would no 
more expect to find in it what was neither in 
it nor intended to be ifiit than they would 
search for peaches in a strawberry bed. 
“In Paris such’a play, for example, as 
‘L’Ami Fritz,’ a play in which there 
is absolutely no dramatic incident or 
situation whatsoever, is not only tolerated but 
appreciated. But can it be pretended that 
London would put up with delineations of 
character, with little genre pictures of con- 
temporary life or gentle satires upon conteim- 
porary manners and morals? This is, at all 
events, not pretended by Mr. Archer, who 
warns us that there is serious risk, under 
present conditions, in bidding for the support 
of the lesser public. Moreover, 1f 1 may vent- 
ure diffidently to say so, the great trouble is 
that London, under present conditions, would 
not so much as get those little pictures and 
gentile satires.” 

Mr. Norris moreover thinks that if a novel- 
ist produced a delicate play he could not find 
actors in London capable of producing it. 
Points which: depend for their effect upon 
being quietly given would be thrust to the 
front with cruel strident emphasis. Then 
follows an arraignment of British actors, 
which argues either that England is much 
poorer than this country in first-class histrion- 
ic talent or that mr. Norris mistakes for 
exaggeration that objective force which must 
be given to all pictures, including those of the 
stage. 

” What Has Become of Howells? 

The Pall Mall Gazette promises to draw 
out other English novelists on this question. 
It would be interesting to obtain the views of 
certain American novelists who, like their 
British brethren, are now turning the eold 
shoulder to the stage. How is it with W. D. 
Howells? 1 may be respectfully asked. He 
wrote * Yorick’s Love,” it will be remem- 
bered, having adapted it from the Spanish. 
Since that time, besides his realistic novels, 
he has written several dainty farces which 
were intended to be enjoyed only in the 
pages of a magazine or on the parlor stage 
of some society of amateurs. It would oblige 
a number of his admirers if the accomplished 
American novelist would arise to the ques- 
tion of privilege and explain why he has 
neglected the American stage to pay exclus. 
ive court to her haughty sister, Lady Fiction. 
It should not be necessary to threaten Mr. 
Howells with the inquisitorial tortures of the 
interviewer. He should capitulate gracefully 
and immediately. 

Is There a Lack of “Lesser Public”? 

Is it not the truth that in England and 

America the “‘lesser public,” or, as Matthew 
Arnold used to cali it, ** the saving remnant,’’ 
is not large enough, as it. may be in Paris, to 
support the literary drama? Therefore must 
there be in English-speaking communities the 
cultivation of exotic Organizations hke 
the Browning, Shelley, and Ibsen societies— 
which have messages of truth and poetry to 
tell without the sweetening of flattery for the 
masses? Paris itself must haveits ** Free 
Theater ’’ and its ** Theater of Arts ’’ which 
are supported by public, not by State rev- 
enues, like the Comédie Frangaise, but by 
little groups of art enthusiasts. It 
takes universal genius in a dram- 
atist to cater to a whole world 
in one play as Shakspeare did in “*Ham- 
let,”’ giving a,bootblack all the excitement of 
a yellow-covered novel and furnishing the 
philosopher with the essence of the systems of 
the ages. 
_ And, by the way, the greatest playwrights— 
it is enough to mention Shakspeare and Mol- 
iére, without descending to the second class 
of Sheridans, etc.—were first of all theatrical 
craftsmen—masters of theatrical technique, 
who supplemented the art of presenting action 
to the public eye with the treasures of poetical 
imagination, humor, ahd wit. 


MISS MARLOWE IS TOO GIRLISH. 


Her Beatrice Lacking in the Experi- 
ence of the Character Portrayed. 

The one artistic novelty of the week was 
Miss Marlowe’s appearance at McVicker’s as 
Beatrice in “Much Ado About Nothing.” 
It was a daring atterm pt, because her modest, 
winning, girlish personality could not win 
half the battle for her in this réle, as it does 
in such maidenly characters as Rosalind 
Viola, and Juliet. One has not the slightest 
doubt that certain actresses have improved 
upon Shakspeare’s conception of his own 
female characters, and one is willing to con- 
cede that these ideals admit a wide range of 
interpretation. Of Miss Marlowe’s Beatrice 
there is nothing in dispraise to be said as far 
as it went—only this, it did not go far enough.

At this juncture a wealthy neighbor dies 
and leaves Squire Kate a fortune of £10,000 in 
recognition of his friendsmp. This has the 
effect of bringing all the suitors back, 
but they are rejected, except the 
stepson of the miser, for whom 
the young woman has conceived a strange 
infatuation, which, however, is reciprocated 
only with honest friendship.

just received), yet sufficient understand- 
ing of the work can be gleaned from 
the edition at hand to render safe the 
statement that the young American has writ- 
ten to excellent purpose, has risen superior to 
the depressing effect of a text that is any- 
thing but inspiring, and has produced a work 
that is remarkably free from the earmarks of 
the made-to-order style that usually char- 
acterizes such pieces d’occasion. 
Mr. Chadwick’a composition has. the great 
merit of conciseness, there being: at no time 
evident a tendency to over elaborate or un- 
duly develop a theme or subject. The ideas, 
almost without exception, are pleasing with- 
out being pedantic. There is no striving for 
bizarre effects in harmonization, no 
strained, questionable modulations and tran- 
sitions, yet harmonic richness and variety 
are at no time lacking, and skill in invention 
is clearly shown. Naturainess, dignity, and 
sincerity are the more striking characteristics 
of the music, and an enthusiasm for and a 
thorough sympathy with the subject in hand 
are strongly in evidence throughout the entire 
work. It isa piece of composition of which 
Mr. Chadwick may justly feel proud and with 
which everyone interested in the Exposition 
‘may well be content. .

The music 
throughout all of Part I. is for entire chorus, 
with the exception of ashort passage in the 
nature of a prayer which is written for seini- 
chorus. After this prayer the phrases accom- 
‘panying the words, ** Hail, Spirit of freedom,”’ 
are again heard, and the number closes pian- 
issimo with a reiteration of the second melody 
of the orchestral prelude, this time accom- 
panying the words, *‘Onward and ever on, 
till the voice of despair is stilled.”’ 
Part II. is largely lyric in character. It be- 
gins with short solos for tenor and soprano, 
followed by semi-choruses, the first time for 
the female voices, the second‘ for the male. 
The two solo parts then unite in a duet, which 
is succeeded by a seini-chorus that soon 
merges into an animated tutti, the latter be- 
ing followed without pause by the grand flour- 
ish which ushers in Part ITI. 
In this orchestral introduction Mr. Chad- 
wick has followed Berlioz in the employing of 
extra brass and drums. The fortissime unison 
passage which. culminates in a climax upon 
the word ‘One’ bids fuir to be highly effect- 
ive. A short semi-chorus, a capella, suc- 
ceeds this outburst und leads to the 
hymn, *‘ Along Her Blessed Shores,’’ which 
is to be sung by the children’s 
chorus of 1,000 voices, accompanied by six 
harps. The entire chorus then takes up the 
melody of the bymn and after singing it once 
enters upon a spirited fugue, which leads at 
once to the finale, in which the stirring hymn 
of freedom is thundered forth by chorus, er- 
chestra, and all the extra brass and drums, 


SEASON OPENS SATURDAY, OCT, 22, 


Plans for the Concerts of the Chicago Or- 
chestra—More Popular Music. 

The inaugural concert of the second season 
of the Chicago Orchestra will be given in the 
Auditorium, under Mr, Thomas’ direction, 
Saturday evening, Oct. 22. This, with nine- 
teen additional Saturday evening and nine- 
teen Friday afternoon concerts, will consti- 
tute the season, the public rehearsal for the 
first concert being omitted because of the Co- 
lumbian dedication ceremonies Friday, Oct. 
21. ‘The orchestra this year will number 
eighty-six players and its personnel 
| will remain virtually unchanged, 
ail the principals being retained. 
Manager Adams has decided to increase the 
number of popular concerts this year, and, 
thererore, announces seven popular matinées, 
eight popular evening, and twelve symphony 
inatinée ana evening concerts. From this it 
will be seen that the opening concert will be a 
popular one. The soloists this season will be 
more carefully selected than were those of 
last year, only artists of highest rank being 
engaged. Among those with whom contracts 
have. already been signed may be mentioned 
Paderewski, who will make his first appear. 
ance this season in Chicago, with the 
orchestra, Feb. 25. The Orchestral Associa- 
tion has decided upon a plan which it is hoped 
will place the concerts upon a more satisfac- 
tory paying basis than were those of last year. 
This plan provides for an associate annual 
membership, which will. be granted for a fee 
of $100. This membership entitles the holder 
to two reserved seats for each matinée and 
each evening concert during the seasun, and 
in addition to these reserved seats to ‘twenty 
option tickets, exchangeable at the box-office 
without charge for any unsold reserved seat 
for any concert in the series. All these tick- 
ets will be made transferable. Mr. ‘Uhomas® 
is expected home this week, and rehearsals 
for the concerts will begin early in October. 


CHORAL NUMBERS WITH ORCHESTRA 


An Innovation Planned for This Season by 
the Boston Symphony Players. 
The management of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra has outlined the plans for the 
twelfth season of that admirable organization.

The Chance of Dy ing of Cholera. 
The Chronicle, a weekly insurance newspaper, 
publishes the tollowing concerning the chance of 
dying from the cholera which may prove of inter- 
est to many persons who are overalarmed: 

In an supeemmanene way let us measure the 
chances, so far as an adult being is concerned, of 
dying of cholera during an epidemic. Normally, 
at 27 years of ~ a healthy man has about one 
chance in 125 of dying within one year, all causes 
of death being taken into account. At age 39 his 
chance of dying within one year is about one in an 
even 100; at age 50, abuut oné in 63; at age 70, 
about one in 15, Assuming that a fearful chol- 
era scourge, equal to that in London in 1549, 
should occur in New York City (which is extreme- 
ly unlikely) there would probably be from 10.000 
to 12.000 deatha On the basis of 10,000 there 
would be about one death in every 200 of the pop- 
ulation, all ages considered—that is to say, the 
chance of dying of cholera during a year of epi- 
demic would be about one in 200. About one-half 
of the deaths would occur under age 2. 
At age 27 the _ cholera hazard would 
add about 3-10 of 1 per cent to the probability of 
death within one year; at age 39, about \% of 1 
per cent; at age-50, about 6-10 of 1 per cent, and 
at age 70a similar percentage. These are not 
alarming additions Som the point of view of the 
individual, although they would mean a great 
deal in an increased number of deaths. The singu- 
lar fact was noted, however, that during the chol- 
era epidemic in Great Britain in 1849, notwith- 
standing the numerovs deaths from cholera, the 
general mortality for a long time was below the 
average.

BOSTON FEELS THAT MORE OF ITS 
GLORY HAS DEPARTED 


- Dr. Holmes the Last Leaf on the Literary 

Tree of Which the Athens of America 

Boasted Thirty. Years Ago— Chatty 

Stories About the Poet—Little Fear of 

Cholera at the “ Hub ”—Preparations for 

' the Symphony Concerts—Chorus to Sup- 
plement the Orchestra. 


Bostox, Mass.. Sept. 16.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |--It is a long time since there has 
been the deep and general feeling manifested 
here over the death of a purely literary man 
which has been shown for the loss of Mr. 

Whittier. Suddenly the whole literary world 
of Boston: seems to have fallen to pieces. 
This is not because Mr. Whittier has been 4 
prominent figure in the city itself, since ot 
late years he has been here little; but he has 
been identified with the literary glory of the 
town, and his death reminds us that of ali the 
splendid company of seers and singers which 

*Buston boasted thirty years ago there are 

none left save Dr- Holmes, who has fulfilled 
his own poetic prophecy, and lived 
| —To be 

? The last leaf upon the tree, 
where so glorious a leafage showed of old. 

The funeral of the poet was one of the most 
impressive imaginable, and one which was 
eminently befitting. The rite of the Friends 
forbids the stiffness of some funeral cere- 
monies, and when so many of the leaders of 

thought are gathered there is little oppor- 

tunity for the weak and the vacuous to take up 
the time. The solemn service in the open air 

_ andthe words which were said were in har- 

mony with the gentle life and true heart of 

‘the dead poet, who was laid to rest as any 


noble man might wish to be. 

I used to see Mr. Whittier at the Chestnut 
Street Radical club in the late days of that 
famous coterie, and I remember an incident 
which was connected with one of his calls to 
the house so well known as the headquarters 
of Radicalism aa it had earlier been of Aboli- 
tion. This call was made in the late winter 
some years ago and the sidewalks were in a 
condition of icy insecurity which 1s nowhere 
in the round world to be’found outside of 
Beacon Hill. The way to Beacon street from 
No. 13 Chestnut is steep and slippery. and 
when Mr. Whittier ruse to go it occurred to 
Mrs. Sargent that he should not be trusted to 
inake icy climb alone. She therefore 
made the excuse of needing a breath of fresh 
air and of having letters to mail and went out 
with him. The letter-box 1s at the head of the 
street and when it was reached in safety Mrs. 
Sargent saiu good night and was turning 
away well pleased to have seen the aged poet 
well over the icy steep when he said in his 
sweet, irresistible voice: : 

** Now I shall see thee home, Elizabeth.” 

And, despite remonstrance, see her home he 
did, since she could not bear to hurt his feel- 
ings by telling him why she had come out. 

Whittier’s Playful Apology. 

It was as an apology for not attending a 
meeting of this same Radical club, at which 
his oid friend Mary Grew, the beautiful Phil- 
adelphia preacher, read & paper upon ‘6 Es. 
sential Christianity,’ that Mr. Whittier wrote 
those delicately playful and too-little known 
lines: 

HOW MARY GREW. 

With wisdom far beyond her years, 

And graver than her wondering rs, 

So strong, so mild, combin still 

The tender heart and queenly will, 

To conscience and to duty true, 

So up from childhood, Mary Grew! 


Then in ber gracious womanhood 

She — her days to dving good. 

- .She dared the scornfal laugh of men, 
The hounding mob, the slanderer’s pen, 
She did the work she found to do, 

A Christain heroine, Mary Grew! 


The freed slave thanks her; blessing comes 
To her from women’s weary homes. 

The wronged and erring find in her 

Their censor mild and comforter. 

The world were safe if but a few 

Could grow in grace as Mary Grew! 


So, New Year’s Eve, I sit and say, 

By this low wood-fire, ashen gray; 
ust wishing. as the night shuts down, 
hat I could hear in Boston town, 

In pleasant Chestnut avenue, 

From her own lips how Mary Grew! 


And hear her graceful hostess tell 

The silver-voiced oracle, 

Who lately through her parlors spoke 

As through Dodona’s sacred oak, 

A wiser truth than any told 

By Sappho’s lips of ruddy gold— 

The way to make the world anew 

Is just to grow—as Mary Grew! 

.- The allusion in the last line but two is to the 
fact that at the meeting of the club preceding 
that for which this poem was written a paper 
on Sappho had been read by Col. T. W. Hig- 
ginson. 

Pleased as a Boy. 

On another occasion, when the artist Parker 
had been painting a portrait of Charles Sum- 
ner, Whittier came to Chestnut street one 
morning and said to Mrs. Sargent: 

**Friend Elizabeth, will thee go with me to 
see Friend Parker’s picture of Charles?”’ 

**T should be very glad to,’’ she answered. 

“Wilt thee go this morning?’ he asked; 
and, upon her assenting, they set off for the 
studio. When they arrived they examined the 

rtrait of Sumner, but Whittier seemed to 

Sargent to be preoccupied and to be in 
haste to call her attention to something else. 

In a moment he said: 

“ Wriend Parkerjwhere is thé other?”’ 

; The artist turned around an easel, and there 
was a portrait of Whittier himself. The poet 
was as pleased as a boy at Mrs. Sargent’s sur- 
prise, and as she hed not even known of his 
sitting she was naturally not a little aston- 
ished. He was like a genial comrade in his 
fun, and, although he was naturally grave and 
Bedate, there was in him a most beautiful and 
genial humor and sweetness, like the color 
and perfume of the May flower under the 
grayness of the leaves in the spring. , 

It is one of the things for which one may 
well be thankful that to the last there was 
neither failing nor weakening of the poet’s 
mind. Letters which he wrote within a week 
or two of his death are as clear and as full of 
life as any which ever came from his pen. 
Full ot days and full of honor he has ended a 
life which was in itself a beautiful poem and 
which inspires whoever thinks of it. 

Cholera Talk in Boston. 

We are still all upon the qui vive in regard 
to the cholera, although the health returns of 
the last few weeks show tnat things were 
never in a better condition than now. We 
are concerned about what may bappen, some- 

thing after the fashion of the bride who was 
’ found in tears on her wedding morn and re- 
wen to questions in regara to her woe by sob- 

ing out: 

* O, it will be too, too dreadful to hear if 

rge should die and I be left a widdw!”’ 

It is nearly forty years since Boston had a 
visit from the cholera which was serious 
enough to count. In 1854 through the summer 
months there were 261 
ease, allin the North End, and all in ill-kept 
localities. It is hardly possible and certainly 
not probable that anythmg like this could 
occur again, although the newspapers are 
doing alt that lies within their power to foster 
a@ panic by sensational reports. , 

‘They tell at the ciubs of a young lady whose 
betrothed is abroad in a plague-invested city 
that she persisted in wearing his Ietters next 
to her heart, in order that if her lover had the 
cholera she might share it. Her father, who 
seems to\be abcut as brilliant as his daughter, 
went in trepidation to the famiily physician to 
ask what should be done. The physician 
listened gravely, inquired how the letters 
caine, and in the end replied: 

_“* As the letters have all been disinfected be- 
fore they were landed by all means let your 
daughter wear the:n on any part of her peraon 
that pleases her. She may die of fool-in-the- 
head, but I’ll answer for it that she is safe 
enough from cholera.”’ 

And the father wasso angry that he foolishly 
told the story himself. Whether the laughter 
of his friends soothed his feelings may be 
doubted. 


Tickets for Symphony Concerts. 

. Next week the most important preliminary 
event of the Boston seasun takes place in the 
sale of the tickets for the Symphony con- 
certs. It is necessary in Boston to have tick- 
ets to the Symphony concerts as elsewhere it 
is necessary to have a box at the opera. To be 
without is to be outside the social pale. That 
one does not in the least care for music has 
in the world to do with the matter. 

“If one does enjoy music of course that is so 
much the better, but it does not really count. 
One of the most absurd things about it is that 
certain parts of the hall are fashionable and 
others are not wholly aside from their advan- 
tages as positions where one can hear well, 
is the por- 


deaths from the dis- 


tion of the first balcony opposite the stage 
and might seem an especially desirable place, 
is distinctly ‘** South End,” and no true society 
woman would think of sit there even if 
the seats were given toher. She might take 
a place in the third balcony on the side -high 
overhead where the air is as scarce as the [ 

is superabundant, because certain musicians 
have set upon thuse seats the seal of pecuniarily 
thrifty indorsement. To sit there would be a 
musical eccentricity, excusable and even ad- 
mirable as showing originality and musical 
individuality; but to sit near the clock would 
be a social faux pas not to be thought of for a 
moment! So subtle and so mysterious are t 
fine distinctions of the social world. It is no 
wonder that one who attempts to follow them 
inust make up his mind to attend seriously to 
nothing else. Fashion is a goddess who is no 
less exacting than she is capricious. She will 
have no half-way service. One must give her 
the whole or be left-completely in the lurch. 

Chorus and Orchestra. 

There is to some extert to be a new depart- 
ure in the establishment of a chorus to codp- 
erate with the orchestra this winter. This will 
be drilled by Mr. Arthur Foote, and will con- 
sist of some 200 v ices. It will, of course, be 
used only for the bringing out of certain 
works; but, if once it is established, such a 
chorus must either be used or go to pieces, 
and it can hardly fail to prove a constant 
temptation to bring out mixed work rather 
than the purely orchestral, which is the legiti- 
mate field of the orchestra. It seems to me 
somewhat of a pity that things should move in 
this direction, but that is because personally I 
am fond of purely orchestral music, and resent 
the intrusion of even soloists at the Symphony 
concerts. It may be that the managers of the 
Symphony course, who are supposed to feel 
accurately the pulse of the public, have dis- 
covered a disposition to weary of classic 
music, but Ido not believe that this is the 
true explanation of the change. I fancy that 
to tell the whole story would necessitate a 
closer knowledge of Boston misical intrigues 
than I possess, albeit no one can be fully 
ignorant that such intrigues go on. 


He Wanted “ Screamers.” 


The collection of paintings owned by the 
Boston Art Museum is increasing slowly, the 
latest important addition being ‘* L’Amui des 
Humbles,” the celebrated picture by L’ Her- 
mitte, which represents the supper at Em- 
maus. There are always good pictures in the 
galleries, but for the most part the collection 
is aloan one. (Une of the petty scandals of 
the day 13 to the effect thata wealthy man 
who was of much social pretension and no so- 
cial standing went to a well known Paris 

icture dealer, who is often patronized by 

ston buyers, and’ said to him: 

‘*‘T want to buy two or three pictures of the 
kind that they lend to the Art Museum. I 
don’t care what they cost, but 1 want ’em to 
be screamers so they’!] be talked about. You 
know what'll hit Boston—only I want to hit 
’em_hard.”’ 

As the pictures are not in evidence to sup- 
port the story it is possible to doubt this tale, 
which rests upon the evidence of the Parisian 
picture dealer. It is ben trovato, however, in 
so far as it indicates one of the lines in which 
certain Boston prejudices run. There are 
many men who take a not unnatural pleasure 
in showing their pictures at the museutn. The 
public gets the benefit of this, however, and 
no one need grumble. What is needed now 
is a fund with which to purchase pictures, 
and of this there is at present little prospect. 

The summer is over and life’ is rapidly 
ebbing back totown. The disorganization of 
the out of town season is resolving itself 
again into the homogeneous order of the win- 
ter. Life takes the place of the makeshift ex- 
istence of the summer hotel, and for that I, at 
least, most heartily give thanks.

HORRORS OF THE FIELD OF BATTLE. 


Zola’s Realistic Description of an Engage- 
ment in the Franco-Prussian War. 

Some soldiers had aiready turned back when 
the Colonel threw himself in their way. *“‘ What, 
my children,”’ he cried, “you will not bring 
thisshame upon me! You are not guing to 
act like cowards! Remember, the One Hun- 
dred and Sixth has never retreated, and you 
would’ be the first to soil our flag.’’ He 
pushed forward his horse, barred the way ot 
the fugitives, found words for each man, and 
spoke of France in a voice in which tears 
trembled. Lieut. Rochas was so excited by 
the scene that he fell into a desperate rage, 
lifted his sword and struck the men with it as 
if it had been a stick. ‘‘ Youdirty dogs! Til 
kick you into the fight. You must obey, orl 
will blow out the brains of the tirst man who 
turns tail.’”’ But this abusive language, and 
the idea of his saidiers being forced into fight 
by kicks was repugnant to the Colonel. 
“No, no, JLieutenant,’”’ he said, 
are all going ‘to follow me. 
you, my children? Youare not going to al- 
low your old Colonel to be the only one to 
wash the faces’ of these Prussians. Advance! 
Forward!’’ And he started off. All, in fact, 
did follow,. such effect did he produce by 
these words, which he spoke like a brave 
fellow whom they could not abandon without 
being contemptible. He himself, alone and 
in front, pushed quietly over the exposed 
fields on his large horse, whilst his men 
scattered themselves about in sharpshooters’ 
formation and taking advantage of the least 
shelter. The ground gradually rose, and there 
was still a good third of a mile of stubble 
and mangold wurtzel fields which had to be 
traversed before reaching the hill. In place 
of an assault on the classical model, such as 
takes place at maneuvers, with perfect cor- 
rectness of line, there were to be seen men 
with their backs bent who ran almost level 
with the ground, the soldiers isolated or in 
little groups jumping quickly like insects and 
gaining the top by means of agility and ruse. 
The batteries of the enemy must have seen 
them, for the shells plowed the ground so fré- 
quently that the detonations did not stop. 
Five men were 
his body cut in two. 

Maurice and Jean had found a hedge be- 
hind which they could run on without being 
seen. A ball suddenly tore through the tem- 
ple of oge of their comrades, who fell dead at 
their very feet. They had to push him aside 
with their feet, for the dead no longer count- 
ed, there were so many of them.

Behind the hedge they 
stepped quietly for a minute. But 
the brandy, imstead of relieving their 
thirst, burned their stomachs, and this taste 
of burning in their mouth was torturing. 
They were almost dying of hunger, and they 
would have ‘liked very much to have bitten 
into the half-loaf Maurice had in his 
knapsack. Only, was it possible behind 
the hedge? Other men were continually 
coming, who pushedthem forward. At last 
with a bound they pushed over the last 
slope. They were on the plateau at the 
foot of the hill, with its old cross, worn 
by the wind and the rain, between two thin 
lime trees. *“*O! QO!” cried Jean. ‘Good. 
Here we are. But the difficulty now is to re- 
main here.”” Hewas right. The place was 
not particularly agreeable, as Lapoulie re- 
marked with a mournful voice, which set all 
his comrades laughing.

LOVE’S TRICKS AND MANNERS ARE 
KEENLY .CRITICISED, 


—— 


A Bachelor Tells the World How Men 
Make Love and Get Married—First Af- 
fection Said to Count for Most as a 


Molding Influence—That Early Affairs 

- Seldom End in Matrimony Is a Cause 
of Thankfulness—Wounds of Love Heal 
Slowly, but They Heal, 


St, Theresa spoke of Satan as “ that miser- 
able being who doves not know love’; and it 
js generally agreed that such a deprivation 
for man or woman 1s the saddest in the world. 
All literature is more or less saturated with 
this interesting and inexplicable sentiment. 
The philosophers have elaborately discussed 
it; the historians have devoted many cHapters 
to it; the biographers have freely talked of it; 
the poets and novelists have made it the 
theme of innumerable volumes. And still the 
ubject retains its intrinsic charm. The old, 
old story, repeated through all the ages and 
én all forms of expression, continues to hold 
popular attention and to give general pleasure. 
There is nothing new to be said about any 
feature of it, but its familiar revelations of 
human nature and its hackneyed lessons of 
personal experience are as delightful now as 
they were at their beginning. This seems to 
be the one thing that the race has not outlived 
and that has not been materially modified by 
the influence of time and progress. Civiliza- 
tion has changed everything else, but, love re- 
mains the same and affairs of the heart are 
conducted today according to the rules that 
came in when Cupid originally got his wings. 
_ This is a sufficient justification for a recent 
book entitled ** How Men Make Love and Get 
Married,” by Prof. D. R. McAnally Jr., says 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. The author’s 
point of view is that of the bachelor, which is 
apt to be that of the cynic in such a case; but 
his satire is of a good-natured order for the 
most part, and it is easy to see that he is 
anxious to avert in self-defense the suggestion 
of sour grapes. He puts love, intoxication. 
and insanity all in the same category, to start 
with, so far as their principal manifestations 
are concerned, and declares that the task of 
differentiating these similar forms of mental 
aberration 18 a curious and perplexing one. 
Nevertheless, there are a few infallible signs 
by which the lover usually betrays the nature 
of his ailment, and thus avoids the station- 
house and the lunatic asylum. ‘‘They do not 
love and do not show their love,’”’ says Shaks- 
peare, and the symptoms are always percepti- 
ble to the close observer. Sometimes the 
feeling is disclosed by a change in habits, 
sometimes by a peculiar elation of the spirits, 
and sometimes by uncommon silence and 
melancholy. Even a variation of diet may be 
aconfession of guilt;- and insomnia is often 
what the slang-talkers call a dead giveaway. 
In general, however, the denoting acts are 
found’ in little unconscious looks and speeches 
that disinterested spectators consider foolish 
and ridiculous, but which have a profound 
and momentous meaning in the soul of the 
victim. 

Delight in Hyperbole. 

Lovers as a class are nothing if not hyper- 
bolical. They have a dialect of their own, 
as Prof. McAnally points out, a vocabulary 
-of extravagance and picturesqueness to which 
they adjust their commonplace tongues with 
surprising readiness. There is only one de- 
gree of comparison in their grammar, and 
that is the superlative. They see all things 
through the magnifying medium of the imag- 
ination. The simplest objects assume the 
deepest importance in their eyes, and they 
have no patience with the daily routine of 
life.- For the time being they are in another 
world, a newly-created sphere, where all 
prose is poetry and every weed is fragrant. 
It.is impossible for them to transact the ten- 
der business of their situation with moderate 
words and phrases; they must employ terms 
corresponding in favor and intensity to the 
feelings by which they are possessed and ex- 
alted. Tha man of superior wisdom equally 
with the man of average intelligence is sub- 
ject to this necessity of verbal inflation. It is 
a part of the disease, soto speak, and there 

,j8 no escape from it. There have been writers 
‘noted for tie simplicity of their style who, 
when they fell in love, became as luxuriant 
as Oriental romancers, They were obliged to 
adopt the language of the craft in order to 
verify the sincerity of their passion and to be 
understood by those whom they were solicit- 


ous to please. The lover who should attempt’ 


to win a woman by ‘talking in the vernacular 
of ordinary conversation woula make adismal 
failure. In the potent lexicon of love there 
are only words that exhale sweetness with 
evéry syllable ana invest facts with the en- 
chantment of illimitable fancy. It was so in 
ancient Rome, and it isso in modern St. 
Louis." The methods of courtship make.no 
promise for that virtue of reserve which is the 
best test of artistic excellence, but demand 
that the wooer shali be frankly fervent and 
bom bastie. 
Last Love Is Best. 

It is first love that counts for most, Prof. 
McAnally maintains. That is to say, he 
thinks the introductory shock never leaves a 
man where it finds him, and upon its outcome 
his future -character largely depends. ‘** He 
must either go forward or back,’’ we are as- 

.pured-; and he needs at that critica) time a 
friend who appreciates his condition and who 
will steer him safely through the dangerous 
predicament. A loving mother is recom- 
mended as the best counselor; but in the ab- 
sence of a mother there are others whose care- 
ful ministrations may save him. The fact that 
men do not generally marry their first loves 
isacause of thankfulness, in our author’s 
opinion, ** because first love is a sort of train- 
ing’’ that fits the man for more effective serv- 

‘ice in further experiments. Of course, this 
implies inconstancy, but he answers that “* in- 
coustancy .is often a biessing in disguise,”’ 
which is better logic than morality, perhaps. 
The enduring loves of history have not been 
first loves, he reminds us, and the cases of 
Piato, Aristotle, Epicurus, Theocritus, and 
others are cited as examples. But though 
men do not marry their first loves they never 
-forget them, he insists, and are frequently in- 
fluenced by them in later life. ‘* here is 
nothing in the vonstitution of man,” he adds, 
“to prevent him from loving a hundred times, 
and the last as earnestly as the first.’’ In fact, 
he is disposed to believe that the last love is 
the best, no matter how many may have pre- 
ceded it. 

The miseries of love are proverbial, and, 
whatever the explanation may be, if is prob- 
ably true, as Prof. McAnally says, that the ag- 
ony is worst where the love is keenest ‘nese 
torments are produced by circumstances 
which toother people are trivial and untrouble- 
some, but they strike the lover differently. **To 
the heart,”’ Balzac observes, ** there are no in- 
Significant events; it puts in the same bal- 
ance the fall of an empire and the fall of a 
Woman’s giove—and oftentimes tne glove out- 
Weighs the empire.” it is useless to tell the 
man who 18 afflicted with the pangs of love 
‘that he has no sufficient cause of suffering. He 
is in a state that renders him extrermely sensi- 
tive to certain influences which he would not 
notice in his norinal condition. His nervous 
organization is electritied, ana responds quick- 
dy.to slight impressions. 4 day’s s2paration 
from his sweetheart makes the world a desert 
tohim; the sight of another man at her side 
appalls him like a vision of sudden death. 
When she has‘a sick headache he is distressed 
with gloomy apprehensions, and when she 
cries over some pretty discomfiture he feels 
the most poignant sorrow. _He can not-bear 
the least unkindness from her: he broods over 
her chance words of pique or impatience as if 

y were of tragical purport. His conduct 
looks silly to outsiders, but his’ hurts are seri- 
ous to him all the same, and he deserves pity 


where he usually gets nothing but derision. . 


Nevertheless, he would not exchange these 
pains for all other pleasures. 
Why Love Affairs Are Interesting. 

“Men are like bullets,”” says Prof. McAn- 
ally, “the main ditference between them 
being caused by creases in the mold,’ and 
this difference, he goes on to affirm, is brought 
out more distinctly by love than by any, other 
force. Then, if ever, the individual shows 
what he really is. Whe hidden creases of the 


Mold come to light, and latent idiosyncra- 


Sies are manifested. It follows that men 
make love according to these traits and tend- 


‘epcies that aro mostly concealed at other 


times. That is probably the secret of our in- 
terest in the sentimental relations -of distin-

Reason Versus Impulse. 

When the great amount of unhappiness that 
arises from the mismating of men and women 
is considered, the sober-minded citizen natur- 
ally asks, as Prof. MeAnally says, might not 
inuch of this sorrow be avoided if people 
would use reason instead of impulse in select- 
ing their partners? The answer is that when 
& Mau 1s in love his reasoning faculties are 
paralyzed; and even if they were not he.«is 
confronted by facts which are beyond the 
reach of reason. His 
Sway over him, and his 
hopelessly bewildered. Falling in 
love is not a matter of premeditation and 
methodical adjustment. The thing happens 
before the man suspects it, as a rule, and tne 
object is chosen for him by fate rather than 
by himself. Moreover, it is by no means cer- 
tain that coolness and deliberation would pre- 
vent mistake and disappointment. The rec- 
ords do not show that marriages contracted 
with business-like prudence and reflection 
have been more satisfactory than others, or 
that borrowed wisdom has been of any par- 
ticular benefit in the matter. It is impossi- 
ble to know whether a given couple are suited 
to each other or not until after they have 
lived together long enough to settle the ques- 
tion by practical demonstration. All the 
rules that have been formula from time 
to time for the guidance of mankind in this 
important proceeding are useless, for the 
simple reason that love scorns to be reduced 
to a science and will have its own way in spite 
of precepts and theories. | 

The point. of principal interest in love af- 
fairs, of course, is the proposal, which Prof. 
McAnally drolly likens to the act of ** putting 
forth all of one’s strength to litt a large and 
apparently heavy box only to find it empty.” 
It seems to the lover that the undertaking 
will tax his “ers to the utmost, 
and it becomes him to prepare for it by a 
course of training analogous to that of the 
prize-fighter. So he practices for the part 
with sedulous attention to all of the details, 
and fortifies himself. as he supposes, against 
every contingency of surprise or trepidation. 
Then he marches boldly intv the lady’s pres- 
ence, and her first remark disconcerts him, 
and he forgets his lives like an actor overcome 
by stage fright. The chances area hundred to 
one that he will at last make his declaration 
in an accidental way and without any thought 
of how it is being done. That is the prevail- 
ing method, and, if lovers but knew it, they 
have no reason to waste their time in 
elaborate planning for an event that comes to 
pass of itself by virtue of natural conditions, 
Indeed, a proposal of any sort is often un- 
necessary. ** The ideal story,’”’ says a popu- 
Jar essayist, ‘“‘is that of two people who go 
into love step for step, with a fluttered con- 
sciousness, like a pair of children venturing 
together into a dark room.” No explicit 
statement is required in a situation of this 
kind—the eyes say all thkt is essential; and 
there is reason to believe that such cases 
occur oftener than we imagine. 

Proposal Statistics. 

Many different kinds of proposals are de- 
scribed by the novelists for our amusement 
and instruction, and Prof. McAnally has ap- 
plied to a hundred standard examples the 
doctrine of averages, after the manner of 
Buckle, with some singular and suggestive 
resuits. He finds that 8 per cent of the men 
take the women in their arms after being ac- 
cepted, and 67 per cent of them kiss the fair 
ones on the lips. In 59 percent of the cases 
the proposal is made.in astanding position ; in 
26 per cent the mensit on chairs or sofas; 
and in six cases the suitors kneel, four on one 
knee and two on both knees. The remark 
that he can not live without her is made by 
the proposer in eighty-one instances, ** Thank 
God!” is repeated nine times, and in fourteen 
cases the speakers have a lump in the throat. 
As to the behavior of the women, &7 per cent 
of them know that the proposal is com- 
ing, 81 per cent fall into the arms of the 
men, and 9%. per. cent rest their 
heads on the shoulders, breasts, or knees of 
the parties of the first part. There are fifty 
who weep, five who laugh, and one who 
sneezes. Cases of rejection are rare in fiction, 
only fifty being found among the standard 
writers, our author certifies. In thirty-one 
of these instancea the men rush madly 
away, thirteen throw themselves on the 
grass, six threaten to commit suicide, and 
three tear their hair. In forty-one of the 
fifty cases, the women rise calmly to their feet, 
in forty-three cases they offer to be sisters 
or friends, in nine cases they are sorry, in 
three cases they are engaged to others, and in 
two cases they leave the room in anger, or at 
least a pretense of it. 

Wounds Heal Slowly. 

It is a peculiarity of love that the wounds 
which it inflicts heal slowly when. they heal 
at all. They are not fatal as a general thing, 
though people do die of them now and then, 
notwithstanding the familiar —s "} 

rof,. 
McAnally thinks that the best plan of treat- 
ment 1s to let the ailment run its course, like 
a case of mumps. In olden times the magi- 
cians prescribed potions which were said to 
be remedial,.and a leap from atall oliff into 
the sea was sometimes effective on the cure-or- 
kill principle. Certain herbs were also used 
as antidotes. In Ireland, earth froin a uew- 
made grave scattered between lovers has been 
known to- separate them: and in various 
countries charms and incantations of different 
kinds have been confidently used both to pro- 
duce and to destroy leve. Absence is one of 
the favorite modern panaceas for heartache, 
but it does not always answer the purpose. 
Close application to business is another well- 
recoinmended restorative, which has the merit 
of being good for many complaints that lead 
people to dose themselves with drugs. There 
are still other ways of subduing an unrequited 
passion, by degrees, if not all at once; and 
the sufferer who Honestly wants to be cured 
will hardly fail to discover some method that 
will accomplish the desired result if he keeps 
on looking for it. 

In the cases that appeal most forcibly to the 
sympathy of society, however, the desire for 
the cure is wanting.

It is all weil enough 
for light-hearted Mercutio tosay: ‘* If love be 
rough with you, be rough with love,” but it 
is not in stricken Romeo’s nature to adopt 


‘that heroic expedient, and thus ease the bur- 


den under which he sinks by making believe 
that he has ceased to feel it. He cannot de- 
ceive himself, and he will not part with a pain 
that includes so much of tender and rapturous 
recollection. Toa man in such a frame of 
mind, or such a disorder of the nervous sys- 
tem, there is no outlook of comfort that 1s 
worth as much to him as the grim consola- 
tion of his own sorrow. He may recover or 
he may not; that depends upon circumstances 
over which he has little or no control. Prof. 
McAnally contends that the path of wisdom 
for a man so situated lies in the direction of a 
new sweetheart. ‘There is no better remedy 
for one woman’ than another woman,” he 
says, which may be interpreted as a practical 
tribute to the saving qualities of the sex, 
whether so designed or not. And in the event 
that complete relief does not come from 
courtship alone, then he advises that the man 
take the new sweetheart unto himself asa 
wife, for when everything else fails, he claims, 
the sovereign balm for a broken heart is mat-

It was never mailed, owing to lack of proper 
address, but if the pretty little widow with the 
kodak happens to see this story she will ap- 
preciate the situation. 

As for the Colonel, he—well, he would like 
to fiad the widow. 


WHITTIER, THE ANTI-SLAVERY POET. 


Events Justified the Earnestness That Made 
His Early Work So Realistic. 

** Voices of Freedom ”’ contained Whittier’s 
anti-slavery poems for a period of fifteen years, 
from 1833 to 1848. They were an earnest plea 
for the emancipation of the slaves, and had 
much to do with shaping the sentiment which 
finally led to emancipation. Read now, it is 
hard to realize that events justified such ear- 
nestness as then made these poems realistic. 
Who, for example, can now realize that such 
lines as the following from ‘“ Farewell of a 
Virginia Slave Mother to Her Daughters Sold 
Into Southern Bondage ’”’ were not overdrawn: 

Gone, gone, sold and gone, 

To the rice swamp, dank and lone, 
Where the slave whip ceaseless swings, 
Where the noisome insect stings, 
W bere the fever demon strews 
Poison with the falling dews. 
Where the sickly sunbeams glare, 
Through the hot and misty air— 
Gone, gone, sold and gone, 

To the rice swamp. dark and lone, 
From Virginia's hills and waters— 
Woe is me, my stolen daughters! 

There was, however, in Whittier’s poems a 
pertinence of the occasion which inspired 
them. Even his anti-slavery poems, for 
which he had of late years been more eriti- 
cised than for any others, did not appear over. 
drawn in the light of the discussion of slavery 
current half a century ago. 

Many anecdotes illustrative ot his many 
sides have been related. He was rarely at a 
loss for wit. One of his most famous re. 
marks was his explanation why Boston Com- 
mon was 80 popular a place with him. 

'**T like Boston Common,” he said, * be- 
cause,’ he adds, a Quaker himself, * they 
hung some Quakers there once upon a time.”’ 

The deep piety of Whittier’s nature is 
evinced in “*My Birthday,” written in 1877, in 
which the following words, which now seem 
especially significant, appear: 

Let winds that blow from He 

Dear Lord, the languid — a 
And let the weakness of the flesh 

Thy strength of spirit share. 


And, if the eye must fail of light, 
The ear forget to hear, 

Make clearer still the spirit’s sight, 
More fine the inward ear. 


Be near me in mine hour of need,

nd down these slopes of sunset lead 
As up the hills of morn.
